OF 

HON. JEREMIAH CROWLEY 

MAYOR 

TO THE CITY COUNCIL 

January i, 1900. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

We are assembled here this morning, at the 
dawn of the new year, to take upon ourselves 
the duties and responsibilities of conducting the 
municipal business of the city of Lowell for 
the current year. Upon you will devolve the chief 
part of the work. In the transaction of that 
business, you are bound to exercise the same care 
and consideration, and on the same principles, as 
you exercise in the transaction of your own most im- 
portant private business. We are not -sent here b} - our 
fellow citizens to deal out favors to our political friends 
for service performed as partisans in the interest 
of any political party. Character and efficiency 
are the only tests to be applied to candidates for 
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public office, and fidelity to the interests of the 
whole city and of all classes of our people, are 
the tests which will be applied to you in regard 
to your official conduct. In order to meet the 
approbation of our fellow citizens our administra- 
tion must be marked by a strict regard for the 
rights of all classes of our people, and for all 
sections of our city. A spirit of judicious economy 
must be exhibited in ever}- municipal act. By 
economy I do not mean parsimony. 

As our duties are to a large extent regulated 
by law, it would be well for us, this morning, to 
consider some features of the amendment to our 
city charter, which passed the Legislature, and 
was approved May 16th, 1896, entitled, “An Act to 
Amend the City Charter of Lowell.” I would 
call your attention to section one, section five, 
sections six and seven of said act, which read 
as follows : — 

Section i. All executive powers which .are 
now by law vested in the city council of the 
city of Lowell, or either branch thereof, shall 
hereafter be vested in and exercised by the mayor 
of said city, except as hereinafter otherwise 
provided. 

Sect. 5. The heads of the several depart- 
ments and offices shall have power to appoint 
and employ, and to discharge all subordinate 
officers and employes in their respective depart- 
ments ; and they shall keep a record, subject to 
inspection, of all so appointed and employed and 
of all discharged, and in all cases of discharge 
the grounds therefor, provided, however, that no 
removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 
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Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments 
and offices shall have the general charge and man- 
agement of all matters pertaining to their respect- 
ive departments, and shall make and execute ail 
contracts necessary therefor except for the purchase 
of materials and supplies ; but every contract made 
as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds 
three hundred dollars shall be approved by the 
Mayor before going into effect ; provided that noth- 
ing in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the City Council by ordinance from transferring 
any of the duties imposed upon an appointed head 
of a department by this act or by ordinance except- 
ing the purchase of materials and supplies, to 
another head of a department or board or com- 
mission. 

Sect. 7. Neither the City Council nor either 
branch thereof nor any committee or member there- 
of shall directly or indirectly take part in the 
employment of labor, the purchase of material, the 
construction, alteration or repair of any public 
works or other property, or in the care, custody 
or management of the same, or in general in the 
expenditure of public money or in the conduct of 
the executive or administrative business of the city, 
except as may be necessary for defraying the con- 
tingent and incidental expenses of the City Council 
or of either branch thereof; nor shall they or 
either of them take part in the making of con- 
tracts. 

You will perceive that by the provisions of the 
first section of the act, the Mayor is vested with 
all the executive powers which had been before 
vested in the City Council ; in this, that the power 
of the City Council to elect heads of departments 
by concurrent vote of both branches thereof was 
taken from the Council and vested in the Mayo 
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thereby making the Mayor responsible, by impli- 
cation, for the heads of the departments, and the 
manner in which they might discharge the duties 
of their respective offices. The Legislature in its 
wisdom saw fit to annul and repeal the first sec- 
tion of the act in February, 1897, thereby depriv- 
ing the Mayor of all power to appoint heads of 
departments, and revesting in the City Council 
the power to choose the heads of departments by 
concurrent vote, leaving the remainder of the act 
as it was originally passed. 

I will now call your attention to Sections five, 
six and seven of the act. 

By the provisions of Section five the heads of 
the several departments and officers shall have the 
power to appoint, employ and discharge all sub- 
ordinate officers and employes in their respective 
departments. What does this mean? Does it 
mean that the heads of departments can create such 
subordinate offices as they may choose to create, 
and fill them with such persons whom they wish 
to reward* for services rendered to them or to the 
party? Some heads of departments have and do 
contend that that right is conferred upon heads 
of departments b}* the provisions of Section five. 
They also contend that they, and they alone, have 
the right to say what compensation such officers 
shall receive for services. Then, I say, if their 
contention is right, the municipal ship is running 
before the wind without chart or compass. We 
are nearing the danger point, and the sooner 3*011 
take some action to remedy the evil, the better it 
will be for the municipalit} 7 . 
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Section six provides that the heads of depart- 
ments and officers shall make and execute all con- 
tracts pertaining to their respective departments, 
except for material and supplies, but every con- 
tract exceeding the sum of three hundred dollars 
shall be first approved by the Mayor before going 
into effect. You are aware, gentlemen, that every 
head of a department, except the Chief of Sup- 
plies, is chosen by the concurrent vote of both 
branches of the government, and a majority vote 
in each branch is necessary to ensure election. 
It is fair to assume that the majority know the 
man for whom they vote ; that they know him to 
be a capable man, with sufficient ability and knowl- 
edge to make a contract ; that he would honestly 
discharge his duty, and would faithfully fulfil 
every trust and obligation. So that when the head 
of a department enters into a contract in behalf 
of the city for a public improvement, which is de- 
manded by a large number of citizens and tax- 
payers, and presents that contract to the Mayor 
for his approval, he acts honestly on his best 

judgment. When the Mayor finds that the con- 
tract is well and carefully drawn, in wffiich every 

provision is made for the fullest protection and 

security, to guard every interest of the city, and 
a good and substantial bond is given to secure 
every obligation of the contract, what then becomes 
the duty of the Mayor? Here is a contract made 
by the head of a department, in whom the City 
Council has had the confidence to elect him to a 
responsible position. The Mayor has confidence in 
the majority of the City Council, he approves the

contract in view of that confidence, and because to 
his mind, to refuse his approval would be to brand 
the head of the department with dishonor and dis- 
honesty. I speak of this for the reason that words 
of censure and criticism are sometimes spoken in 
regard to the Mayor, because of his approval of 
contracts, by persons who fail to study the whole 
situation, and speak or look at it in a partisan 
spirit. 

It is a maxim of the criminal law, that every 
one charged with crime is assumed to be innocent 
until he is proven guilty ; so it is fair and right 
to assume that every head of a department is 
honest in the discharge of his duty when he enters 
into a contract in behalf of the cit} r , more espec- 
ially when the Mayor is of the same opinion that 
the members of the City Council had when they 
chose him to fill his responsible position. 

By the provision of Section seven of the amend- 
ment to the cit} T charter, 3-011 will see that prac- 
tically the only power the City^ Council has re- 
garding the city expenditures, is the power to 
appropriate the mone}^ to carry on the different 
departments of the government. You have no con- 
trol over its expenditure, only to say for what it 
should be expended. 

Hence the onl}- way in which 3-011 can exercise 
economy' is in making the appropriations for the 
different departments of the cit}\ The question then 
arises, Can it be in the Department of Public 
Schools, which occupies 52 school buildings, which 
cost $1,588,700, and are attended by 10,872 chil- 
dren? To instruct these children over 300 teachers 
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are employed, whose salaries reach nearly $195,000. 
This refers to the day schools. In addition to 
the pupils in the day schools, we have 2,000 pupils 
in regular attendance in evening schools, which 
gives employment to 155 teachers. The salaries of 
these teachers, with the supervisors, amount to 
$20,756.84. This sum, added to the salaries of the 
day teachers, will reach $220,000. 

During the past year, the sum of $29,500 was 
appropriated to build an annex to the High School. 
This annex is to be built on land owned by the 
city, situated on the corner of Paige and John 
Streets. You may be called on during the year 
to appropriate an additional sum to that already 
appropriated to build and furnish this annex. The 
question for you to say is, In what way can we 
economize in our School Department, and keep the 
schools of Lowell up to the high standard which 
they have always maintained? “ The preservation 
of our republic requires that we spare no effort 
upon the education of its future rulers. The in- 
struction of our youth gives us a security and 
peace beyond anything that law or police can give. 
These are but the external arm of the body poli- 
tic. Education is its very breath of life. ” 

SEWERS. 

A system of sewers is an imperative necessity 
in cities. Sewers have been built the past year 
in tliirty-five streets of our city, at an expense of 
$80,842.57. I scarcely can see where you can 
economize in appropriating money for sewers, be- 
cause the people demand them, and the health and 
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comfort of the communitj' depend upon careful 
and perfect drainage. 


STREETS. 

During the past year thirty-five streets have been 
macadamized, at a cost of $31,500. Fifty-three 
streets have been graded, at a cost of $13,904.65. 
New sidewalks were laid a cost of $10,127.61, and 
sidewalks were repaired at a cost of $13,904.65. 
The total cost to December 1st was $62,496.63. 

Smooth paving was laid during the past year, in 
Westford Street, 3,382 lineal feet, cost, $27,007.33 ; 
Suffolk Street, 1,446 lineal feet, cost, $7,120.33; 
Mammoth Road, 950 lineal feet, cost, $14,469.55 ; total, 
5,778 lineal feet; total cost, $48,597.21. 

There have been during the latter part of the 
year 1S99, several petitions praying that certain 
streets be paved with smooth paving. Some of the 
petitioners have asked for asplialtina, while others 
have called for Trinidad Lake asphalt. I have 110 
knowledge of the relative merits of any kind of 
smooth paving other than that imparted to me by 
the Superintendent of Streets in a conversation with 
me, and by a communication addressed to me, 
which communication was published in the news- 
papers of the city. Smooth paving in Lowell is 
an experiment, and it would be well to make haste 
slowl}' in regard to using either of them, and I 
would recommend the utmost investigation and caution 
before deciding which to use. I would ask you 
to carefully examine the condition of the asphalt 
pavement on Aiken Street, and the asplialtina pave- 
ments on Westford and Suffolk Streets, and the 
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asplialtiua pavement oil Mammoth Road, in refer- 
ence to the time tliejr were laid, and all facts 
concerning them, or either of them. Yon might, 
by that examination, gain some knowledge that 
would lead yon to prefer one before the other, or 
reject both. 

WATER WORKS. 

The citizens now depend upon driven wells for 
their supply of water. One set of wells are known 
as the “ Cook wells, ” situated in the vicinity of 
City Farm. The other set of wells are known as 
the “ Boulevard wells, ” and are situated on the 
banks of the Merrimack River. These two systems 
of wells were put in a few years ago at consid- 
erable expense, and were expected to yield an abun- 
dant supply of pure water for domestic purposes. 
The management of the Water Department so thought, 
and were happy in the thought, until early last 
year they were informed by the State Board of 
Health, that the water from the “ Cook wells ” had 
such action upon lead pipe that the use of the 
water was dangerous to the public health. Con- 
sultations were had between the State Board, our 
own Board of Health and the Water Board, which 
resulted in investigations which are still going on, 
and which it is hoped will result in giving us an 
abundant supply of pure water, which will be sat- 
isfactory to the community. 

The finances of the Department for the year 
1899, the month of December being estimated, are: 
receipts, $203,763.74 ; expenses, $198,055.04. These 
figures show that the present management, under 
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tlie direction of the gentlemen who compose the 
Water Board, still maintain the excellent standing 
which this Department has always sustained. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

It is conceded 011 all hands that our Fire De- 
partment is in a high state of efficiency ; second 
to none in the state. Men and equipments are 
in excellent condition. The number of lofty build- 
ings in the business and central portion of the 
city, have been for some time considered a source 
of danger to life and property, in case of fire. 
In some degree to obviate that danger, a water 
tower was purchased for the Fire Department some 
years ago. It has been seldom used, and was 
considered by many to be of doubtful utility ; it 
had 110 permanent abiding place, but it always had 
friends and supporters, so that in the last da3^s of 
the year just closed, tlie sum of $14,000 was ap- 
propriated to furnish a permanent place for the 
water tower, on Middle Street, in the central part 
of the city. Let us hope and trust, that if the 
emergency should ever arise, that the water tower 
will meet the fullest expectation of its friends. 

CITY LIBRARY. 

This institution is now, and for some years has 
been, under the management of a Board of Trustees, 
that is appointed by the Mayor, and confirmed 
by the Board of Aldermen. The Trustees have 
the sole control of the Library, and the expendi- 
ture of all moneys appropriated by the City Council 
for the Library Department. The City Librar} T and 
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Reading Room are among the most conspicuous 
places of interest in the city, and we take delight 
in showing visitors these institutions, in which we 
take just pride. 

LIQUOR LICENSE LAW. 

At the municipal election of 1898, the citizens 
by a majority of their votes, said that no intoxi- 
cating liquors could be sold in Lowell from May 
1st, 1899, to May 1st, 1900. In my inaugural 
address of last year, I said that the Mayor and 
City Council of Lowell had no control over the 
Police, because by the force of the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, all the powers that were heretofore 
vested in the Mayor and City Council of Lowell 
in regard to the Police Department, were vested in 
the Police Commission. So that the duty of enforc- 
ing the law rests with that Commission. Eight 
months have passed since the first of May, 1899. 
Has the law been enforced? Have the Police Com- 
missioners made every reasonable effort to enforce 
the law? Has the sale of liquor been diminished 
in Lowell? Has there been less drunkenness in 
our city for the past eight months? These ques- 
tions have been already answered by every fair- 
minded citizen. I would not have alluded to this 
matter if it were not for the fact that some people 
have said, “ Why don’t the Maj r or turn out the 
Police Commissioners ; they don’t enforce the law. ” 
The answer to that is, where is your evidence 
that the Commissioners and the Police have not 
made every reasonable effort to enforce the law, 
and are still doing so. No evidence contrary to 
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that has been furnished me — has not even been 
offered. As my experience as a practicing lawyer 
for several years in the courts, has given me some 
knowledge of the many difficulties that are in the 
way to obtain evidence that will secure convictions 
for violations of the liquor law, I am of the opinion,' 
all things considered, that we have had, for the past 
eight months, the best enforcement of the law we 
ever had in Lowell. 

assessors’ department. 

In the year 1898, previous to the passage of an 
ordinance of the City Council restricting the number 
of, and time employed by’ the working force in the 
Assessors’ Department, there were employed three 
assessors, six assistant assessors and two clerks, 
throughout the y’ear; also, some ten temporary’ clerks 
for varying periods of time, as the varyung neces- 
sities of the work seemed to require ; also, for short 
periods, during the months of May’ and June, 
needed interpreter service was provided for. 

Under the restrictive requirements of the new 
ordinance, as affecting 1S99, the assistant assessors 
have been in service during the months of May^ 
and June only’, and the temporary’ clerks, their 
number reduced to six, — have been employed dur- 
ing the months of May’ to September inclusive, 
only. 

It was seen that some revision in methods of 
work was necessary’, if the statutory’ requirements 
were complied with under the new restrictive ordi- 
nance. Such revision being made, the work pro- 
ceeded, and the end of the active season for 
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assessing, and for recording the results, found that 
task completed, the tax lists being committed to 
the collector, on time, August 31st, 1899. 

In 1898, the Assessors’ Department expended 
$20,823.73, of which sum $19,808.82 was pay roll 
and $1,0x4.91 was supply account, while in 1899 
the pay roll account was reduced, under the work- 
ings of the new ordinance, to $13,789.75, or $6,019.07 
less than in 1898 ; the supply account remaining 
constant. 

As the new ordinance did not affect the pay roll 
account until March, 1899, it is a safe prediction 
that that item of expense will be still further re- 
duced in the year 1900, unless unforseen contin- 
gencies should arise. 

I would recommend to the City Council, as a 
matter which would be of much assistance to the 
Board of Assessors, the consideration of legislation 
in the form of a building ordinance, such as is in 
vogue in other cities of the Commonwealth. 

I take pleasure in commending the work of this 
Department, since the passage of the new ordi- 
nance. 


STATE AID DEPARTMENT. 

The work in this Department has materially in- 
creased in the past six years, orving to the new 
laws enacted by the State of Massachusetts in favor 
of the soldiers of the Civil War and the War 
with Spain and their families. 

The expenditures in this office for 1899 are as 
follows :

Of tlie amount paid out for relief under the 
several laws, about two-tliirds is reimbursed hy the 
State to the city. 

Hubert M. Potter, a veteran of the Civil War, 
is now, as he has been for several years, Super- 
intendent of State Aid. Miss Maiy C. Brennan, 
the daughter of a veteran soldier of the War of 
the Rebellion, is Assistant Superintendent of State 
Aid. Both are performing the duties of their re- 
spective offices with abilitv, and are satisfactorj 7 to 
all concerned. 

HUNTINGTON AND JACKSON HALES. 

I am informed by Mr. Gillow, Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, that the rebuilding of these halls 
is progressing as fast as could be expected, con- 
sidering existing circumstances, and he is in hopes 
that they will be finished and opened for public 
use about the latter end of April. I am informed 
from the same source, that an additional appropri- 
ation of $20,000, which 3^ou will be called upon 
to appropriate, is needed to finish and furnish 
these halls. 
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THE TAX RATE. 

It is beyond tlie memory of tlie oldest citizen 
to recall wlien tliere was no fault found with the 
tax rate. At every municipal election the tax rate 
is the slogan that is sounded to rally the clans 
of those who are seeking the votes of fellow citi- 
zens, to bestow upon them the honors that can 
be attained in holding an office in the municipal 
government. The voters get the impression about 
election time, that the unfortunate who happens to 
be the Mayor of the city is responsible for the 
tax rate, and they are made to believe that the 
Mayor can raise and lower the taxes at his own 
sweet will. This may be an absurd way to put 
it, but if those people who find fault would reflect 
for a moment that sewers and drains are necessary 
for the public health and comfort, and that streets 
must be built to keep pace with the march of 
progress, and get worn out and need repairing. 
To repair them when necessary is economy; not 
to do so is discreditable and extravagant. Sidewalks 
are demanded. What is a luxury in a small town 
is a necessity in a city numbering nearly 100,000 
in population. Some of us can remember our police 
force when it numbered about thirty men, when a 
city marshal, a deputy and three warrant officers 
constituted the whole day force. The night patrol- 
men assembled in the guard-room at the police 
station. They were under the charge of a captain, 
whose headquarters were at the station house, and 
at stated times during the night he visited each 
man on his beat. The city marshal was allowed 
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the use of one horse, and one horse was all that 
was used in the department. No commissioners, nor 
commissioners’ clerks ; no police telegraph system ; 
no hurry-up wagons, nor a thousand and one things 
that go to make up the costly Police Department 
of today. The Street and Sewer Departments have 
grown to magnificent proportions since the time 
there was a superintendent and assistant who acted 
as time-keeper and clerk. It is the same with the 
Fire and all the other Departments. Every- De- 
partment uses the most modern and improved appli- 
ances and methods to do the work and business 
of their respective Departments, and to do all this 
costs money. It costs money to build your sewers 
and streets, to pave and repair your streets and 
sidewalks. In fact, to give you all the necessaries, 
or luxuries, if you please, of a municipality, it costs 
money. You must take care of your poor and in- 
sane; that is charity, but it costs money. 

To protect our lives aild property- costs money-, 
and the bills must be paid. But how will y T ou raise 
the moneys to pay with? There are two way’s to 
do that: One is by direct taxation, and the other 
is to borrow, and let posterity- pay- a share of the 
bills. We have been borrowing for fifteen y-ears, 
until we nearly^ struck the debt limit a half a dozen 
times in the y-ear, and we now pay^ nearly- $125,000 
a year in interest on the moneys we have borrowed 
To borrow- more money-, it seems to me, would add. 
still more to our heavy;- burden. Our only- duty- is 
to consider where and in what way- can we econo- 
mize. It is for y-ou to consider if any- or all our 
Departments can be so conducted as to lessen the

Gentlemen : I have undertaken to make a state- 
ment of the municipal affairs as I find them, and 
have called your attention to some of the important 
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questions that will come before you for considera- 
tion during the year. Let us act upon them with 
a view onl}" for the best interests of our beloved 
city, and when the year will have closed, that our 
fellow citizens can honestly and truthfully say, 
“Well done, good and faithful servant!” 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL 


1. In the month of January, and not later than the second 
regular meeting after organization of each branch of the City 
Council, joint standing committees shall be appointed as follows: 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of 
the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
■select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
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chairman; on the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman; and in all 
joint special committees, the member first named in the board 
where the business originates shall be chairman, and shall call 
the committee together. 

4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board 
first meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the 
Committee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask for 
further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows: In all votes by which 
either or both branches of the City Council express anything 
by command, the form of expression shall be, Ordered, and 
whenever either or both branches express opinions, principles, 
facts or purposes, the form shall be, Resolved. 

8. v An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall 
be considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question shall then be on ordering it to 
the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances and Legislation, 
and then sent to the other branch for concurrence. When 
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reported back, the recommendations of the committee shall first 
be acted on. If it shall then be ordered to a second reading, it shall 
next be examined by a standing committee of that board, who 
shall see that it is drawn in proper form. When returned by 
such committee, the question shall be on ordering it to be 
•enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be sent to the other board, 
where the same order of proceedings shall be observed. When 
it has been ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it shall 
be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be 
by him submitted to the proper committee of that board to 
ascertain if it has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, the 
question shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so 
pass, it shall be signed by the President of the Common Council, 
and be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a 
like course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and sent to 
the Mayor for his approval. 

9. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. Each board 
shall transmit to the other all papers on which any ordinance, 
joint resolution, or order shall be founded; and all papers on 
Iheir passage between the two boards, shall be under the signa- 
ture of their respective clerks, except ordinances and joint 
resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by the pre- 
siding officers. If papers come before either board which have 
been duly acted upon in the other board, the presiding officer 
shall so state without reading the endorsements of the clerk, 
unless the latter are called for. 
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10. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent record rib- 
bon is used, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 
which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering 
it to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then 
be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other 
board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When 
passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to the 
Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be in force, 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 
when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of an ordi- 
nance it shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be 
presented to the Mayor for his signature if he approved the 
original. 

12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

13. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

14. I11 any case of non-concurrence, each board may 
appoint a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall con- 
sist, in each case, of three members who support the vote of 
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their own board. These two committees may meet jointly or 
separately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, provided 
a permanent record ribbon is used, without endorsement, except 
in case of the introduction of an order or resolution. In such 
a case, the member introducing an order or resolution shall sub- 
scribe his name at the bottom of the back of the same. All other 
endorsements upon the back of papers shall be made by the 
clerk; and the clerks of the boards respectively, shall, on season- 
able notice, make copies of any papers to be reported by 
committees, at the request of the respective chairmen thereof. 

16. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous consent. 

17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 

18. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 

19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever 
description, relating to business requiring the concurrent action 
of both boards of the City Council, shall be submitted by com- 
mittees to the clerk of each board at least twenty-four hours 
before the time of meeting of either board, and the clerk of 
each board shall prepare a brief synopsis of all matters to be 
acted upon, and place the same on the desk of each member of 
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the City Council prior to the hour of opening the meeting. No 
reports or orders not previously furnished as herein described, 
shall be considered in either branch unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto. 

20. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint convention 
of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order 
to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of the 
Board of Aldermen and eighteen members of the Common 
Council. 

21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of any 
street or public highway shall be passed to a second reading 
by either branch of the City Council until the city civil engineer 
shall certify to the council that said street or highway is fully 
completed, and graded to the grades named in the resolution, 
without expense to the city. 

22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council 
shall be required to pass any order or vote involving the expendi- 
ture or the appropriation of the public moneys, or involving any 
debt or liability, and such vote shall be entered upon the records 
of each branch of the City Council. 

23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City Council 
may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular meeting, and 
shall have power to compel the attendance of all absent members 
in such manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 

24. In the absence of rules governing both boards of the 
City Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE HOARD OF ALDERMEN 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows: 

First. — At all regular meetings the journal of the last regu- 
lar meeting and all intervening meetings of the board shall be 
approved without reading, unless the reading be called for by 
some member of the board. 

Second. — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth. — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, 
will take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 

Fifth. — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business 
of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council 
and such matters as have been introduced as new business. By 
a vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the Day 
may at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 


3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
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to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a vote; 
and on a demand of two members shall take every vote by yeas 
and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to 
commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several 
motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate 
upon any of them shall be confined to the actual motion, and 
shall not go into the merits of the main question, except on 
amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may move 
a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any 
member voting with the minority may move a reconsideration, 
to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion shall 
have priority, if made before the motion first mentioned shall 
have been decided. Provided, however, that no motion of recon- 
sideration made by a member voting with the minority shall be 
received on any subsidiary or incidental question. No motion 
shall be twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by 
a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake; nor shall there 
be any conversation among the members while a paper is being 
read, or a question stated from the chair. 
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7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees shall 
be appointed: 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Electric Wires. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid. 

The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric 
Wires shall consist of three members each; the other committees 
shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
all questions, and not to leave without permission, if his presence 
is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a copy 
of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of mat- 
ters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee of

the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing com- 
mittee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever 
two-thirds of the members present may so vote; but a motion 
to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same 
meeting. 

13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at 
least before action thereon by the board. 

14. All papers, of whatever description, which may require 
action by this board, shall be presented to the City Clerk not 
later than the hour of noon on the day of each regular meeting. 
Petitions, reports and other papers, presented after that hour on 
such day, will not be considered until the next meeting. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL 


1. Upon the arrival of the hour fixed upon for the meeting, 
the President shall call for order, and within ten minutes (or 
sooner, if a quorum be present,) cause the clerk to call the roll 
and report to him the number present, and the number absent, 
which information he shall, in turn, announce to the body. In 
the absence of the President, the eldest senior member shall call 
to order and preside until a President pro- tempore be chosen. 

2. The President shall preserve order and decorum. He 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
rising for that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, 
subject to appeal, but shall entertain no discussion on the merits 
of his ruling. 

3. While addressing the body the President shall stand, 
but he may read or put questions while sitting. 

4 . The President shall declare all votes, and, if a vote be 
doubted, be shall, without permitting further debate, require the 
members voting in the affirmative to rise and remain standing 
until they are counted by the clerk; then he shall require the 
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members voting in the negative to rise and remain standing until 
they are counted bv the clerk, and he shall thereupon, on infor- 
mation from said clerk, declare the result. 

5. The President may call any member to the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, and 
when out of the chaii he may express his opinion on any subject 
under debate, but he must net resume the chair while the same 
question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded by the President in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be 
previous in its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be dis- 
posed of by a vote of the body, unless the mover (no objection 
being offered) withdraw it before a decision or amendment.. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless 
the body is engaged in voting. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of members present, and until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment and debate of the main 
question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
demand of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 
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12. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member requires it. 

13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged; and no motion 
to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the same day, in 
the same stage of the ordinance or proposition, nor shall a vote 
on any subsidiary or incidental motion be reconsidered, except 
a motion tc that effect be made and be acted upon at the same 
meeting at which the vote was decided. 

14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the body, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confine himself to the question, and 
avoid personality. 

15. During debate no member shall be mentioned by 
name, but he may be described by such other designation as may 
be intelligible and respectful. 

16. No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted by 
another, but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any 
member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules of the 
body, the President shall, or any member may, call him to order; 
in which case the member so called to order shall immediately be 
seated until the question of order is decided. If the decision be 
in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
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proceed; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without the leave of 
the body. 

17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining* leave of the body. 

18. Whilst the President is speaking*, no member shall pass 
between him and the body, and while a member is speaking no 
person shall pass between him and the President; nor shall any 
person rise in front of a speaking member except to raise a point 
of order. 

19. When a question has been decided, any member voting 
with the majority may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon 
at the same meeting. Any member voting with the minority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meet- 
ing; which latter motion shall have priority, if made before the 
motion first mentioned shall have been decided. No vote or. 
question shall be twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member present when a question is put shall, 
unless, for special reasons, excused by a majority of the mem- 
bers, give his vote. But in the election of any city officer, he 
may decline to vote, as provided in Section 1, Chapter 170 of 
the Acts of 1899. And no member shall leave without permis- 
sion, if his presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different from 
that under consideration, shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 
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22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the body. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the 
sense will admit of it. 

24. A majority vote shall be necessary to sustain objection 
to the reading of a paper. 

25. No standing order shall be suspended, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present; nor shall any rule or order 
governing the body be repealed or amended without one day’s 
notice, nor unless fourteen members concur therein. 

26. The order of business shall be as follows: 

1— Roll call. 

2 — Reading of records. 

3 — Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

4 — Communications and reports from city officials. 

5 — Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memorials. 

6 — Reports of committees. 

7 — Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

8 — Motions, orders or resolutions. 

The above order of business shall not be departed from, 
except by vote of a majority of the members present, but the 
body may appoint a committee of two to approve the records of 
the clerk during the year, and if such a committee is appointed, 
the reading of the records shall be omitted, unless called for by 
one-third of the members present. 
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' 27. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered 

and determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but 
by permission of the President. 

28. All committees, except such as the body determines to 
select by ballot, or such as may be required by statute to be 
voted for, shall be appointed by the President, and the political 
minority shall be represented by at least one member. 

29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. 

30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the body 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member in his place, 
who shall explain the subject thereof; and they shall be taken 
up in the order in which they were presented, unless the body 
shall otherwise direct. 

31. Standing committees shall be appointed on the follow- 
ing subjects: 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

32. No committee shall sit during a session of the body, 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Read- 
ing of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on Enrollment, 

33. These rules shall be observed in the Committee of the 
Whole, so far as they are applicable, except Rule 17. 
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34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In the election of committees, 
except on finance, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the 
person having the highest number of votes shall act as chair- 
man; and in case of an equality in votes between two or more 
members of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a 
chairman. 

35. All committees shall consist of three members, unless 
otherwise specially provided for; and no report shall be received 
from any committee unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled; and reports shall be in writing, unless otherwise 
ordered. 


36. It shall be the duty of every committee to whom any 
subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within five 
weeks, unless further time be previously asked for and granted. 

37. Members of the body may attend any meetings of any 
of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed. See Joint Rules 
7 and 8. 

39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, 
shall be again read, after which the question shall be on passing 
the same to be enrolled. 
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40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or 
authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one 
reading the same day. 

41. Any member offering a resolution or order shall write 
his name on the bottom of the back of such paper. 

42. All city officers shall be voted for in accordance with 
Section 1, Chapter 170, Acts of 1899. 

43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the body, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers sub- 
mitted to the board, only by their titles or by a brief description 
of their purport. 

44. The clerk shall keep the record of committees that may 
require that service; and on the appointment of every standing 
committee, a book for records shall be provided by its chairman, 
or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody of all minutes 
by him kept; and the records of the several committees shall be 
open to the inspection of members of the City Council. 

45. With the exception of an order for a joint convention, 
any joint order or resolution originating in the Common Council 
shall be copied, and shall, previous to the hour for calling the 
meeting to order, be posted by the clerk, in some prominent 
place in the Common Council chamber or coat room, where it 
may be open to the inspection of members. 

46. All orders, resolutions, reports, petitions or other 
papers (except communications) requiring concurrent action, or 
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action by this body only, shall be filed by members in the office 
of the City Clerk at least twenty-four hours before the time set 
for the meeting of the body; also all reports or papers from 
committees. 

47. No paper entered in violation of the preceding rule 
shall be considered except by unanimous consent. 

48. The clerk shall, previous . to each regular or special 
meeting, prepare, in the sequence of the order of business, a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place, or 
cause to be placed, on the desk of each member, a copy of the 
same, prior to the hour designated for calling such meeting to 
order. 


49. “Cushing’s Manual” shall be authority on all questions 
of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same does not con- 
flict with the rules and orders of this body. 

50. A copy of “Cushing’s Manual” shall, at all times, during 
the sessions of this body, be on the desk of the President.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS, ACTS OF 1800. 


Chap. 415. 

An Act to amend the charter of the city of lowell. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. All executive powers which are now by law 
vested in the City Council of the City of Lowell, or either branch 
thereof, shall hereafter be vested in and exercised by the Mayor 
of said city, except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

Sect. 2. The Mayor may suspend or remove any executive 
or administrative officer, except as hereinafter provided, for such 
cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall set forth in the order 
of suspension or removal his reasons therefor, provided that no 
removal shall be made upon partisan grounds. The order of 
suspension or removal shall not take effect until it is approved 
by the City Council voting by yeas and nays. The City Council 
may, by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by yeas and 
nays, remove any of said officers without the consent of the 
Mayor; provided, however, that nothing contained in this section 
shall apply to any of the following departments, namely: the 
School Committee, the Police Commission, the Water Board, 
the Overseers of the Poor, or the Trustees of the Public Library. 

Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all 
material and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief 
or head of such department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
So far as is practicable, purchases shall be after public advertise- 
ment and under contract approved by the Mayor. All bills for 
materials and supplies shall show the date of purchase, date of 
delivery, the unit of price, the quality and quantity of articles 
purchased and received, the number and date of the order for 
purchase, and, if the purchase is under contract, the number and 
date of the contract, and shall be entered' in full in an invoice 
book, which shall always be open to public inspection. The chief 
of this department shall be elected by the qualified voters of the 
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city voting at the annual municipal election, and shall hold his 
ofh.ce for the next municipal year thereafter, subject to the pro- 
visions of section two of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all 
his official acts, and to' aid him in his official duties may appoint 
one or more clerks. 

Sect. 5. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all 
subordinate officers and employees in their respective depart- 
ments; and they shall keep a record, subject to inspection, of all 
so appointed and employed and of all discharged, and in all cases 
of discharge the grounds therefor; provided, however, that no 
removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 

Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices 
shall have the general charge and management of all matters per- 
taining to their respective departments, and shall make and exe- 
cute all contracts necessary therefor, except for the purchase of 
materials and supplies; but every contract made as aforesaid in 
which the amount involved exceeds three hundred dollars shall 
be approved by the Mayor before going into effect; provided, 
that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the City 
Council, by ordinance, from transferring any of the duties 
imposed upon an appointed head of a department by this act or 
by ordinance, excepting the purchase of materials and supplies, to 
another head of a department or board or commission. 

Sect. 7. Neither the City Council or either branch thereof, 
nor any committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly 
take part in the employment of labor, the purchase of material, 
the construction, alteration or repair of any public works or other 
property, or in the care, custody or management of the same, or 
in general in the expenditure of public money, or in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city, except as 
may be necessary for defraying the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the City Council, or of either branch thereof; nor 
shall they or either of them take part in the making of contracts. 

Sect. 8. No sum appropriated for a specific purpose shall 
be expended for any other purpose; and no expenditure shall 
be made and no liability shall be incurred by or on behalf of the 
city until the City Council has duly voted an appropriation suffi- 
cient to meet such expenditure or liability, together with all prior 
unpaid liabilities which are payable therefrom, except that after 
the expiration of the financial year and before the making of the 
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regular annual appropriations, liabilities payable out of the reg- 
ular appropriation may be incurred to an amount not exceeding 
one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding year; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to restrict or limit the School 
Committee in any expenditure which it is now or may be here- 
after authorized to make under any general law of the 
Commonwealth, or to restrict or limit payments on account of 
the permanent or temporary debt, or such as are required by law 
to be made to the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. All revenues and all moneys accruing to the City 
of Lowell from any source whatever, except trust funds and the 
revenues of the Water Department, shall, when collected or paid 
into the treasury, be carried to one general account, to be known 
as the General Treasury Fund; and all appropriations by or on 
behalf of said city, except from trust funds and on account of the 
Water Department, shall be from such fund and as provided in 
section ten of this act. 

Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally 
certified by the Auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a 
committee of the City Council on accounts. Said committee 
shall consist of one member of the Board of Aldermen and two 
members of the Common Council, to be elected annually by 
ballot by the body they respectively represent. Said committee 
may report any such bill or claim to the City Council, with their 
reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be passed 
by the Auditor or be paid without the consent of the Council. 
Said committee may require the opinion of the City Solicitor as 
to the legality of a bill or other claim. 

Sect. 11. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City 
Council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or appropriation of the public moneys, or involv- 
ing any debt or liability, and said vote shall be entered upon the 
records of each branch of the City Council. 

Sect. 12. Less than a quorum of either branch of the City 
Council, or of the School Committee, or of the Board of Over- 
seers of the Poor, may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the 
next regular meeting, and shall have power to compel the attend- 
ance of absent members in such manner as the City Council may 
by ordinance provide. 

Sect. 13. All acts or parts of acts and all ordinances of the 
City of Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and 
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annulled; provided, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed 
shall thereby be revived; and, provided, also, that nothing in 
this act shall be taken to prohibit the City Council from abolish- 
ing any department, board, office or commission created by 
ordinance. 

Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of this act shall 
be submitted to the qualified voters of the City of Lowell at 
the annual State election in the present year, and the affirmative 
votes of a majority of the voters present and voting thereon shall 
be required for such acceptance. If so accepted, so much thereof 
as provides for the election of a Chief of the Department of Sup- 
plies shall take effect at the next annual municipal election, and 
the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved May 16, 
1896. 


ACTS OF 1897. 


[Chap. 95.] 

An Act relative to the duties and powers of certain 

OFFICERS OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section i. The City Council of the City of Lowell, and each 
branch thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and author- 
ity relative to the election or appointment of city officers, or the 
confirmation of appointments to office, which were vested in them 
prior to the enactment of section one of chapter four hundred 
and fifteen of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-six. 

Sect. 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of said city shall 
be elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the City 
Council. 

Sect. 3. The City Council shall by ordinance determine 
what officers shall be the heads of the various departments of the 
City Government. The head of the department of supplies may 
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sell or dispose of the personal property of the city, upon the 
recommendation of the Mayor and of the head of the department 
to which such property belongs, except the products of the City 
Farm, which the Superintendent of said farm sha 1 a/e the right 
to dispose of. 

Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith are 
hereby annulled, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved February 20, 1897. 


ACTS OF 1898. 


[Chap. 173.] 

An Act relative to appointments in the fire depart- 
ment OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section i. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of 
the City of Lowell may, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Engineers, appoint as members of the permanent force, or as 
call-men, without civil service examination, any person who has 
served as call or substitute call-man in said service for three or 
more successive years prior to the passage of this act. 

Sect. 2. Said Chief Engineer shall have the power to dis- 
charge all subordinate officers and employees in the Fire 
Department of said city, except the members of said board, and, 
with the approval of said board, to appoint and employ all such 
officers and employees. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved March 15, 1898.

[Chap. 170.] 

An Act relative to the election of city officers by city 

COUNCILS OR BY OTHER MUNICIPAL BODIES OR BOARDS. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Section one of chapter one hundred and twenty- 
nine of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine is 
hereby amended by striking out the whole of said section and 
inserting in place thereof the following: Section 1. Whenever 
in any city the election of any city officer is vested in the Common 
Council or in the Board of Aldermen, or in both acting jointly 
or concurrently, or in any other municipal body or board, the 
election shall not be valid unless it is made by a viva voce vote, 
each member who is present answering to his name when it is 
called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating the name 
of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the case 
may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every 
such vote. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved March 20, 1899. 


ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Passed Since 1894. 

An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to issue 

REGISTERED CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EXCHANGE 

FOR CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE TO BEARER. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

The City Treasurer may, in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 5 of Chapter 77 of the Public Statutes, at the request 
of the owner or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificate 
of indebtedness of the City of Lowell, at any time while more 
than one year remains before the principal of such bond, note or 
certificate is payable, issue in exchange therefor a bond, note or 
certificate of same effect, payable to the owner or holder by name. 

The City Treasurer may also, under like condition, issue reg- 
istered certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced 01 
indorsed bonds, notes or certificates; and where a bond, note 
or certificate of any issue has been lost or destroyed, the City 
Treasurer, under the direction of the joint standing committee on 
finance, may issue in place thereof a new bond, note or certificate 
of the same effect. 

The City Auditor, as well as the City Treasurer, shall keep 
a register of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes 
and certificates issued by the City Treasurer, showing to whom 
they were issued, when they are payable, and if issued in 
exchange, for what they were substituted. [Approved May 12, 
1896. 


An Ordinance amending section thirteen of chapter one 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
SALARIES AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFICERS WHEN 
ONCE ESTABLISHED SHALL CONTINUE UNTIL RE-ESTABLISHED 
OR CHANGED. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 13 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out between the word “year” in the third 
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line of said section and the word “provided” in the sixth line 
thereof, the following words: “for the year commencing on 
the first Monday of January next ensuing; and no change of 
salary shall be made to take effect during the time for which 
said salary was established,” and inserting in place thereof the 
following: “provided that when such salaries and compensation 
shall have been once established, they shall continue until 
re-established or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this 
section; and,” so that said section as amended shall read as 
follows : 

Section 13. The salaries and compensation of city officers 
shall be established in the month of December and after the 
annual municipal election shall have been held, in each year; 
provided, that when such salaries and compensation shall have 
been once established, they shall continue until re-established 
or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section; and 
provided that in case any new office shall be created, the salary 
of said newly created office may be fixed at any time; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers 
shall be in full for all services performed by them by virtue of 
their offices; and all sums of money received by them from any 
and every source, in discharge of said services, during any quarter 
of the fiscal year, shall at the expiration of said quarter be by 
them paid over or accounted for to the City Treasurer. [Ap- 
proved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance regulating the weighing and measuring 

OF CERTAIN ARTICLES PURCHASED BY THE CITY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

All supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal, and any other material 
purchased for the use of the city or any department thereof 
exceeding one hundred pounds in weight and usually weighed, 
shall be weighed on the city scales, and all wood purchased for 
said city shall be measured by the City Measurer of Wood, and 
no bills shall be paid by the City Treasurer or approved by any 
committee for such article so furnished the city, unless the cer- 
tificate of said weigher or measurer shall accompany or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896. 
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An Ordinance to prevent the placing of ashes, glass, 

CROCKERY, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS OR 

WAYS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Any person who shall put or place, or cause 
to be put or placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or 
other public place in this city, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap 
iron, nails, tacks or any other article which would be liable to 
injure the feet of children or animals or the tires of bicycles 
or other vehicles which have wheels with rubber or pneumatic 
tires, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sect. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the preced- 
ing section or who is guilty of the misdemeanor therein 
described, shall be liable to a fine not less than two dollars or 
more than twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved Oct. 9, 
1896. 


An Ordinance amending sections one and nine of 

CHAPTER TWENTY OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 

LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 20 of the Ordinances 
of the City of Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by 
inserting after the word “engineer” in the second line of said 
section, the words “a first assistant engineer and three other,” 
and by striking out the word “four” in the second line of said 
section, and by inserting after the word “removed'’ in the six- 
teenth line of said section, the words “the first assistant engineer 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month 
of March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first 
day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a 
full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office 
for a term of three years from said first day of May, and until 
his successor is appointed, or he is removed; and if appointed 
after the first day of May in any year, he shall enter upon the 
duties of said office forthwith and shall continue therein until 
the expiration of the full term as existing at the time of said 
appointment, or until removed,” and by inserting between the 
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words "said” and “assistant” in the seventeenth line of said sec- 
tion, the word “other,” and by inserting after the word “engineer” 
in the twenty-eighth line of said section, and before the word 
“shall” in the twenty-ninth line of said section, the words “and 
first assistant engineer,” so that said section shall read as follows: 

Section i. The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief 
Engineer, a First Assistant Engineer, who shall perform such 
duties as may be required of him by the Chief Engineer, and 
three other assistant engineers and as many enginemen, hose- 
men, hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divided 
into companies, as the number of engines and other lire apparatus 
of the city shall from time to time require; the Chief Engineer 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of 
March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and lie shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of said office on the first 
day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a 
full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office 
for a term of three years from said first day of May or until 
he is removed; and if appointed after the first day of May of 
any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of said 
office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration 
of the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, 
or until removed. The First Assistant Engineer shall be 
appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of March or 
April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of May 
of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior 
to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term of 
three years from said first day of May and until his successor is 
appointed or he is removed; and if appointed after the first day 
of May in any year, he shall enter upon the duties of said office 
forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of the 
full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until 
he is removed; and the appointment of said other assistant 
engineers shall be made by the Mayor and Aldermen in the 
month of March or April annually, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs; and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appoint- 
ment, or until others are chosen; all other members of the Fire 
Department shall be nominated by the Board of Engineers, and 
their names sent to the Mayor and Aldermen, and when by them 
appointed they shall be members of the Fire Department; pro- 
vided, that vacancies may be filled at any time, and that the 
Mayor and Aldermen may at any time remove any and all of said 
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officers or members; except that the Chief Engineer and First 
Assistant Engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
cause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member 
of the Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral char- 
acter and who is not a citizen of the City of Lowell. 

Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved Nov. 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance in relation to an ordinance on openings 

AND EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING A PENALTY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, 
make any excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere 
with the surface or grade of any street for the purpose of laying 
water, gas or sewer pipes or railway tracks, or lor any other 
purpose, without first giving notice to the Superintendent of 
Streets, which notice shall state specifically the time when work 
will be commenced and the probable time within which it shall be 
completed. 

Sect. 2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in 
any street in pursuance of Section 1, the Superintendent of 
Streets, by himself or by a servant or agent appointed by him 
for the purpose, shall see that the surface of such streets is left 
in good order and condition for public travel thereon. The 
expense for labor and material used in closing and covering such 
excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party causing the 
same to be made. 

Sect. 3. Said Superintendent shall, when about to build a 
new sewer or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that 
part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do work so 
that said abutters may enter said sewer. He shall notify all 
abutters, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and when about to make a new 
surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning work, 
shall notify the Superintendent of Lamps and Water Board 
and all persons authorized to place any obstruction in such 
street, and shall require and see that all said departments or 
persons having any work to be done in the street so designated, 
shall do all such work before the surface of such street is again 
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prepared for and opened to public travel, and after the comple- 
tion of the work then done in such street, shall not permit any 
department or person who shall have been so notified, for the 
space of two years, tO' again disturb the surface of such street or 
way within the area of such previous disturbance, except in case 
of obvious necessity, to be verified in writing to, and approved 
by the Mayor, and except in cases of tracks or leaks in pipes, 
sewers or wires. 

Sect. 4. Any person, firm or corporation who shall dig up, 
make any excavations, or in any way change or alter the grade 
or surface of any accepted street, without giving the notice men- 
tioned in Section 1 of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions 
and orders of the City Council inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. [Approved November 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance creating the office of superintendent 

OF COMMONS AND PROVIDING FOR THE ELECTION OF SUCH 

OFFICER. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of 
both branches of the City Council in the month of January, 
1898, a Superintendent of Commons; and in the month of Jan- 
uary in each year thereafter, the City Council by concurrent vote 
of both branches shall elect a Superintendent of Commons who 
shall hold his office for one year and until his successor is chosen, 
but said officer may be removed from office at any time by a 
two-thirds vote of both branches of the City Council voting by 
yeas and nays. Any vacancy which may occur in said office 
shall be filled in like manner by concurrent vote of the City 
Council for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of Commons shall be the 
head of the Department of Commons, and shall have the care 
and control of all the commons and parks of the city and of all 
the property connected with said department, and shall have the 
general care and management of all matters pertaining to said 
department; shall make and execute all contracts necessary there- 
for, except for the purchase of material and supplies, but every 
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contract made as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds 
three hundred dollars, shall be approved by the Mayor before 
going into effect. [Approved June 18, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section twelve of chapter five 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Section 12 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
words, “nor on either side of Westford Street from the westerly 
line of Grand Street to the easterly line of Royal Street for a 
distance of fifty feet back from either line of Westford Street.” 
[Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section fifteen, chapter thirty- 
nine OF the revised ordinances of the year eighteen 

HUNDRED AND NINETY-FOUR. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Section 15; Chapter 39, of the Revised Ordinances of 
1894 be and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh line 
the word “forty-third,” and inserting in place thereof the word 
“forty-fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance regulating hawkers and peddlers. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

vSection 1. No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose 
for sale within said city any of the articles enumerated in Section 
1 of Chapter 68 of the Public Statutes, until he has been duly 
licensed by and has recorded his name and residence with the 
Board of Police of the City of Lowell, and has been assigned 
a number by said board, to be worn in such manner as said 
board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the foregoing 
provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one 
named in the license. 
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Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or expos- 
ing for sale any of the articles enumerated in Section i of 
Chapter 68 of the Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the 
disturbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of 
the city. 

Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
of the articles enumerated in Chapter 68 of the Public Statutes 
in any manner that will tend to injure the public health, or dis- 
turb the public peace or comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles 
and receptacles which have printed on them in letters and 
figures at least two inches in height the name of the person selling 
and the number given him by the Board of Police. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of 
not more than twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 
29, 1897. 


An Ordinance to amend section eighteen of chapter 

SIX OF THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE HITCHING 
OF HORSES TO LAMP POSTS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 18 of Chapter 6 of the City Ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out all after the word “any” in the third 
line thereof and inserting instead thereof the words “lamp post 
maintained by the city;” so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

Sect. 18. No owner, driver or other person having the 
care or ordering of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or 
horses attached thereto to- any lamp post maintained by the city. 
[Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to pre- 
scribe THE SYSTEM OF BOOK-KEEPING FOR CERTAIN 
DEPARTMENTS AND OFFCERS RECEIVING MONEY BELONGING 
TO THE CITY AND PROVIDING FOR MORE FREQUENT 
RETURNS OF SUCH MONEY TO THE CITY TREASURY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. All departments and officers of the City Govern- 
ment, except the City Treasurer, whose official duty requires 
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the receipt of money belonging to the city, shall keep such books 
and records relating to the same as shall be prescribed by the 
City Treasurer. 

Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiv- 
ing money for the city shall remit to the Treasurer as often as 
once in each month any balance that may be in the possession 
of such department or officer belonging to the city, except in 
case when the time for such payment into the City Treasury is 
prescribed by statute. 

Sect. 3. The Joint Committee on Accounts shall annually, 
in connection with the annual examination of the accounts of 
the City Treasurer, examine, investigate and audit the books 
and accounts of all departments and officers receiving money for 
the city, and said committee shall make report of such exam- 
inations to the City Council. 

Sect. 4. All heads of departments and officers whose official 
duty requires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or 
towns for charges of any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such 
bills to the City Treasurer for collection through his office. 

Sect. 5. Section 9 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


A Ordinance providing for estimates for appropria- 
tions AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. At the beginning of each municipal year and 
not later than the third Tuesday in January the Mayor shall 
make and transmit to the City Council an estimate of the expend- 
itures required for the year. Such estimate shall be framed 
and itemized so as to show separately: 

Par. 2. The amounts required by each department, office, 
board, commission or other subdivision of the executive branch 
of the government, and so far as may be practicable for the 
subdivisions of the work of each department. 

Par. 3. The salary* or compensation of each officer, deputy, 
assistant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. 
The amounts required for labor shall, when practicable, be stated 
separately from those for material and supplies. 
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Par. 4. Such estimate shall be in such form as to show in 
oarahel columns, opposite each item, the amount paid for the 
previous year, and the amount unexpended at the close of such 
year. 

Sect. 2. The Mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and 
shall transmit to the City Council with the estimate required by 
the preceding section: 

Par. 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year 
from all sources except taxation of real and personal property 
and polls. 

Par. 3. A statement of the balance unpaid at the close ot 
the previous year on account of temporary loans, and the amount 
due by financial years, as unpaid taxes on real and personal 
property and polls. 

Par. 4. An itemized statement of the debt, with interest 
becoming due during the year, and the margin available for loans 
within the debt limit for the year. 

Par. 5. An itemized statement of all orders, etc., of the 
City Council involving expenditures which have not been appro- 
priated for. In all cases the finances of the water service shall 
be shown separately. 

Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for and 
only applicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in 
which they are made, any form of phraseology in the order, 
resolution or vote providing for the same, to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Par. 2. It shall be the duty of the Auditor to close all regu* 
lar annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in 
December of the year for which the appropriations are made, 
and to credit the general treasury fund account or accounts 
with the water service, as the case may be, with the balance to 
the credit of such appropriations; and thereafter, no payments 
shall be made under such appropriations. He shall promptly 
report to the City Council the amount of each balance thus cred- 
ited, and amount available in the general treasury fund, and the 
account with the water service, for the expenditures of the cur- 
rent year not otherwise appropriated. 

Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the City of 
Lowell under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such 
date, shall be numbered consecutively, and be entered by the 
Auditor in such order, in a permanent book of record, to be 
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known as a register of claims, so as to show the name of the 
claimant, the amount claimed and allowed, the nature of the 
service and the action had thereon. The Auditor shall transmit 
to the City Council on or before the first regular meeting night 
in February, of either branch of the City Council, a schedule of 
such claims with a condensed statement of the nature of each 
claim, and the action had thereon. 

Sect. 4. The several estimates and statements called for by 
this ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the City 
Council be referred, without other action, to the Joint Committee 
on Appropriations. 

Par. 2. The Committee on Appropriations shall consist of 
the Chairman and two additional members of the Board of Aider- 
men, and the President and three additional members of the 
Common Council. 

Section 6 of Chapter 1 of the Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell is hereby repealed. 

Par. 3. Said committee shall have access to all or any of 
the records and official papers of the city, shall have power to 
require from any officer or employee of the city such additional 
statement or statements relating to the expenditures and reve- 
nues of the city as it may deem essential, and to summon any 
officer or employee of the city to be present at any designated 
meeting of said committee and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee; and any officer or employee who 
shall fail or refuse to comply with such request, order or sum- 
mons may be reported to the City Council, or either branch 
thereof, for such action as it may have the power to take and 
see fjt to exercise. 

Sect. 5. The Committee on Appropriations shall make a 
final report in print, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the 
City Council or either branch thereof, on or before the fifteenth 
day of February of each year unless granted further time by the 
City Council. 

Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances conflicting 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 
1898. 
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An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an 

INSPECTOR OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF SUCH 

OFFICER, IN ACCORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR HUNDRED 

AND FOUR, ACTS OF 1890. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this 
ordinance, there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to 
confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, an Inspector of Wires 
for the City of Lowell, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office immediately and shall hold said office, unless sooner 
removed, until the first day of February, 1901; and prior to the 
first day of February, 1901, and prior to the first day of February 
of every third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like 
manner an Inspector of Wires who shall hold his office during a 
term of three years and until his successor is appointed, unless 
sooner removed m the manner prescribed by law. 

Sect. 2. Said Inspector of Wires shall perform the duties 
prescribed by Section 3, Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890, and 
such other duties as are or may be hereafter prescribed by the 
laws of the Commonwealth or the ordinances of the city. He 
shall annually in the month of January make a report to the 
City Council of the business of his office for the year ending 
on the thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approved 
July 15, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the permanent repairs on 

STREETS AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SERVICES 

THEREIN; ALSO TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF SAME. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. That before any street is paved with granite, 
concrete or other paving, macadamized or otherwise put in per- 
manent repair by the city, the owners of land abutting on such 
street shall be notified at least four weeks previous to the time 
when such permanent improvements are to be commenced, that 
all underground services, whether for sewer, water, gas, electri- 
cal or other connections, shall be constructed and p'aced in said 
street previous to the date set for the making of the said per- 
manent improvements. 
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Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having ser- 
vices laid in said street, or intending or desiring to construct 
the same, whether for gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for 
any service of whatsoever nature, or who shall desire to renew 
or repair services already constructed, shall be notified by the 
posting of a notice at the City Hall of the intention of the city to 
so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be published 
for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the City of Lowell, the last pubhcation of said 
notice to be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for 
making said permanent improvements. 

Sect. 3. That when any street has been so paved, macad- 
amized, or otherwise put in permanent repair, it shall not be 
opened or torn up for the placing of any new underground con- 
struction of any nature whatsoever during five years next suc- 
ceeding the date in said published and posted notices stating 
the intention of the city to place said street in permanent repair; 
provided, however, that in case repairs to 'any service become 
necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been granted 
by the Board of Aldermen, and said repairs shall be made under 
the supervision of the Superintendent of Streets. In case of 
leakage of gas or water pipes, the same may be repaired at once 
by the Gas Company or Water Board, and the surface of the 
street placed in a condition satisfactory to the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved 
land, and where no sewer, gas, water, or other necessary ser- 
vices have been constructed, the same shall be laid and con- 
structed, to a point at least two feet beyond the outside line of 
the sidewalk on said street, one each of the services mentioned 
for gas, water and sewer connections, for each fifty feet of front- 
age of the said land on the said street, or at such distances as 
may be agreed upon by the owner of said land and the Super- 
intendent of Streets. In case of neglect of the owner or of a 
corporation or individual to construct* the same, said service for 
sewer, water and gas connections may be constructed by the 
city, and shall be paid for by the parties to whom rightfully 
belongs the construction of the same. 

Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard 
to the digging up of streets shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty dollars ($20). 

Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Approved August 5, 1898. 
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An Ordinance providing for the appointment of a 

SUPERINTENDENT AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF 

STATE AID. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section i. Within thirty days after the passage of this 
ordinance there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to 
confirmation of the Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of 
State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State Aid for the 
City of Lowell, who shall enter upon the duties of their offices 
immediately and shall hold said offices, unless sooner removed, 
until the first day of February, 1899; and prior to the first day 
of February, 1899, and prior to the first day of February of 
every year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner a 
Superintendent of State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of 
State Aid, who shall hold their offices during a term of one year 
and until their successors are appointed, unless sooner removed 
in the manner prescribed by law. 

Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of State Aid shall disburse 
state aid and city aid under the direction of the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen as prescribed by Chapter 279 of the Acts of 
1893, Chapters 279 and 301 of the Acts of 1894, Chapter 279 of 
the Acts of 1896, Chapter 561 of the Acts of 1898, or any other 
laws of the Commonwealth, or that may be hereafter prescribed 
by the ordinances of the city. He shall annually, in the month 
of January, make a report to the City Council of the business 
of his office for the year ending on the thirty-first of December 
next preceding. 

Sect. 3. Said Assistant Superintendent of State Aid shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed by the Superintendent 
of State Aid. [Approved September 27, 1898. 


An Ordinance amending section six of chapter nine of 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

That Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of 
Lowell be amended by striking out Section 6 and substituting 
therefor the following : 
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Sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall receive and have the care 
and custody of all sums of money paid the city by persons for 
the perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries, and give 
the vouchers of the city therefor, and money so received shall 
constitute a special fund to be known as the ‘‘Cemetery Fund 
for the perpetual care of lots.” The Treasurer shall not receive 
a sum of money less than one hundred dollars ($100,00) for the 
perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries or public 
burial grounds. The Treasurer shall notify the Superintendent 
of the cemetery of all such payments, together with the descrip- 
tion of the lots and graves on account of which such payments 
are made, and annually, at such time as the Trustees of Public 
Burial Grounds request, shall pay over to them four per centum 
as interest upon all sums so paid to and receipted by him. The 
Treasurer shall invest the moneys of this fund in securities in 
which by law the funds of savings banks may be invested, and 
pay the amount of interest realized thereon into the City Treas- 
ury. [Approved October 11, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the construction and repair 

OF BUILDINGS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Before the repair, erection, construction or 
material alteration of any building, the owner, architect or builder 
thereof shall file with the Superintendent of Buildings a state- 
ment in writing, giving the intended location of such building, 
its dimensions, materials, manner of construction and estimated 
cost. If such building is to be repaired, erected or materially 
altered within the fire limits of the city, such owner, architect 
or builder shall, in addition to the statement aforesaid, submit 
for examination full specifications and plans of the proposed 
repairs, buildings or alterations; the owner or contractor shall 
also sign an agreement that the proposed work shall be done 
in accordance with the description set forth in such plans, speci- 
fications and statement, and all such matters and things con- 
nected with such work shall be done in strict compliance with 
this chapter. If it appears from said statement, plans and speci- 
fications that the building to be erected, altered or repaired will 
conform to the provisions of this chapter, so far as applicable 
thereto, then the Superintendent of Buildings shall issue a permit. 
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No person shall repair, construct or materially alter any bunding' 
without such permit. 

Sect. 2. The Superintendent of Buildings shall furnish 
suitable blanks upon which applications shall be made; and such 
applications shall be recorded by the Assessors in a book pro- 
vided for the purpose, each page of which shall be a duplicate 
of such application for the erection, construction or material 
alteration of any building in the City of Lowell after the passage 
of this ordinance. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.. 
[Approved December 29, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to assessment of taxes in the 

CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1894 is hereby 
amended by striking out all after Section 1 of said chapter, and 
substituting in place thereof the following: 

Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors shall annually, in the 
month of January, or as soon as practicable thereafter, organize, 
by choosing one of their number ro act as Chairman; said Chair- 
man shall not receive extra compensation, and all members of 
the Board shall devote their whole time to the service of the city. 

Sect, 3. It shall be the duty of. the Assessors of Taxes to 
complete their assessment and place the list of taxes in the 
hands of the Collector of Taxes on or before the first day of 
September, annually ; and they shall, on or before the first day 
of September, annually, indicate on said list the residence of 
the several taxpayers for that year and the year next preceding. 

Sect. 4. When any tax shall be abated in whole or in part 
by the Assessors of Taxes, they shall make a record thereof in 
a book to be kept by them for that purpose, which record shall 
contain the names of all persons whose taxes may be so abated,, 
and the reasons for such abatement; and they shall also annu- 
ally, in the month of January, make out and transmit to the 
City Council a full report of the work of their Board, said report 
to show the total valuation of the city, amount of real estate, 
amount of personal estate, total corporation valuation in detail.. 
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total valuation in bank stock, street-watering assessment, num- 
ber of polls, name, amount and reason of any abatement of taxes, 
and such other items as may be of interest to the public. Said 
figures to be in a column parallel to a column containing the 
ligures of the preceding year. 

Sect. 5. The Assessors shall annually, on the thirty-first day 
of December, report to the Auditor all abatements of taxes made 
by them during the year ending on said day, distinguishing the 
abatements made on the different years’ taxes, and whether abated 
before or after collection. 

Sect. 6. The Assessors shall have full power to hire as many 
temporary clerks, not to exceed six, as may be necessary to 
assist them in the performance of their duties, the compensation 
of said clerks not to exceed two dollars and fifty cents per day, 
and they shall only, be employed during the months of May to- 
September inclusive. Provided, however, that permanent clerks, 
not to exceed two, one to be known as Chief Clerk, may be 
employed the whole year at such compensation as the Board may 
determine. They shall also have the power to employ six tem- 
porary assistants during the months of May and June for the 
purpose, of obtaining the lists of polls and incidental personal 
property, compensation not to exceed three dollars per day. 
Said Assistant Assessors shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject 
to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen and Common Council. 

Sect. 7. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved February 28, 1899. 


An Ordinance establishing an inspection of wires 

DEPARTMENT, AND GOVERNING THE SAME. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. An Inspection of Wires Department is hereby 
established, of which the Inspector of Wires shall be the head. 

Sect. 2. The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of 
all electric and other wires erected upon, over, or under any 
street, way, or building, and of every wire within any building 
where such wire is designed to carry an electric current, and 
shall have authority over, and shall inspect such wires, their 
condition, attachments, insulation, supports and appliances; he 
shall require all persons and corporations owning or operating 
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wires to place and arrange all posts, arms, fixtures, insulating 
supports, attachments and appliances so as to secure safety to 
life and property, and shall see that the provisions of Chapter 
4°4 of the Acts of 1890 and all other laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations relating to electric and other wires are strictly enforced, 
and shall give prompt notice to any person or corporation 
owning or operating any such wire, when in his judgment the 
same is unsafe, or is not placed, kept and maintained in accord- 
ance with the requirements of said chapter or the provisions 
of any other law, ordinance, or regulation. 

Sect. 3. Said Inspector shall, at least once in each year, 
inspect all posts supporting electric or other wires upon or over 
any street or building, and all supports of such wires when 
attached to buildings, and ascertain if said posts and supports 
are kept in proper condition and not weakened by decay or other 
causes; and in case any person or corporation owning, leasing, 
or operating wires shall neglect or refuse to maintain said sup- 
ports in proper condition for safety,' the Inspector shall cause 
said fixtures and supports to be put in proper condition at the 
expense of the person or corporation owning or operating the 
same, after first giving the person or corporation due notice in 
writing of his intended action. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Inspector to cause to 
be removed all dead wires of whatever nature, attached to build- 
ings, if, in his judgment, they are in a dangerous condition or 
liable to become dangerous to life or property, and he shall 
notify in writing the person or corporation owning, leasing, or 
operating such wires of his desire for the removal of any wire, 
and give them at least ten days in which to comply, with the 
requirements, except in cases in which, in his judgment, there 
is immediate liability of injury to persons or property from the 
wire, and in all such cases the notice shall require their removal 
forthwith. In the event of the refusal of any person or corpora- 
tion to take proper action, the Inspector may cause the work to 
be done and the expense to be charged to the owners. 

Sect. 5. No person or corporation shall allow any pieces 
of wire to be left on the surface of any street or sidewalk, or 
to permit unused fixtures, coils or loose ends of wire to remain 
attached to any cross arm or post more than twenty-four hours 
without special permission. 

Sect. 6. Every person or corporation operating electric or 
other wires over or under any street, way or building in the 
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city, upon request of the Inspector shall furnish within fifteen 
days thereafter accurate lists of the posts or other supports of 
their wires, the location of conduits and manholes, with informa- 
tion as to location, where, and what service is rendered, whether 
telegraphic, telephonic, power, or electric lighting, and in the 
latter case, whether arc or incandescent current is used. 

Sect. 7. The said Inspector, upon request, shall also be 
furnished by any person or corporation operating or owning 
electric wires with such information as to kind, size, and tested 
strength of supporting or service wires, the maximum volts 
used, together with such other information as may be necessary 
to the faithful and effectual discharge of his duties. 

Sect. 8. All wires, appliances and apparatus in the interior 
of public buildings or on private premises which are intended 
for the transmission of electricity, either for isolated lighting or 
power, or to be connected with an outside circuit, shall be made, 
placed and arranged, and at all times kept safe to the satisfac- 
tion of the Inspector; and said Inspector may at all proper and 
reasonable times have access to such wires and apparatus. 

Sect. 9. In no case shall a current of electricity be con- 
nected to any system of wiring or apparatus intended to be used 
for power or lighting, without permission being first obtained 
and a written permit granted by the Inspector of Wires; the 
jurisdiction of the Inspector is intended to include all public and 
private electrical systems that are now and may hereafter be 
installed in the City of Lowell. 

This ordinance is not intended to govern or call for the 
inspection of electric bell systems, private or public telephones 
inside of public or private buildings, or the interior apparatus 
or boxes of the fire alarm or police system of the city. 

Sect. 10. No person or corporation shall change the posi- 
tion or make additions to any wiring system, or install any new 
work or electrical apparatus without first notifying the Inspector, 
and he given full opportunity to inspect the same before such 
work is completed; and when any electric wires designed to carry 
an electric light or power current are to be concealed, the 
Irspector must be notified before work is commenced, and he 
shall give his permission and approval for all such work and 
connections immediately, unless in his judgment such apparatus 
or wiring endangers life or property or is not in accordance with 
the laws and ordinances, or in conformity with the established 
insurance rules. 
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Sect. ii. The Inspector shall require that the established 
rules and regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
shall be complied with, both for outside and interior construction. 

Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Wires 
to carry out any order of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
on any matters referred to him by them, coming* under the laws 
or ordinances, and all questions of right and authority shall be 
determined by the Mayor and Board of Aldermen upon any 
appeal or refusal of any person or corporation to comply with 
the requirements of the Inspector and the laws and ordinances. 

Sect. 13. The Inspector of Wires shall keep a record of 
all inspections and permits in a book provided for the purpose, 
and this book shall be open to inspection (at all reasonable 
times) by any interested parties. 

The Inspector shall make monthly reports of his doings to 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen, and an annual report to 
the City Council. 

Sect. 14. Whoever violates or fails to comply with any of 
the provisions of this ordinance after being duly notified in writ- 
ing by the Inspector shall forfeit and pay for each offence not 
less than ten or more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 15. The Inspector of Wires shall be on duty eight 
hours per day, from mine A. M. till five P. M. each regular work- 
ing day, and at such other times as cases of emergency may 
require, and shall receive such compensation as may be deter- 
mined by the City Council. Said Inspector shall devote his 
whole time to the service of the city, and shall engage in no 
other business or calling. [Approved July 26, 1899. 


An Ordinance to provide for the election of a city 

PHYSICIAN AND DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be chosen immediately after the 
approval of this ordinance and thereafter annually in the month 
of March or April, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concur- 
rent vote of both branches of the City Council, a City Physician, 
who shall enter upon the duties of his office on the first day of 
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May in each year and until his successor is chosen, unless sooner 
removed therefrom in the manner provided by law. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend 
upon all patients under the care of the city authorities at the 
City Farm or Police Station; to make a report annually in April 
to the City Council covering the service rendered by him during 
the previous year. In case of an alarm by any infectious or con- 
tagious disease to give to either branch of the City Council or 
any committee thereof all such professional advice and counsel 
as they may request of him, and generally to perform such other 
professional services as may reasonably be required of him by 
the Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the 
City Farm. 

Sect. 3. Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby 
repealed. [Approved June 27th, 1900. 


An Ordinance prohibiting heavy teaming and trucking 

UPON THE SPEEDWAY PORTION OF PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The driving or drawing of heavy wagons, carts, 
trucks or similar vehicles used for purposes of transportation of 
stone, lumber, coal, ice, express packages, groceries or other mer- 
chandise, requiring for the transportation of the same a vehicle 
exceeding in weight a family carriage, buggy, carry-all or similar 
vehicle used principally for pleasure driving or recreation, is 
hereby prohibited upon that portion of Pawtucket Boulevard 
commonly called the Speedway; provided, however, that this 
prohibition shall not apply to any vehicle used for the purpose of 
transporting any article or material necessary for the improve- 
ment or repair of said speedway, or of any portion of said boule- 
vard or of the structures connected with the water plant in said 
boulevard. 

Sect. 2 Any person who shall violate any provisions of Sec- 
tion 1 of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 31, 1900.

Report of the School Committee. 


Many years ago a law was enacted and placed 
upon the public statute book requiring School 

Committees to make annually a detailed report of 
the condition of the public schools, and the Com- 
mittee in presenting their annual report will en- 
deavor to review the work in as condensed form 
as possible, and to submit such suggestions as 

appear to them to be desirable for consideration. 

VALUE OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It would be useless for the School Board of 
1S99 to attempt to add anything to the establish- 
ment of the public schools in the minds and the 
hearts of all the people in this beautiful land of 
ours. The people of all classes regardless of race,, 

creed or condition, rise up to bless the public 

school system. It has the warmest place in the- 
heart of every individual in this country. 




SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


We therefore start out with popular education 
as one of the most important subjects, with the 
right to claim the most careful attention of a free 
people ; a safeguard of state and nation, and the 
wellspring of our national being. No question can 
equal it in importance to the whole people. 

The School Board and the citizens at large are 
to be congratulated on the continued prosperity of 
the schools, on the faithfulness of the superin- 
tendent and the teachers, and all that are directly 
interested in their government. The standard has 
been advanced steadily until we believe that Lowell 
schools are second to none in the state. This 
high standard has been attained by long and faith- 
ful work of those directly interested in their man- 
agement. Many reforms have entered into the 
work during the past few years and one entirely new 
system has been adopted, to wit: the absolute merit 
system in selecting teachers. It was very hard to 
get such a principle into the hearts of the people. 
The great conflict came on its introduction. Men 
of all political parties that had the best interests 
of the schools at heart believed in it and fully 
understood that once it was tried, it would be es- 
tablished for all time. That system was tried ; it 
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is now established ; no power can come that will 
ever change it in Lowell. Men may differ politic- 
ally ; it is right that there should be more than 
one political part)', and the great parties may differ 
honestly upon questions that affect the business of 
the country, but we feel sure that no matter how 
we may differ on all other questions affecting 
the people in any and every other way, that we 
are one party and one mind that the merit system 
is the one that means good schools, faithful and 
efficient teachers, and a steady advancement in our 
great system of education, that we all appreciate 
and love. 

ADVANTAGES GIVEN TO THE CHILDREN OF LOWELL. 

It has been the aim of the noble men and 
women interested in education to bring it to the 
door of every person. They have not only been 
invited to knock, but to enter the doors that are 
opened wide for all ; those that have unlimited 
means to give their children every advantage that 
money can procure are very limited in number! 
We are an industrious people and enjoying great 
advantages in every way, yet the great majority 
of us have only limited means, and how much we 
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are to be thankful for that this wonderful system 
of education has been brought to our very door.. 
We have the day school, from the kindergarten to 
the college. We have the system of evening 
schools that are doing a world of good, and both 
day and evening the good work goes on. So we 
can rejoice with those who have struggled so long 
and faithfully to bring about what we have today; 
that the privileges and advantages of education 
are to all, rich and poor alike, as free as the air 
we breathe. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

It is believed by every member of the School 
Board, present and past, that they should have the 
care and control of all school buildings, and that the 
supervision over the construction of school houses 
should be vested in the School Board. It often 
happens that the strongest suggestion from the 
School Board is given no consideration by the com- 
mittee of the city council in charge of the erec- 
tion of school houses. The appointment and con- 
trol of all the janitors are in the hands of the 
members of the city council. If there happens to 
be an inefficient janitor and one wholly unfit for 
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"his duties, the sub-committee, who has the care of 
the school in the same buildings with the incom- 
petent janitor, has no power or authority over 
him if he happens to be a friend of some mem- 
ber-elect of the city council who does not give 
his best thought for the interests of the school he 
would be permitted to remain, no matter how 
strong the protest from the members of the School 
Board. That all these things have been true, 
there is not the slightest doubt. But we are very 
much pleased to say, that notwithstanding just 
causes have been given to complain by some past 
city councils, nothing of the kind can be charged 
to the city council of 1899, and we wish to here 
return our sincere thanks to the committee on 
education and to the city council of 1899 as a 
whole for their faithful co-operation, and their earnest 
endeavors to do all in their power to assist the 
School Board in promoting the interests of our 
grand system of education. 

EXPENSE OF MAINTAINING SCHOOLS. 

This is one of the broadest and most varying 
subjects that interest the minds of the tax-payers. 
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We do not wish to be misunderstood that men who 
bear the burden of taxes ever complain of the 
money expended for the public schools, but like 
the foundation of the schools themselves all parties 
agree that the proper amount of money for their 
best interest should be expended. We, in our long 
experience as members of the School Board, have 
never heard one person complain, no matter what 
his politics, creed or condition was, of the money 
expended for the public school system. The differ- 
ence comes, and only comes, on methods. We 
have the benefit, as members of the School Board, 
of the advice and counsel of an able and efficient 
Superintendent of Schools, backed up by the best 
minds along educational lines in the country, and 
it is the opinion of the very best educators, those 
who have the keenest interest in the advancement 
and uplifting of the educational world, that in- 
fluences the minds and actions of the School 
Board. Like all great questions, educators vary as 
to their opinion of methods ; some believe that we 
have departed too far from the old lines. It will 
be seen on reflection that there have been very 
many innovations upon the old time curriculum. 
Within the past few years drawing, sewing, mili- 
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tary instruction, calisthenics, music, kindergartens 
and manual training, have all been established as 
a part of the public school system. 

Now, it would take a master mind to say, in 
view of all the facts and for the good of all, 
which, if any, of these, could be dispensed with 
and the pupils benefitted by more time given along 
the old lines. Some would say cut out drawing, 
some sewing, some military instruction, some calis- 
thenics and physical culture, some music, and some 
the kindergarten. Upon all these there is a very 
wide difference of opinion. The public have de- 
manded them ; they were kept out of the Lowell 
Schools, many of them, for years after they were 
in successful operation in other cities and towns. 
So that it will be seen that the public had a 
right to demand of the Lowell schools as com- 
plete and thorough training of their children as 
any other citizens of the Commonwealth. Now, all 
of these, profitable lines as they are, cost money. 
Lowell has been slow to move in new channels, 
the public has had a right to demand changes long 
before they came, as it has always been the policy 
not to introduce the new studies until they could 
come into our system well fortified by having been 
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tried and proven successful for some years previous 
in other public schools. 

The establishment of manual training as a part 
of our system was by legislative act, and is com- 
pulsory, and we believe it was wisdom on the part 
of the legislature. Its introduction meant a heavy 
expense, and Lowell was not alone in refusing its 
admission. Other cities, as well as ours, although 
realizing fully the need of such an institution, 
hesitated when the fact of heavy taxes stared 

them in the face, to introduce a course of manual 

training which meant a great outlay of money. 
But some of the cities did establish it; some were 
most fortunate in having public spirited men with 
means who contributed hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for the building and equipment of these 
most profitable institutions. The citizens of cities 
which did not have such established schools felt that 
their children were deprived, and had a right to 
feel that they were deprived, of the great advan- 

tages of such a course. They had visited cities 
that did have them, cities in other states outside 

of our own, and their great value was so apparent 
that their appeal was made in the strongest pos- 
sible way to the last resort, the general court, and 
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that body passed an act that became a law, com- 
pelling cities to maintain manual training as a 
part of the school system. And as we look upon 
it today the wisdom, the advantages and the bless- 
ings of such a course cannot be over estimated. 
It has meant a large outlay of money. Since its 
introduction into our system it has been laboring 
under great disadvantages, cramped quarters, insuffi- 
cient material to work with, all tended to deprive 
the pupils of the greatest amount of benefit; but 
we are to be congratulated that through the kind- 
ness and faithfulness of the committee on educa- 
tion and the city government of 1S99, we shall 
soon be in a position to place this important 
branch of our system upon a plane with any other 
subject in our schools. We shall refer to this 
school later under the head of High School. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

Work at this institution, has, from the very 
nature of things, been a little different from former 
years, the committee having given the preference 
to the graduates of the State Normal School of 
Lowell. The committee on teachers and training 
school have labored most faithfully and earnestly 
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to blend the Normal School into our system in a 
way that would in every way preserve our found- 
ation rock, the merit svstem. Some slight changes 
may be necessary for the best results. The school 
is conducted in the most thorough, enthusiastic 
manner by its very able principal and her assist- 
ants. It is evident that more room will be needed 
in the near feature to carry on the work of the 
Training. School. All of the teaching is done in 
that school district by the Training School the same 
as in any other grammar school district, through 
the primary and grammar schools of its district, 
and at about the same expense ; therefore it can be 
seen that our Training School system as conducted, 
gives l 7 to the schools of the city all the benefit 
of trained and competent teachers without any extra 
expense. If thej Training School district shows a 
slightj'increase in expense it comes in this way: 
the people living in that grammar school district 
cannot be neglected, their children must receive 
just as good training as the children of any other 
district, and to bring about that result it has been 
necessary at times to employ a larger average 
number of teachers than for the same number of 
pupils in other districts. 
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KINDERGARTENS. 

The kindergartens have been well attended and 
great interest has been manifested in them. They 
have been presided over, both by superintendent 
and teachers, in an able and perfectly satisfactory 
manner. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The numbers have increased, and the usual good 
and efficient work has been done. We believe that 
the teachers in the primary department fully un- 
derstand that they come next to the mother of the 
children ; that they have been earnest and faithful 
in their endeavors to lay well the foundation upon 
which to build the structure of character and educa- 
tion. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

Most excellent work has been done in the gram- 
mar schools. We all agree that these schools are 
the schools of the people; that it is only a small 
per cent, that go beyond the grammar schools. 
We believe that the masters and teachers of these 
schools are hard, faithful and painstaking workers, 
with the interests of every child placed upon their 
responsibility. 
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LOWELL HIGH SCHOOL. 

We ‘believe the Lowell High School to be one 
of the most progressive and well managed in the 
state. The teachers are enthusiastic, competent, 
and united, which means for any institution the 
very best results. 

With the completion of the High School annex 
on Paige and John Streets, it will be possible to 
transfer the manual training department from the 
old Moody School to this new building. One end 
of this building- is arranged for manual training 
work. A capacious drill hall occupies the base- 
ment, while the floor above will be used for 
recitation rooms. 

The arrangements for military drill, manual 
training, and other courses made possible by the 
construction of this building are a vast improve- 
ment over the present conditions. We shall now 
be able to establish in the High School a course 
which has been demanded by the general public 
of the City of Lowell for a long time, and in the 
opinion of your committe has been rightly de- 
manded. Your committee feels that a commercial 
course may be so arranged that it will furnish the 
same amount of mental training and mental power 
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as any other High School course, and at the same 
time give some practical knowledge of commercial 
detail and commercial work. Under such condi- 
tions, your committee believes that it will prove a 
valuable acquisition to the High School curriculum. 

The added room given by the annex will pro- 
vide accommodations . for a few years only. In 
September of this year the attendance at the High 
School was 860. The average increase of attend- 
ance in the High School is about 60 each year. 
The annex and the main building will furnish 
seating accommodations for 1150 scholars. It will 
be seen that High School pupils, assuming the 
average yearly increase in attendance to be 60, 
will be accommodated for only five years, and at 
the close of that period a new High School will 
be necessary. If a new High School must be ready 
for occupancy for 1905, the year 1900 is none too 
early to make preliminary plans for the construc- 
tion of the building.

We believe they are 
broad enough so that no diligent pupil cannot fail 
to acquire the good of an education with the 
highest standard of moral and intellectual character.

The census of children between five and fifteen years of age 
was taken in September this year for the first time, and was 
taken by the truant officers for the second time. The increase 
of 356 polls during the year pointed to a probable increase 
in the number of children, but the result of the census showed 
a gain so much greater than that in the number of polls, 
(from 12,980 in 1898 to 14,449 in 1899,) as to indicate that 
a September census is more likely to be complete than one 
taken in May, as heretofore. The house to house visitation 
by the truant officers also disclosed any cases of non-atten- 
dance at school which needed attention, and so accomplished 
some good in that respect. The cases of absence were few, 
however, much fewer than had been expected, indicating that 
the school attendance law is generally well obeyed. 
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The taking of the census began September i, and was not 
finished until the last of October, though two of the officers 
completed their wards some weeks earlier. In anticipation of 
the fact that the other officers would be so occupied with 

census taking that they could give little time to their usual 
work in September, Mr. Sturtevant, who did no census taking 
himself, made a great effort to have all supplies so distributed 
to schools in advance that he would have much time to give 
to calls for field work. Teachers were notified that the bi- 
weekly call of the truant officers would be omitted until the 
census was completed, but that all calls for service which were 
made at the office would receive prompt attention. In the 
event of such calls being more numerous than could be attended 
to by Mr. Sturtevant an officer was taken from census work 

for a few hours to help in looking up truants or absentees, 

but such occasions, happily, were not many. Teachers, however, 
did not, probably, send to the office as many cases of absence 
as they would have reported to an officer had he called at 
their schools, and there was undoubtedly some loss in efficiency 
in the regular work of the truant officers in the first four or 
five weeks of the school year. In most parts of the city no 
special harm was observable on this account, but in one or 
two places a start in the wrong direction was made by some 
boys which was not checked until a part of the clique, for 
truants almost always go in gangs, had been sent to the 
truant school. With the experience of this year to help us 

we shall try to make the loss still less next year, but that 
there will be some loss is almost inevitable if the census is 
to be taken by the truant officers, and whether it will be 
great enough to demand a return to the- employment of paid 
enumerators is a question yet to be settled. 

School attendance still continues to increase, though but 
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slowly. In enrolment the gain has been 516, and in average 

number belonging 329. That the increase in enrolment is so 

much larger than the increase in number belonging is probably 
due to the fact that owing to the closing of the St. Patrick's 

school for boys in May and June a good many boys of that 

school came to the public schools to swell the enrolment, but 

being present only a part of the year they did not corres- 
pondingly- increase the average number belonging. The largest 
gain in attendance, relatively, has been in the High School, 

which has gained 61, but in actual numbers the primary 

schools lead with a gain of 261. The grammar schools have 

gained 11 and the kindergartens have lost 4. 

The number of pupils to the teacher is less than before, a 
matter of congratulation for those who think small numbers 

essential to good work, and probably a matter of criticism for 

those who desire to reduce expenses. The number per teacher, 

however, is really larger, in some of the schools at least, 
than is indicated by the figures on page 29. The number in 

the High School, for instance, is given as 30, but in obtain- 
ing this number, the master of the school and the special 

teacher of elocution are both counted as teachers, and no 

account is taken of the fact that the divisions which take 

manual training are much smaller than the average. Allowing 
for this fact and omitting from the list the names of Mr. Irish 
and Miss Hussey and the number is raised to at least 33, 
which is the real average for the teachers of the main build- 
ing, and is exceptionally large as compared with similar schools 

anywhere else. Probably more teachers will be employed and 

the number of students per teacher somewhat reduced when 

the new annex is finished. 

When all permanent positions are held by elected teachers 
the number of pupils per teacher would, of course, be found 
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by dividing the number of pupils belonging by the number of 
elected teachers. This year, however, the end of the year 
finds so many permanent positions held by teachers who are 
in their places by appointment that it is necessary to any 
statement of real conditions to include them in the number of 
teachers actually in service. In the primary schools, for in- 
stance, there are but 102 elected teachers, but there are 116 
in regular service, and the latter number is therefore used as 
a divisor. Grammar masters, who teach classes about half the 
time, are included in finding the average to the teacher in 
grammar schools. Had they been omitted the average would 
have been raised from 37 to 40. 

The total appropriation for schools in 1898, including an 
appropriation of $2,870.83 made in January of that year to 
pay bills of the previous year, was $280,870.83, and an un- 
expended balance of $7,412.36 was returned to the city treasury 
at the end of the year, a fact which instead of gaining for 

the department any credit was made a reason for a reduction 
in 1899. For the latter year an appropriation of $276,000.00 

was finally made, with $947.53 more allowed for the payment 
of back bills. As was anticipated the salaries of day school 

teachers have been more than $2000 greater this year than in 
1898, not because any salaries have been raised but on account 
of the employment of more teachers ; fuel has cost more by 

$1000, and there has been a small increase in several other 
items of necessary expenditure. By the exercise of the closest 
economy, however, on almost all points where reductions were 
possible, expenditures have not only been kept within the 
appropriation but have actually been made less by $804.34 
than in 1898 ! With 422 more pupils belonging to our schools 
today than belonged one year ago, and with a correspondingly 
larger number of teachers in service, expenses certainly cannot 
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go on decreasing. On the contrary an increase is inevitable. 
The average cost of the schools per pupil this year, for salaries 
of teachers only, has been $18.09. The addition of 422 pupils, 
at the same average rate for expenses, would mean an increase 
of $7,632.88 in salaries alone, and it is evident that it will 
require the strictest economy to finish the year 1900 within an 
appropriation of $280,000. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The school houses of the city number 52, the same as last 
year, and are valued at $1,588,700. No new building has been 
erected during the year, and no extensive repairs have been 
made in any old one. Many minor repairs, such as new floors, 
new windows, new paint, varnish, kalsomining, etc., have been 
made, but these have been far less than were required and 
far less than would have been made had the Superintendent 
of Buildings been able to get the money, the need of which 
he recognized and for which he asked. It is to be hoped 
that more money will be appropriated and more work will be 
done next year. Of the rooms reported as unoccupied last 
year one has been filled with pupils at the Lincoln School, 
one at Billings Street, one at Middlesex Village, and one at 
Chapel Street. A new room has also been added at the 
Manual Training building, and the Highland has two classes 
in its assembly hall. The two rooms at Sycamore Street have 
been combined in one, so that the net gain is six, making a 
total of 272. 

At the first regular meeting in January the School Committee 
made a formal request of the city council for “ further needed 
accommodations for the High School by the erection of a 
building at or near the present High School building on Kirk 
Street.” A hearing on the subject was granted by the city 
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council Feb. 14, and an order was passed July 11 for a loan 
of $29,500 with which to erect a building on the land already 
owned by the city at the corner of John and Paige Streets. 
Work on the foundation was begun in August, but so much 
ledge had to be removed that progress was slow and the end 
of December finds the walls only in process of erection. It 
is proposed to continue work whenever the weather will permit, 
and it is hoped to have the building ready for occupancy in 
September, 1900. 

The building now being erected is 220 x 65 feet, and two 
stories high. The first story, or basement, will contain a 
boiler room, a drill hall 153 x 62 feet, with cement floor, and 
a forge room for manual training classes, 63 x 29 feet. The 
drill hall will be 20 feet in height, with galleries on both 
sides, but the forge room will be only half as high and over 
it will be a wood turning room of the same size. The upper 
story will contain a carpentry room over the wood turning 
room, also 63 x 29 feet, five class rooms 36 x 27 feet, and 
four smaller recitation rooms. One of the large rooms will be 
needed as a drawing room for manual training classes, so that 
the number left to be used to relieve the overcrowding at the 
old building will be but few, and the relief will be but tem- 
porary. The new building is excellent for its purpose ; and 
the only thing to regret is that it does not contain another 
story, as it might just as well as not, and so at a cost of 
$10,000 or so save the city the probable expense of $200,000 
which must come in a few years, if the High School con- 
tinues to grow as we have every reason to expect, to defray 
the cost of another building in another part of the city. 

Four buildings now have in each one or more rooms too 
crowded to be cared for by one teacher, the Highland Gram- 
mar and the Grand Street, Lakeview Avenue and West Sixth 
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Street primaries. At the Highland temporary relief is found by 
putting two classes in the assembly hall. To afford permanent 
relief the School Committee has asked the City Council to 
to enlarge the present building by an addition to contain at 
least four rooms. Since this request was made it has been 
suggested that the unfinished third floor opposite the assembly 
hall of the present building would afford space for finishing 
two good rooms, at very moderate expense. Two rooms are 
all that are needed at present, and I suggest that the City 
Council be asked to furnish the needed relief in this way, 
letting the request for an additional building rest until the 
need for it shall again become imperative. 

The need of more room at Grand Street is equally pressing, 
and less easy to provide for. This building is one of the old- 
est and poorest in the city. The rooms are smaller than in 
any other house, which makes overcrowding even more un- 
healthful and inconvenient than elsewhere. At present we have 
two teachers in the room on the first floor, with an overflow 
room of 40 pupils in the Lincoln School building. This latter 
class is well housed at present, but is sure to be crowded out 
of its present quarters by the needs of the grammar school 
before many years. The Howard Street house, of which the 
Grand Street is counted as an annex, is a fairly good house 
with large rooms, but it is situated at one side of its dis- 
trict instead of in the middle of it as it should be, and the 
only adequate relief for the whole section must be found in 
the erection of a new building of not less than eight rooms, 
centrally located, to which should be transferred the pupils from 
both Grand and Howard Streets, together with the overflow 
room at the Lincoln. To teach these pupils six teachers are 
now employed. If a new building was ready for use today 
we should at once occupy six of its rooms, and two extra 
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ones are none too many for the rapidly growing district in 
which it would be situated. 

The Centralville schools can best be relieved by an addition 
to the Lakeview Avenue School, or by a new building to the 
north of it. This school has had some strange fluctuations in 
members in the past, having been crowded four years ago but 

only passably well filled two years ago, so that it is, perhaps, 

as well to wait a little before beginning very extensive meas- 
ures for its relief at the present time, 

SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

In the character or location of schools very few changes 

have been made in the year, the principal variation from the 

established order having been the reopening for a time of the 
old Bartlett School building on Clark Street. Early in March 
a fire occurred in the St. Patrick’s Parochial School for boys 
on Suffolk Street which rendered the building unfit for use, 
and the school department was notified Saturday, March n, 
that it would be necessary to provide immediate accommoda- 
tions for 432 new scholars. A reply was sent the same day 
stating that all applicants would be received at once at the 
public school nearest their residence, and that the old Bartlett 
School building would be reopened on Monday to provide for 
any for whom room might be lacking in other buildings. So 
many of the newcomers were accommodated in schools already 
existing that it was found necessary to open but four rooms 
at the old Bartlett, with about 40 pupils to the room. These 
rooms were continued in use until July, but were not needed 
in September, the Parochial School building having been re- 
paired in the meantime, and many of the scholars formerly in 
attendance there having returned. The school at the old Bart- 
lett was a very pleasant and successful one while it lasted, 
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and it is a matter of satisfaction to the school department 
that it was able to care for so many new scholars on so 
short a notice with no break or jar, and to the satisfaction, 
so far as known, of all concerned. 

In September the Training School Kindergarten was moved 
to the Charles Street Primary School building, and one teacher 
of the Chaiies Street School was transferred to Chapel Street 
to make room for it. The Kindergarten has been greatly 
helped by the change, its attendance having nearly doubled, 
the Charles Street School has not needed the fourth teacher, 
while one has been absolutely necessary at Chapel Street, so 
that the change seems to have been for the best good of all 
the schools affected by it.

The death of Miss Bradley takes from us one of our oldest 
teachers in point of service yet one whose health had gener- 
ally been so good and whose temperament had been so buoy- 
ant that she had never seemed old at all. Miss Bradley never 
petted her scholars, and she marshaled them sometimes much 
as a military officer might marshal his men, but her pupils- 
never misunderstood the great heart which underlay any pos- 
sible brusqueness of manner, and almost without exception they 
honored and loved her. Such a life, happily, cannot be lost 
and in the lives of her many pupils Miss Bradley still lives, 
a power for good. 

In the death of Mr. Hunt the city suffered another loss of 

no ordinary kind. Mr. Hunt had the gift of inspiring enthu- 

siasm in a very unusual degree. He gave his best to his 
pupils without stint, and they responded in kind, as scholars 
will always do under similar circumstances. His place has not 
been filled and will not be. 

The faithful work as well as the long term of service of 
Miss Goughian of the Morrill School make her retirement a 

matter worthy of mention. For forty-six years she had taught 
if not in the same house yet practically in the same school, 
and two generations rise up to call her blessed. May she 
long live to enjoy a well-earned rest. Miss Frost, who retires 

with forty-two years of service to her credit, was for many 
years first assistant in the Colburn School, and has always held 
a leading position as a teacher. In the retirement of Miss- 
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Lee from Plain Street and Miss Crowley from Lakeview Avenue 
the city loses two of its strongest and most devoted primary 
school principals, and they will be greatly missed. The others, 
though mostly younger in point of sendee, were all good 
teachers, and the ability of their successors will be taxed to 
its utmost to really fill their places. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

To relieve as far as possible the crowded condition of the 
High School building, seats and desks for students have been 
placed in the library room and in the chemistry lecture room, 

and both are now in regular use as class rooms. The assem- 
bly hall and both landings at the head of the stairs on the 
third floor are also utilized for recitation purposes, and it is 
evident that the annex can come none too soon. 

Although the School Committee has as yet taken no action 
upon the subject, it is pretty well understood that the oppor- 
tunity for expansion offered by a new building will be used 
to add a commercial course to the other courses now offered 

by the High School. Such a course was strongly advocated in 

an annual report as far back as 1891, but lack of room has 
so far made its establishment impossible. Such courses are 

popular elsewhere, the demand for one here seems to be gen- 
eral, and it should be provided as soon as class-room space 
will permit. 

Diplomas were given at the close of the school year to 
1 41 students, of whom 66 were in the four years’ course.

MANUAL TRAINING 


Although Manual Training is simply one of the elective 
studies which may be taken as a part of a regular High 
School course, it is still new enough with us to deserve a 
separate paragraph as a continuation of the record made in 
previous reports. 

During the year twenty-four Sturtevant forges, with a separate 
motor for power, were installed in the new forge room, and 
have been in constant use since September. This plant is first- 
class in every respect, and is giving good satisfaction. The 
twelve wood turning lathes previously in use not being enough 
to accommodate this year’s class, twelve more have been added, 
and these have also been in use since the opening of the 
September term. The motor which had been sufficient for 
twelve not sufficing for twenty-four, a new and larger one has 
recently been procured. The equipment of the school is now, 
therefore, complete except fcr the metal working of the fourth 
year. For this plant a Hendley shaper and gooseneck belt 
drill have already been ordered and four or five engine lathes 
will be ordered early in January to be ready for use in 
September, 1900. 

It is now expected that the High School annex will be 
ready for occupancy in September next, and that the manual 
training plant will be moved to it before that time. All ma- 
chinery, motors, furnaces, etc., have been purchased and placed 
in the present building with a view to removal so that their 
transfer to the new building will not be a matter of large 
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expense, and in new and very commodious quarters there is 
no doubt that manual training will enter upon a new era of 
prosperity. 

The number of students to elect manual training at the be- 
ginning of the school year was 45. Of these four have left 
the High School, and one new student has entered, making 
the number at present 42. Of the 39 boys who composed 

the next class when the record was made up in 1898, 23 are 
still present, the others having all left school. The third year 
class numbers 12, and the two who might have constituted a 
fourth year class have both left school, leaving the total num- 
ber now taking manual training, 77. 

The character of the work has been changed slightly in a 
way which adds much to the interest. Instead of working all 
the year on exercises to be destroyed at its end, an effort 

has been made to combine the same exercises in the con- 
struction of some useful aiticle which students may take home. 
Such articles not only have value in themselves, but as samples 
of the best work a boy can do they prove a marvelous stim- 
ulant to good work. It is not proposed to have all the work 
of this character by any means, but that a part of it may 

be directed to the making of articles of use seems to be a 

plan which works well both in theory and in practice. 

PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

In 1899 the Primary Schools received 331 pupils from the 

Kindergartens and 2446 from other sources, and sent 970 to 
the Grammar Schools. Of the latter number 933 actually en- 
tered the schools of higher grade, which in their turn gave 

diplomas to 427 graduates, of whom 406 had certificates to the 
High School, and 297 actually entered the latter institution. 

The High School also received 24 by examination and 7 from 
other sources, making a total for its junior class of 328. 
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This is a very brief and simple record, but it stands for a 
great deal of hard and faithful work in which character has 
been formed and lives ennobled in addition to all that has 
been learned from books. The large number who enter the 

Primary School compared with the small number who carry 

education far enough to enter the High School is a matter of 
the keenest regret, though the regret is lessened somewhat by 
the fact that almost all who enter the Primary School do 

learn at least to read and write a little before they leave it. 

A change of text books in history in the Grammar Schools 
will, it is hoped, strengthen the history work considerably. 
We now have Eggleston’s First Book in American History in 

the fourth grade, Montgomery’s Beginner’s in the fifth, and 
Scudder’s Short History in the sixth, as a preparation for the 
more formal study of history which is begun with a larger 
book in the seventh. Reading, as in the Primary Schools, is 

still by far the most important subject taught in the earlier 
grammar grades, and it is expected that all these books will 
be used as readers and not be studied as history. Some pu- 

pils will learn almost all that is in them by simply reading 
them ; others probably will learn but little in this way, but all 
will be trained to read, and the reading should be so con- 
ducted as to be a treat rather than a task, with the object 

of inducing a love for such literature rather than the acquisi- 
tion of facts of history. The books chosen are such, it is be* 
lieved, as lend themselves most readily to this use. From the 
year’s reading, too, teachers are expected to glean a few facts, 
not more perhaps than could be written on one page or re- 
cited in a single lesson, and to see that these are learned by 
every scholar with the greatest thoroughness, but even this 

amount of knowledge is to be held secondary to the objects 
first stated. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The Training School has been enlarged during the year by 
the addition of one room, the extra space being gained by 
the removal of the Kindergarten, and 0 now consists of nine 
grammar and four primary rooms, with an average attendance 
of 474 pupils. As the average number of pupils belonging to 
the primary department has been 167, the advantage of ex- 
panding its three rooms into four is obvious. The school is 
supervised by a principal and three assistants, and the teach- 
ing is done by members of a practice class, at a nominal 

salary, and by such other appointed teachers as may be 
needed. The expenses need not to be greater than in other 

primary and grammar schools of the same size. 

The last class of pupil teachers to enter the Training School 
by examination graduated February 1, 1899, and for the next 
five months the school was taught wholly by regular teachers 
as would be the case with any other public school. The com- 
mittee had decided as for back as 1897 to restrict the privi- 
lege of membership in the practice class to graduates of colleges 
and of the State Normal School at Lowell, as soon as the latter 
school should have graduated its first class. In furtherance of 

this plan the necessary changes in the rules were made in May, 

the rules as revised being as follows : — 

CHAPTER V. 

RULES OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

Section 21. — As a school for children the Training School shall 
consist of ail the grades of the primary and grammar schools. It 
shall do work equivalent to that of other schools of the city of the 
same class, shall be subject to the same rules and shall give and 
receive certificates to and from other primary and grammar schools 
on terms of perfect equality. The teaching shall be done under the 
supervision of the principal by the teachers of the practice class, and

by such other teachers as the School Committee may elect or appoint. 

Sec. 22. Candidates for the practice class in the Training School 
must be graduates of the Lowell Normal School, in the order of their 
rank in that school, or graduates of a college of the first class. The 
number to be received each year shall be such as will, in the opinion 
of the committee on teachers, be required to keep the primary and 
grammar schools of the city supplied with teachers, and it shall be 
the duty of the committee to report its estimate to the full board at 
the regular meeting in May of each year. It shall be the further 
duty of this committee to send to the members of the senior class in 
the Normal School in June of each year application blanks for ad- 
mission to the Training School, and from the responses received in 
the same month, and from applications from those holding college 
diplomas, to accept the number of students needed to form the Train- 
ing School practice class, to begin work in September of the same 
year. The basis of selection, for those applicants who have attended 
the Normal School, shall be wholly that of rank in that school. 
Accepted applicants may have their date for joining the practice class 
postponed for the purpose of further study or practice in teaching by 
vote of the committee on teachers, on request in writing before the 
opening of the term in September. 

Sec. 23. The practice course in the Training School shall be one 
year, and the pay of the teachers who compose the practice class 
shall be $20 a month. 

Sec. 24. The principal and assistants shall rank the members of 
the practice class each month in scholarship, ability to impart in. 
struction and capacity for school government, and shall keep the 
members constantly informed as to their standing. The principal 
shall keep a record of such rank and shall send a copy of the same 
to the secretary of the school committee each month. An unsatis- 
factory rank for three months shall be regarded as evidence that 
•continued membership would be unprofitable, and the member shall 
be deemed to have dissolved her connection with the school. Cer- 
tificates entitling the holder to teach in the primary and grammar 
schools of Lowell shall be given to those who satisfactorily complete 
the course. 

Sec. 25. When a temporary or other vacancy occurs in the corps 
of teachers of the grammar or primary schools it shall be filled by 
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the member of the oldest or earliest class graduated from the Training 
School who, at the time of her graduation, ranked highest of those of 
that class, and who continues to be an applicant for a teacher’s posi- 
tion. In case there are no graduates who continue to be applicants 
for teachers’ positions, vacancies may be temporarily filled by the 
committee on teachers who may grant special certificates to meet 
such emergencies, subject to the action of the board at its next 
regular meeting. 

In compliance with the foregoing rules application blanks 
were sent to all the members of the senior class at the Normal 
School, and of the thirty-two young ladies who were to grad- 
uate in the primary and grammar school department twenty 
applied for admision to the Training School. It had been 
anticipated that students holding the highest rank in the Normal 
School might find other cities offering them greater induce- 
ments than Lowell can do, and so might refrain from apply- 
ing here, while students at the other end of the class, not 
being so likely to get good positions elsewhere, would be sure 
to knock at our doors. Such, however, did not prove to be 

the case. Of the graduates holding the highest rank all applied 
for admission to the Training School ; of those holding the 
second rank all but one applied, while of those having the 
lowest ranks a majority did not apply. Of the twenty appli- 
cants the Committee decided to accept sixteen, the basis of 
choice being rank at the Normal School as provided by the 
rules. Two graduates of Wellesley College also applied, and 
were accepted, but of those who were accepted from the Normal 
School three took advantage of the clause in the rules which 
allows accepted applicants to postpone entrance for one year 
and so will not enter until next September, while one with- 
drew without notice, reducing the class to fourteen, all of whom 
have been steadily at work since the beginning of the school year. 

The regular salary paid to women teachers in the primary 
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and grammar schools of Lowell is $600, while every fourth 

primary teacher gets, as principal of a four -room buildings 
$650. When the cost of living and other favorable circunu 

stances are taken into consideration it is believed that this* 
salary is as liberal as that of any other city or town in the: 
state, while it is much higher that that of many places. It 
is true that the $200 paid here for the first year of service 
as member of the practice class in the Training School is less 
than inexperienced teachers usually get elsewhere, if they can 
get employment at all, but the larger salaries paid later com- 
pensate for this fact many times over if one is to make 
teaching a profession. Nor is the large number of teachers 
now in service who have not yet been elected the bugbear 
which it is sometimes made to appear. It is true that there 
are thirty-nine in this class, but every one of them has had 
some work in the past three months, and all but a half dozen 

have had absolutely steady work at $2.25 a day since the 

opening of the present school year. A large proportion of 
them are certain of an election next March, and substitute 

and temporary teachers bid fair to be so scarce in T900 that 

the Committee is already considering the question of increasing 
the size of the next practice class to meet a probable defi- 
ciency in our supply of teachers. At this writing every graduate 

of the Training School is at work at a salary of not less 
than $2.25 a day, and for almost every one employment in 
1900 and afterwards must be practically continuous.

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KINDERGARTENS. 

There has been no change in the number or character of 
Kindergartens during the year, and the only change of loca- 
tion has been that of the one at the Training School which 
was moved to the Charles Street Primary School in September, 
a transfer which has resulted in a doubling of attendance as 
before stated. 

The work of our Kindergartens in some lines, especially in 
drawing and setting, has been so noticeably superior as to at- 
tract considerable attention elsewhere. The State Supervisor 
of drawing chose work from Lowell schools to illustrate his 
idea of the possibilities of art in Kindergartens in connection 
with an address on this subject at the International Kinder- 
gartners’ Union in Cincinnati last February, and this caused 
such a demand for further information as to LowelPs work, 
that the preparation of three manuals, one on drawing and two 
on sewing, was immediately begun. Two of these books are 
practically ready for publication, and the third will be issued 
toward the latter part of 1900. These books embody the re 
suits of study and investigation suggested by the Supervisor, 
Miss Devereaux, and worked out in practice in all the Kinder- 
gartens of the city and so are properly published under the 
title of Lowell Systems. The city’s Kindergartens, too, have 
been chosen as the ones, and the only ones, to be represented 
in the Paris exposition next year in connection with the 
exhibit which is to be made of work from the State 
schools. Not resting on past honors, however, the Kinder- 
garten teachers are still sparing no effort to improve them- 
selves and their schools, and nineteen out of the twenty-four 
who hold permanent positions are taking three full post gra- 
duate courses this year in the State Normal School. 
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EVENING SCHOOLS. 

In no class of schools have the changes been as great in 
recent years as in those held in the evening, and these changes 
may make a few words of history appropriate. 

The first evening schools in Lowell were provided through 
the philanthropic efforts of individuals or associations before 

the time when the city had the right even if it had the wish 
to sustain them. In 1851 the Lowell Missionary Association, 
which had then maintained such schools unaided for seven 

years, asked and obtained from the City Council a grant of 
$50 to assist in paying expenses. Similar appropriations, though 
for larger amounts, continued to be made until 1857, though 
the right to make them was questioned and the proposed pay- 
ment of $500 in 1855, was stayed by an injunction from the 

supreme judicial court. In 1857, however, a law was passed 

(sections 7 and 8, chapter 38 of the General Statutes), giving 
to cities and towns full power to open and maintain evening 
schools for the educatian of persons over fifteen years of age. 
The School Committee of that year promptly took advantage 
of the new law, and established as public schools two even- 
ing schools which had previously been conducted by the Rev, 
Horatio Wood as private schools, Mr. Wood being continued 
in charge. The appropriation for .expenses, $450, was too small 
to pay for teachers, and this need was supplied by unpaid 
volunteers to the number of 55, the attendance amounting to 
900, and the schools being kept open two nights in the week. 

This “ union of charitable endeavor and city superintend- 
ence,” lasted for two years, but proved satisfactory to neither 
party and was dissolved in 1859, Mr. Wood reopening one of 
the schools under the auspices of the Missionary Association 
and the other being abandoned. In its place the Committee 
opened schools in the Mann and Green School buildings, pay- 
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ing the men teachers one dollar and the women fifty cents 
per evening, and securing an attendance of 490 pupils. Each 
teacher cared for forty pupils on the average, a number which 
would now be considered far too large, but an examination at 
the close of the term was claimed to have shown most excel- 
lent results. 

The same schools were continued with a slightly larger at' 
tendance in i860, but were thereafter discontinued until 1869, 
when they were reopened, the one at the Mann, being trans- 
ferred to the Free Chapel on Middlesex Street, where the 
average attendance was 107, while the one at the Green had- 
an average of 134. The same schools were continued in 1S7C 
with a principal and eighteen teachers at the Green and a 
principal and four teachers at the Free Chapel. The schools 
were kept forty evenings, with an average attendance of 269, 
and at an expense of $766. One or more police officers were 
assigned to each school to assist in preserving order. The 
next year the length of the school term was increased to 55, 
evenings, and the School Committee refer to the schools with 
much pride as being “ a great success.” In 1872 additional 
schools were opened in Mission School houses near Davis’ 
corner and in Centralville, In 1874 another school was opened 
in the Primary School house on High Street, the term was 
lengthened to 64 evenings, 60 teachers were employed, and 
attendance increased to 595, with such improvement in deport- 
ment that the hope was expressed that the regular services of 
a police officer might eventually be dispensed with. 

In 1883 the legislature of the state first recognized the 
necessity for evening schools by passing a law requiring all 
cities of ten thousand or more inhabitants to maintain evening 
schools for the instruction of persons over the day school age, 
which was then but twelve years. The schools which Lowell 
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had sustained for more than thirty years because their need 
had been recognized henceforth became compulsory. Whether 
this action of the Solons at the State House had any effect 
upon the action of the School Committee cannot now be told ; 
certainly there was no necessary connection, yet it is true that 
the School Committee of 1S83 took the greatest forward step 
which had ever been taken after the schools were first opened, 
the use of day school buildings for evening schools. Before 
this time all evening schools had been held in basements, 
halls, or ward rooms. The statement made a few lines back 
that an evening school was held in the Green School building 
did not mean at all, as it would now mean, that the com- 
fortable seats of regular school rooms were so occupied, but 
only that the basement was the home of an evening school. 
Into such ill-lighted, utterly unventilated and unsanitary quar-. 
ters a lot of long tables were placed around which pupils, 
sometimes numbering several hundreds, sat or stood, with a 
teacher at each table. This was school keeping under difficul- 
ties, surely. Each committee on evening schools, for a dozen 
yearsy had been trying to bolster up its own courage even 
more than trying to influence the community by saying that 
the schools certainly did good, that they were growing better^ 
that they ought to be sustained, and so on, but the fact was 
they all knew that there was so much that was bad about 
them that they did not know what to do with them. To 
civilize the scholars the first and most necessary thing was 
to give them the quarters and the treatment due to civilized 
beings, and to better treatment pupils responded in kind, as 
they always do. It is not to be supposed that a change of 
quarters cured all ills at once ; there was still much to do, 
but it was a great step in the right direction and the schools 
have been growing better ever since. In 1S84-5 schools were 
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held in nine school buildings, and the average daily attendance, 
which had averaged about 500 for several years, rose to 841. 

In 1885 the next great advance was made in the election 
of a special supervisor for the evening schools. Henceforth 
they were to be no longer a mere appendage to the more 
important day schools ; they were to be a department , by 
themselves, with a recognized head of their own. Mr. John 
A. Smith, the first supervisor, was admirably adapted to his 
work, and to him from this time on the evening schools owe 
more than to any other one man. In his first report he re- 
cognized and emphazied the one remaining need of the schools, 
last but not least by any means, the need of able, earnest 
and experienced teachers. Into the High School he got six 
college graduates and three specialists in a corps of nine 
teachers, and if he did not secure equal efficiency in all the 
elementary schools it was not his fault. 

In 1887 legislature again showed its interest in evening 

school education by passing a law making attendance upon 
such schools compulsory for all minors over 14 years of age 
who cannot already read and write in English. This at once 
brought into the schools many who though ignorant were in- 
different to the advantages of education, and so largely in- 
creased the attendance, which rose in 1878 to 1,505. From 
this time on attendance increased every year until it reached 
high water mark with an average of 1912 in 1S93-4. Since 
that time it has decreased. The hard times of the next four 
years prevented as many illiterates from coming to Lowell as 
would otherwise have sought work in our mills and so have 
swelled our evening schools, while of those who remained in 
the city nearly all had learned to read and write, a result due 
in very many cases to excellent work done in the very schools 
whose numbers showed the greatest falling off. The average 
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attendance in the schools this year has been 1553, the attend- 
ance being greatly decreased this winter, beyond any doubt, by 
the fact that many who would be glad to come are forced to- 
work evenings in those mills which are doing night work. It 
seems probable, too, that an excessive number of exemptions 
have been given for alleged physical incapacity. No one has 
been exempted without a physician’s certificate of disability 
endorsed by one of the ward physicians. When, however, ex- 
emptions of this kind had reached 188 in the first five or six 
weeks of the term it was decided to grant no more, and some 
of those already granted were withdrawn. If a person is able 
to work it seems fair to assume that he is able to go to 
school in all but a few exceptional cases, and in such cases 
only will exemptions be granted in the future. And if the 
statement here made saves a hundred or two young men and 
young women from paying fifty cents apiece for doctor’s certi- 
ficates it will at least serve one useful purpose. 

A class for advanced pupils, the beginning of a High 
School, wa,s opened in 1S76, in the hall of the Green School 
house, with one teacher at $2 per evening and 25 or 30 pu- 
pils. In 1S80 it was driven from its first home by the coming 
of an evening drawing school to ’the Green School hall, and 
found an abiding place, which would now seem to us much 
more like a hiding place, on the third floor of the Worthen 
Street building. Its numbers had not materially increased, and 
one teacher still sufficed, though another was added in 1891. 
Two years later the school was moved to rooms in the High 
School building on Kirk Street, and numbers doubled at once. 
In 1885 the school had grown to an average attendance of 
219 with nine teachers. In 1SS6 a course of study was made 
looking to a diploma at its completion, and three years later 
there was graduated a first class of twelve. Chemistry had 
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been taught for several years, but a regular course in this 
study was first arranged in 1889, and three students graduated 
in it in 1892. A class in stenography and typewriting was 
also represented by two graduates in a two-years’ course in 
the same year. A business course, first arranged in 1899, is 
now proving very popular, having an average number belonging 
of 76. The school is now so well established that it can make 
all its courses thorough and systematic, and for students who 
can only command their evenings its advantages cannot, we 
believe, be duplicated anywhere in the city. The school now 
employs eighteen teachers, and has an average attendance of 
about 450 students. The curriculum includes arithmetic, book- 
keeping, penmanship, English grammar and literature, rhetoric, 
algebra, geometry, general history, civics, chemistry, French, 
German, stenography, typewriting, elocution, commercial arith- 
metic, commercial law, and business correspondence. 

The evening schools as a whole now include eleven Ele- 
mentary Schools and one High School with an average attend- 
ance of about 1,500, They are held four evenings in the 
week, from 7.15 to 9.15 o’clock. They give employment to 
132 teachers, and cost for the term of 1898-9, $13,477 for 
salaries of teachers and janitors, a sum less by $4,738 than 
three years ago. In the Elementary Schools a majority of 
those who attend are simply learning to read, write and spell, 
and to do some such work in numbers as is required in the 
life of all citizens. The schools, however, all have advanced 
rooms where grammar, composition, history, geography, ad- 
vanced arithmetic, etc., are taught. They are graded as far as 
possible, and graduate classes for the evening High School 
each year. The number of pupils to the teacher averages 
about fifteen, an average of less than twelve in any one school 
being followed by a reduction of the teaching force. Nearly

rail the teachers have had long experience in the work, are 
well qualified for it, and should be retained as long as they 
are willing to serve. Such qualifications are required of even- 
ing school teachers (those who are not graduates of a High 
School being required to pass an examination to get a sixth 
grade certificate) as to bar out those of very deficient scholar- 
ship, but among those who manage to get certificates there is 
still a very wide difference in ability and zeal, and the oppor- 
tunity to greatly serve the schools and their pupils by the 
exercise of a wise discretion in appointments is very great. 
In the High School none but college graduates should be ap- 
pointed unless under very exceptional circumstances.

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FREE EVENING DRAWING SCHOOL. 

The Evening Drawing School began its fail term this year 
with a larger attendance in its machine class than ever before. 
About 200 applications for admission to this class were re- 
ceived, but accommodations could only be found for 175, 
though additional tables were put in until the last inch of 
space had been utilized. One new teacher has been employed, 
and the time heretofore devoted to record keeping by the 
principal has been saved to him by the employment of a clerk 
at a dollar an evening The other classes are well filled, and 
the usual good work is being done. 

This school was represented in a State exhibit of drawing 
in Boston in October, and its display of art work was univer- 
sally admired, being in some respects at least unsurpassed by 
anything of the kind in the whole exhibit.

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SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AND TRUANCY. 

So far as I can judge truants and scholars absent from 
school under suspicious circumstances have never been looked 
after more promptly and more effectively than in the past year. 
Supplies, too, have been promptly delivered in almost all cases 
and the whole work of the Truant Department has been very 
satisfactory. Not all absentees have been dealt with as effec- 
tively as teachers could wish, it is true, but there are often 
home reasons for clemency which would have to be seen to 
be appreciated. Forty truants have been sent to the Truant 
School, a larger number than has been so cared for by any 
other city in the State except Boston, though less, undoubt- 
edly, than the number who have deserved to go, or who would 
have been benefited by going. The work of the officers is 
given in detail in a statistical table which follows this report. 

The County Truant School at North Chelmsford still con- 
tinues to win approbation as a model institution of its kind. 
Not all who are sent there are permanently reformed, it is true, 
but all who stay there have been for a time under the best 
influence, and if they remain untouched the fault is not that 
of the school. 

In conclusion I wish to express in more than a formal way 
my high appreciation of the work of the teachers of the city, 
and my gratitude to them and to all who have been asso- 
ciated with me in the work of the schools for kindly considera- 
tion and efficient assistance. To every member of the School 
Committee, too, I owe hearty thanks for generous confidence 
and loyal support.

The above table is intended as an approximate estimate of the relative 
importance of the different studies, and teachers are at liberty to vary the 
time for each study within such reasonable limits as circumstances may 
require. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 


FIRST YEAR. 

FIRST HALF 

Reading. — Teach by the sentence and word method, begin* 
ning with script letters on the blackboard, and later using the 
Monroe, Burt or Appleton Chart and the first lessons in the 
First Reader. As soon as a few words are learned use phonic 
analysis to secure distinct articulation and assist in the recog- 
nition of new words. Consult on the subject of phonetics 
Ward's “ Manual of Instruction for the Rational Method in 
Reading,” and the Connecticut school document entitled “ Pho- 
netics in Teaching Reading.” 

Writing. — Short sentences from blackboard copy. 

Language. — Object: (i) To secure the confidence of the 
children and make them feel at home in school ; (2) to in- 
crease their vocabulary; and (3) to accustom them to express 
their thoughts in simple and correct forms of speech. 

Lead the children to talk freely about things with which 
they are familiar, and to reproduce short stories told them by 

the teacher. Require complete statements, correct forms of 
speech and distinct articulation, using great care, however, 
that corrections are not made in a way to repel confidence or 
lessen interest. The importance of making children enjoy the 
first weeks of school life cannot be overestimated. Memory 

gems, brief maxims, and short selections of poetry, should be 
learned and recited in this and all succeeding grades. History 
and literature in the form of short stories told by the teacher and 
reproduced orally by the children should have some place from 
the first, care being taken to have such stories very simple as 

well as short. The very excellent courses of study prepared 

by Dr. Edmund, principal of the Training School, on ‘‘Oral 
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and Written Language,” on “ Reading and Literature/’ and on 
“ History ” contain many valuable suggestions and directions in 
the line of the work desired, for which space is lacking in 
this very brief outline. These courses can be had at the office 
of the Superintendent of Schools, and should be in the hands 
of every teacher of the primary and grammar schools. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers from one to five, inclusive. Add, 
multiply, subtract, and divide, developing all processes by the 
aid of objects. Consult Wentworth and Reed’s “ First Steps 
in Number/’ Baldwin’s “ Industrial Arithmetic,” and Speer’s 
“ Primary Arithmetic ” in this and succeeding grades. 

Nature Study. — Lessons to recognize and name a few com- 
mon plants, animals and minerals, and to note single qualities 
of each. Teach only from observation and experiment. The 
“ Outline Course ” prepared by the N. E. Conference of Edu- 
cational Workers will be supplied to each school, and may be 
used as a manual. Consult also Miss Newell’s 4 ‘ Lessons in 
Botany.” Cooke’s “ Nature Myths ” and Lovejoy’s “ Nature 
in Verse ” are recommended for reading in this and succeed- 
ing grades. 

Physiology. — Oral lessons, teaching the names and uses of 
the external parts of the body, and the simplest rules of 
health. Consult Prince’s “ Courses and Methods,” pages 173 
and 195. The order of topics prepared by Dr. Dunton of the 
Boston Normal School, and printed on page 196 of the above 
mentioned book, may profitably be followed in this and all 
succeeding grades. Teach the effect of the use of alcoholic 
stimulants and narcotics as required by the laws of the State. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Public Statutes 
of the Commonwealth and printed on page 30 of the Rules 
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of the School Committee, in this and all succeeding grades. 
Mrs. Dewey’s “ How to Teach Manners,” or Miss Wiggings 
“ Lessons on Manners,” may serve as a manual. 

Music and Drawing. — Throughout the course as directed by 
the special teacher of each of these branches. 

SECOND HALF. 

Heading. — Franklin First Reader and supplementary readers. 
Continue phonics with much drill on phonograms and their 
blending into words. See that every phrase is spoken as a 

whole. In this, as in all grades, the aim is to secure a full 

comprehension of the thought, natural expression, distinct arti- 

culation, correct pronunciation, and ready utterance. 

If the last part of the First reader proves too difficult for 
the first year leave a part to be finished the second year. 

Writing. — Sentences from the blackboard, chart, and slips 
prepared for the purpose. The teaching of spelling will be 
included in the same exercise. See Ward’s manual, page 29. 
If all the letters of the alphabet have not been learned by 
the pupil by the end of the year, unconsciously, give a little 

special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Language. — Objects : to increase the pupils’ stock of ideas 
and words, and to facilitate the expression of thought in cor- 
rect forms of speech. 

Conversational lessons as in the first half, carefully correct- 
ing all errors of expression. In this respect every lesson in 
this and all succeeding grades should be a language lesson. 
History and literature continued. Whenever possible make 
stories more interesting by showing pictures. Begin writing 
short sentences, and teach the capital at the beginning of the 
sentence, the capital I, and the period and interrogation mark. 
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Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to ten, inclusive 
Use objects, but discard them gradually as facts are learned, 
and give much drill in applied and abstract work. Arabic 
and Roman notation to ten (and further, so as to enable pu- 
pil to tell page, lesson and paragraph in the reading book, at 
the option of the teacher.) Teach and use the signs -f-, — > 
X, U — > and have their use begun by pupils. Teach, ob- 
jectively, the fractions ; coins from one cent to ten cents 
pint, quart, inch. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. Teach only 
the most general arid obvious features, and assist pupils to 
find out all facts for themselves as far as possible. 

Physiology. — As in the first half. In connection with names 
and uses, teach the proper care of the hair, teeth, nails, etc. 

Do not try to teach too much ; only general facts which are 

within the range of the pupils’ observation are wanted. Show 
importance of cleanliness, exercise, proper clothing, good food/ 
pure air, etc., in this and succeeding grades. 

SECOND YEAR 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Second Reader,, 
and supplementary readers, with phonetic drill as before. The 
ideal in this and all succeeding grades of the primary course 
is to have thoughts given as wholes with no hesitating over 

or at the separate words. To enable pupils to do this all 

new and difficult words should be pronounced and their mean- 
ing explained before oral reading is begun. Then, by ques- 
tioning, make sure that the pupil fully understands what he 
has seen in print, and allow him to read, orally, only when 
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he is ready to do so without halt or break. Make haste 
slowly, and give pupils much easy reading, rather than a little 
which is difficult. 

Writing. — Sentences and words as in the first year, and 
from dictation. Use capitals, the period and the question 
mark. As before the same exercise should teach spelling. 
Oral spelling may also be begun at the option of the teacher. 
Teach children to spell their own names and the names of 

places or objects in which they are interested. 

Language — Teach the use of good English by illustration 
in readings and story telling, using for this purpose selections 

simple enough to be suited to the children and yet such as 

are in good literary form, and give practice in very simple 
reproductions, both oral and written. Have children copy 
sentences, bits of poetry, etc., and memorize appropriate selec- 
tions. In written exercise's teach the use of such marks of 
punctuation as their composition requires, and of such capital 
letters and abbreviations as are needed. The literature best 
* adapted to this grade is that of fairy tales and folk, lore 

stories, and the history is that of mythology and legend. 
Local history should receive a prominent place, and such 

stories as those of Columbus, the Pilgrims, Washington, etc., 

would be appropriate. Suit history to holidays as “ The First 
Thanksgiving,” to November, etc. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations and 
and combinations, to twenty. Objects may be used if neces- 
sary, but ought not to be greatly needed. Simple operations 

in small fractions and in denominate numbers also continued. 
Teach pupils to read the signs — , etc., and to use them 

as well as know their meaning. 
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Geography. — Teach cardinal directions, applying the terms 
north, south, etc., to all objects near enough to the school- 
house to be within range of the child’s observation or knowl- 
edge, and give easy oral lessons at appropriate times on na- f 
tural objects and phenomena, as sun, clouds, rain, etc. Note 
temperature as warm, hot or cold, and the weather as sunny, 
cloudy or rainy. Consult Forye’s Primary Geography in this 
and all other primary grades. 

Nature Study. — Work of the first year continued and ex- 
tended. Of plants name parts, as stem, leaf, bud, etc. Name 
parts and note habits of animals, birds, insects, etc. Remem- 
ber that no lesson is worth giving which does not thoroughly 
interest the pupil at the time, and tend to increase his regard 
for the natural objects which are all about him. Have pupils 
draw and describe, orally and in writing. Wood’s “First Na- 
tural History Reader,” and Wright’s “ Seaside and Wayside, 
No. i” are provided as supplementary reading in this and 
succeeding grades. 

Physiology. — The senses: the eye and sight; the ear and 
hearing. Teach only the most general features, any thorough 
study of the anatomy of the eye or ear being wholly out of 
place. Teach by observation and experiment as far as possible. 
Temperance teaching as before. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Second Reader completed. Phonic drill 
continued and emphasized. If pupils cannot easily complete 
the Second Reader, omit the last part, and substitute easy 
reading from supplementary readers. 

Writing. — On paper, from blackboard copy, from dictation, 
and from print as found in the reading book. 
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Spelling. — Words of the reading lesson copied by pupils 
either from the book or from the teacher’s blackboard writing, 
and afterwards written from dictation, or spelled orally, or 
both. Teach the spelling also of terms used in other studies, 
and of objects like articles of food or clothing with which 
children are familiar. 

Language. — As in the first half. Oral and written exercises. 
Continue to give attention to capitals and the most common 
marks of punctuation. History and literature as in the first 
half. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, to fifty, with drill 
as in the first half. Give much practice in oral examples, 
with abstract numbers involving several operations, for rapid 
work. Roman notation to fifty. Coins and dollar sign ; pint, 
quart, gallon; pint, quart, peck, bushel; inch, foot, yard; hour, 
day, week, month, year; dozen. Fractions, 

Geography. — Continue work of first half, and begin the 
work of recognizing and naming bodies of land and water 
which are within the range of the pupils’ observation, as hill, 
valley, river, brook, etc. Field lessons are strongly recom- 
mended. With growing plants in the school-room, teach effects 
of too great heat or 'cold, lack of moisture, etc. 

Nature Study. — As in the first half. Experiment with seeds 
planted in pots in the school-room. Have children gather 
cocoons, and watch for the change into moths and butterflies. 
Make regard for animal life an integral part of all lessons on 
animals. Observe, draw, describe. 

Physiology. — The senses continued ; the nose and smell ; 
the tongue and taste ; touch. Show the use and value of all 
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the senses, and the ill effects of abuse, including under the 
latter topic the effects of alcohol and tobacco. Be careful not 
to lessen influence by over-statements. 

THIRD YEAR. 

FIRST HALF. 

Reading. — The first half of the Franklin Advanced Second 
Reader, and supplementary readers. The habit of reproducing 
that which has been read, usually orally, but sometimes in 
writing, which should have already been begun, becomes in 
this and succeeding grades a matter of the greatest importance, 
and every reading lesson should have in connection with it 
some work of this kind. 

Writing. — On paper with pen or pencil, and in the writing 
book wijh pen. In all written work in language, nature study, 
etc., insist on order, neatness, and the very best penmanship 
of which the pupil is capable. 

Spelling. -Words and sentences copied from the reading 
book, and afterwards written from dictation. New words in 
the reading lessons spelled orally, and afterwards written in 
sentences. Be sure that no pupil is called upon to spell a 
word the meaning of which is not known. Insist upon correct 
spelling in all written work. Give much drill on familiar words 
which are often misspelled, but do not consider it necessary to 
teach the spelling of all the difficult and uncommon words 
which are found in the reading book. 

Language. — Oral and written exercises. Review, continue, 
and extend all work of previous grades. Teach different forms 
of sentences, the use of is, are ; was, were ; did, done ; saw, 
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seen, etc. ; the correct use in sentences of some synonyms, .as 
big, large; like, love, etc.; and a few homonyms, as fore, 
four; write, right; no, know, etc.; the use of capitals with 
proper names, some abbreviations and such punctuation as is 
needed in the written work done by the pupils. 

The work in history and literature may be extended some- 
what, both in use and in subjects. A little written reproduc- 
tion may be added to the oral, and stories for literary culture 
may include myths, fables and folk lore such as are given by 
Hawthorne in his “ Wonder Book,” or Scudder in his collec- 
tion of folk lore tales. In myths, choose those of natural 
objects as “ Ulysses .and the Bag of Winds,” etc. History 
may include more stories of noted men and events. The his- 
tory of Lowell is worthy of much attention, especially the 
stor3 T of its founding. Note use of Indian names as Wamesir. 
Merrimack, Pawtucket, etc. Use pictures when possible. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, Arabic and Roman 
notation, to one hundred. Drill as before on rapid, applied, 
and abstract work, and give much attention to adding nunv 
bers in columns, and to the multiplication table. Review and 
extend all previous work, especially that in fractions and de- 
nominate numbers. To fractions previously studied add twelfths. 

Geography. — Teach as many land and water surfaces as can 
be brought within the range of observation (names, not defini- 
tions), and, by the aid of pictures, begin to develop some 
knowledge of objects beyond vision. Field lessons and sand 
modeling, if possible. Consult Frye’s “ Brooks and Brook 
Basins,” and “ Child in Nature.” 

Nature Study. — Observation lessons on familiar plants, 

animals, and minerals continued, to include some knowledge of 
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parts, habits, uses, qualities, etc., with comparisons noting re- 
semblances and differences. In the study of minerals consult 
Crosby’s “ Common Minerals and Rocks ” and Richards’ 
tfe First Lessons in Minerals.” Read in this year, “ Wood’s 
Second Natural History Reader” and “Seaside and Wayside, 
No. 2.” Consult Ricks’ “Natural History Lessons.” 

Physiology. — The bones, teeth, skin and muscles. Teach 
few names, and only the most general features, giving special 
attention to the laws of health. Temperance teaching continued. 

SECOND HALF. 

Reading. — Franklin Advanced Second Reader completed, and 
supplementary readers. Continue phonics and enunciation ex- 
ercises. 

Writing. — Copy book No. 2, with pen, and paper with pen 
or pencil, as before. 

Spelling. — A s in the first half. 

Language.— -Results to be accomplished : At the end of this 
year pupils should be able to reproduce the thoughts of others, 
whether read silently by themselves or told them by the 
teacher, and to express their own thoughts on any subject: 
clearly within the limits of their own knowledge in fairly 
correct and appropriate forms of speech. They should have 
some knowledge of the simplest form of letter-writing, and 
should know the usual marks of punctuation, the common ab- 
breviations, and the proper use of capital letters. 

The work to be done is best indicated by the above state- 
ment. Consult Tarbell’s “ Lessons in Language,” of which 
Part I will be the work for pupils in the first half of the.- 
lourth year. 
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Arithmetic. — Numbers to one hundred and forty-four. Arabic 
and Roman notation to one thousand. Review and extend the 
work of all previous grades. To be ready for promotion to a 
grammar school, children should be able to add columns of 
figures to a total of ioo rapidly and accurately; to know the 
multiplication table to twelve times twelve; to use all the 
common tables of denominate numbers in simple reductions ; 
to find fractional parts of all numbers less than 144 which 
are multiples of the denominators of fractions to and including 
twelfths ; and to add, subtract, multiply, and divide small 
fractions, like £, £, and 

Geography. — Continue work of first half and review and ex- 
tend work of all previous grades. Teach by observation as far 
as possible, and then, by the use of pictures, as many bodies 
of land and water as is possible. Observe, draw, model, and 
describe. 

Nature Study. — Lessons as in the first half. 

Physiology. — Circulation, respiration and digestion. As be- 
fore, avoid teaching too much, and make the instruction as 
practical as possible by relating each fact learned to some 
simple and easily followed law of health. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

FOURTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Franklin Third Reader and supplementary reading 
of the same grade. For reading to pupils it is hoped that 
teachers will obtain from the city library and elsewhere many 
books from which to get selections not to be found in regular 
text books. Correlate history and geography with reading by 
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the use of stories of heroes either real or mythological, and 
by accounts of strange countries and unique productions. 

Spelling. — Words in common use, orally and in writing. By 
definition, or use* in sentences, make sure that pupils under- 
stand the meaning of all words given for a lesson. Make 
every written exercise a lesson in spelling. Select words for 
practice from all text books used, and for supplementary drill 
use Worcester’s New Pronouncing Speller : First half to page 
29 ; second half to page 47. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to 1000. Daily oral drill in numbers 
to 100, as in the primary schools. Written work/ with num- 
bers expressed by not more than three figures, in addition, 
subtraction, multiplication and division, no multiplier or divisor 
to be larger than 9. Use terms, sum, product, multiplier, etc., 
but do not require definitions. Give problems in dollars and 
cents, using the dollar sign and decimal point. Continue the 
drill of the primary school in easy reductions of denominate 
numbers. Teach thoroughly the reduction, addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division of the fractions, 4 -? a. 

illustrating all processes by objects, but using the written ex- 
pression from the first. Second half, continue and extend all 
work of the first half. Notation and numeration to 1,000,000. 
Multiplication with multipliers large enough to be expressed by 
two or three figures, and long division, no divisor larger than 
25. Decimals to thousandths in addition and subtraction, and 
in multiplicands and dividends in multiplication and division. 

Language. — Teach the sentence as the unit of thought, its 
four kinds, and its division into subject and predicate. Have 
much oral work and give such written exercises as shall re- 
view and extend knowledge of the pioper use of capitals, 
punctuation marks, and abbreviations. TarbelFs and De Garmo’s 
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first books on language should be consulted for suggestions 
much fuller than can be given here. Continue the story tell- 
ing and readings of the previous grades, and extend the 
amount and range of selections for memorizing. Continue let- 
ter writing both original and from dictation, using, however, 
in this grade, only the simplest forms. Second half, continue 
work of the first half, and for new work teach the use of the 
plurals and possessives of nouns. 

Geography. — The earth as a whole, with land and water 
forms ; the air, winds, dew, rain, snow, etc. Teach by ob- 
servation as far as possible, relating that which is beyond 
vision to that which has been observed as far as can be done, 
and using pictures to still further assist the imagination. 
Second half, the use of globes and maps and a brief general 
study of the hemispheres and their grand divisions, North 
America, the United States as a whole, and the New England 
and Middle States more in detail. 

History. — As many stories should be read by the pupils, or 
told or read to them by the teacher, as time will permit, but 
the number of facts to be required for reproduction should be 
very few, probably not more than could be written on a page 
of foolscap, or told by a class in the time of a single recita- 
tion. These few, however, should be learned with the utmost 
exactness and thoroughness ; they should be planned to form 
the basis of all future study of the history of the United 
States from Columbus to McKinley ; should include a few dates 
like 1492, 1776, etc., — a half dozen will do very well, but 
these few should be so learned as to be recalled as automat- 
ically as the child would recall his own name. In the recita- 
tion of facts intended to be mastered no mistakes should be 
lolerated ; nine-tenths of the teaching, however, should not have 
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the memorizing of facts, names and dates as any part of its 
object, but should aim to quicken interest, broaden vision, 
stimulate patriotism and develop character through appreciation 
of courage, loyalty and virtue as exemplified in the heroes of 
history. Use pictures, relics, etc., to increase interest as far 
as possible, and remember that whatever else is accomplished 
the lesson is a failure which does not leave the class with a 
desire for further study. 

Nature Study. — Continued study of plant life, emphasizing 
the changes from flower to fruit and seed ; continued study of 
animals for recognition, habits, and adaptation of parts; second 
half, more detailed study of the plant and its parts, with 
conditions of germination and growth, such as need of air, 
light, warmth, moisture and proper soil ; pebbles, sand and 
clay with reference to life history of rocks. 

Writing, Drawing and Music as directed by the supervisors 
of these branches in this and succeeding grades. Sewing under 
direction of the special teacher in this and the next two 
grades. 


FIFTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Fourth Reader, and Supplementary Books. 
For suggestions see' Miss Edmund’s course for this year. 

Spelling. — -As in the fourth year, with words for supple- 
mentary drill. First half to page 69 in the authorized text 

book ; second half to page 93. 

Arithmetic. — Continue all the work of the previous year. 

Whatever else is omitted see that oral drill and rapid written 

work with small numbers are given prominent places on the 

programme. In written work give many examples and problems 
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with small numbers, rather than a few with large numbers. 
Long division with divisors of not more than three figures. 
In addition to constant practice with fractions already learned, 
teach an d continue practice in the use of decimals and 

denominate numbers. In the use of the authorized text book 
omit all the examples involving long and tedious operations 
with large numbers ; second half, continue work of the first 
half. Teach fractions to and including twenty-fourths. ' Teach 
least common multiple when needed as a means of finding the 
least common denominator of fractions, and factoring and can- 
cellation w’hen needed for practical use. Extend work of 
previous years in denominate numbers to include all simple 
reductions. 

Language. — Dictation, reproduction, description, narration work 
and letter writing continued. For new work teach the use of 
adjectives, with their comparisons, and pronouns. Second half 
continue work of first half with careful attention to the use of 
punctuation marks, capitals, etc., and complete the study of the 
use of the parts of speech not already learned as outlined in 
TarbelFs Lessons from page 156 to the end of the book. 

Geography. — Complete the study of the groups of states 
which compose the United States, and of South America. 
Second half, teach of Europe, Asia, Africa and Oceania, mak- 
ing the work simple, general and elementary, as would be 
suggested by the authorized text books. 

History. — First ascertain exactly what facts were taught in 
the fourth year, and review the same so thoroughly and con- 
stantly that no one of them shall escape. Second, add about 
as many new facts, dates, etc., as were mastered in the last 
year, and teach them with the same thoroughness and intensity 
as was then demanded. Cover the whole period of the history 
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of civilized man in America, selecting the new matter of thib 
year so as to fill out and supplement the exceedingly brief 
outline of the previous year, and relate our history to that of 
the woild’s whole past as far as such relation is natural and 
helpful. In teaching a few, a very few, indispensable things 
be satisfied with nothing less than perfection, and for the rest 
and by far the most of the time have pupils read and enjoy 
the stories which are the life of history without attempting to 
burden them with the recollection of all they read. Correlate 
with geography, make and use maps, draw, use pictures, make 
collections, etc., etc. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees, for recognition by differ* 
ences in size, form, leaves, bark, etc. ; study of one insect, as 
grasshopper, butterfly or moth, as type ; gather cocoons and 
note metamorphosis. Second half, study of plants and their 
growth continued, emphasizing roots and stems; of rock forming 
minerals, as quartz, mica, feldspar, hornblende, etc. Note use 
as building stones. 

Physiology. — Book No. i of the Union Series as a reader, 
with such comment and instruction in this and succeeding 
grades as shall comply with the following law of this State : 
“ Physiology and hygiene, which shall include special instruc- 
tion as to the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and nar- 
cotics on the human system shall be taught as a regular 
branch of study to all pupils in schools supported by public 
money.” 

SIXTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — As before, correlate spelling with every subject 
taught. Make every written exercise a lesson in spelling, and 
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tor supplementary drill use the authorized text book ; first 
half, to page hi ; second half, to page 125. 

Arithmetic. — Continue oral drill and rapid written work 
with small numbers. Review and extend work in fractions but 
do not attempt to master the too difficult problems of the text 
book. Teach decimals more fully than before, and give many 
problems involving the use of United States money and the 
reduction of denominate numbers. Second half, continue all 
work of first half. Practice in compound numbers should in- 
clude all common reductions, but should omit the addition, 
subtraction (with the exception of the subtraction of dates), 
multiplication and division of compound numbers as such, 
longitude and time, metric equivalents, etc. 

Language and Grammar.— First half, ( a ) Language : — A 
careful review of the work of previous years, as suggested by 
the first 14 pages of the authorized text book. Suggest and, as 
far as possible, provide abundance of good selections of both 
poetry and prose for pupils’ reading in this and all higher 
grades. Draw liberally on the Public Library. See that at 
least one brief selection or memory gem is memorized each 
month. 

(b) Grammar. — (1) The analytic study of the sentence, 
subject and predicate, essential and complete ; (2) the classifi- 
cation of words according to their use in [. sentences , to include 
nouns and pronouns. (South worth and Goddard, pp. 77-98). 

Second half, (a) Language.— Review and extend the knowl- 
edge and practice of letter writing, including the heading, 
address, salutation, body, complimentary ending, signature and 
superscription, as suggested in the text book, pages 14 to 36. 

(b) Grammar. — The classification of words continued to in- 
clude all the parts of speech not already studied (pp. 98-126). 
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Geography. — Mathematical, physical and political. Geography 
of the earth as a whole, with a general study of the hemi- 
spheres, as outlined in the first 26 pages of Butler’s Complete 
Geography. Second half, North America, the United States as 
a whole, and the New England and Middle States in detail. 

History. — Treat the work of the fourth and fifth years in 
history exactly as the teacher of fifth year was instructed to 
treat that of the year preceding her own, and make a few 
additions in accordance with the plan and in the spirit here- 
tofore suggested. 

Nature Study. — Study of trees continued. In spring em- 
phasize clusters of flowers, maple, elm, horse chestnut, etc., and 
in fall tree fruits and the dispersion of seeds. Study of birds, 
grouping according to habits ; e. g. aerial — perchers ; terrestrial 
— scratchers; aquatic — swimmers, and the adaptation of parts to 
these habits. 

Physiology. — Book No. 2 of the Union Series as a reading 

O 

book, with comment and instruction as before. 

SEVENTH YEAR. 

Reading. — Franklin Intermediate and supplementary readers. 

Spelling. — Work of the sixth year continued. For supple- 
mentary drill use the text book : First half to page 135 : 
second half to page 145. 

Arithmetic. — Review constantly the work of all preceding 
years, but especially the work in fractions and denominate 
numbers. For advance work take up percentage, with applica- 
tions to profit and loss, insurance, brokerage, taxes, etc. 
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Second half, to work of first half add interest, simple and 
compound, with applications to promissory notes and discounts 
at banks. 

Language and Grammar. — First half, ( a ) Language : — To the 
letter writing, dictation and reproduction exercises of the pre- 
vious year add narrative writing, with careful attention to 
capitals, punctuation and paragraphing as before. 

C b) Grammar. — Sentence building; the base of a sentence, 
with modifiers; sentence analysis (pp. 126-156.) 

Second half, (o) Language. — The work of the first half con- 
tinued and extended. It is of far more importance to any pupil 
that he should be able to write a properly arranged and well- 
worded letter or express himself tersely and clearly in orderly 
narration than that he should know much of technical grammar, 
and excellence in the latter should never be sought at the ex- 
pense of the former. 

(b) Grammar. — Structure of sentences continued, reviewing 
and extending work of past years. Begin the classification of 
x he parts of speech according to kind, form a?id use; nouns 
( pp . 156-183.) 

Geography. — Atlantic, Gulf and Central States ; second half. 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific States and Territories, British 
America, Mexico, the Central American Republic and other 
States, and West Indies. 

History. — Discovery, exploration and conquest of America to 
date of first permanent English settlement in greater detail than 
before, but with constant use of the outline already learned, 
using the order of the authorized text books. Relate the history 
of this country as fully as possible to the European, and 
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especially to the English history which preceded it Second half, 
the settlement of North America to the .beginning of the 
French and Indian war. 

Nature Study. — Grains and grasses in the fall ; rose family 
in spring. For animal study specialize on some typical family, 
as e. g. for marine animals, the oyster or clam, the lobster 
or crab. Compare with vertebrates (fish). For work in miner- 
als, the study of some common metals and their ores, as 
iron, copper, etc. 

Physiology. — First half, food and digestion ; second half, the 
blood, blood vessels and circulation. General facts relating to 
laws of health are to be emphasized rather than minor details 
of structure. Teach origin and effects of the use of alcohol 
as required by law. 


EIGHTH YEAR. 

Reading. — New Fifth Reader and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — Relate spelling to all other subjects taught as in 
previous years and use the authorized text book for additional 
drill. First half to page 155 ; second half to page 163. 

Arithmetic. — Review the work of all previous years, with 
further applications of the principles of percentage and inter- 
est to stocks and bonds, exchange, etc., and add partnership, 
ratio and proportion. Of subjects treated in the authorized 
text book omit equation of payments, problems in exchange 
involving interest bearing drafts, and the more complicated 
problems in partnership. Second half, involution, evolution, to 
include second and third roots, and mensuration of plane 
surfaces to and including circles. 
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Language and Grammar. — First half, (a) Language — Letter 
writing, reproduction exercises and narrative writing continued, 
with careful attention to capitals, punctuation and paragraphing 
as before. Relate language to all subjects studied by giving 
the preference in the choice of topics to those which are 
suggested by the study of history, geography, etc. 

(b) Grammar. — (i) Analysis and synthesis of sentences con- 
tinued ; (2) Classification of words as to kinds, forms and uses- 
continued, to include pronouns and adjectives, (pp. 183-219.) 

Second half, (a) Language : — To exercises previously sug- 
gested add descriptive writing with subjects chosen as in the 
first half. Do net forget the direction given at the beginning 

of the course that at least one selection each month should 
be carefully memorized by every pupil. 

(b) Grammar:— To a constant review of the work of all 
past years add the study of verbs as to kinds, forms, uses, 
etc. (pp. 219-263.) 

Geography. — South America and Europe. Second half, Asia,. 
Africa, Oceania, with a general study of the principal commer- 
cial routes of the world, and of the chief exports of leading 

commercial ports. * 

History. — The conquest of Canada, and the development of 
the English colonies in America into the United States to the 
time of the Treaty of Paris in 1783. Second half, the estab- 
lishment, growth and history of the Union under the Constitu- 
tion to the administration of Andrew Jackson, 1829. 

Physiologv. — The study of the human body as outlined in 

the authorized text book, Union Series, Book 3, to include 
the respiratory system, the bones, joints and muscles. Second 
half, study of the subject as outlined in the text book com - 

pleted* 
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Nature Study. — Birds, from observation, for recognition, 
knowledge of the time of arrival and departure of those which 
are migratory, habits, food, nesting, etc. Pupils ought at the 
end of the year to know from personal observation a dozen 
kinds. (Several pupils saw and learned to recognize So or 
more varieties in Lowell and its immediate vicinity last year.) 

NINTH YEAR. 

Reading. — New Fifth Reader, Masterpieces of American 
Literature, and other supplementary books. Read and study as 
literature Irving’s Rip Van Winkle and Longfellow’s Evangeline 
in the first half year, and Whittier’s Snow Bound, Hawthorne’s 
Great Stone Face and Lowell’s Vision of Sir Launfal in the 
second. 

Spelling. — As in previous years, with supplementary drill on 
words found in the last part of Worcester’s Speller in the 
first half, and in the whole book in the last half. 

Arithmetic. — General review of the whole subject, emphasiz- 
ing fundamental operations in fractional and denominate num- 
bers. Second half, complete the subject to the extent of the 
authorized text book emphasizing mensuration and other prac- 
tical applications which are given in the text book under the 
heading “ geometry.” 

Algebra. — The expression of quantities by algebraic symbols ; 
the equation, including transposition of terms, solution, verifica- 
tion, etc. ; many problems to be solved by the use of simple 
equations, and the addition and subtraction of integral algebraic 
expressions, with theory of negative quantities, the use of 
parentheses, factoring, etc. Second half, multiplication and 
division of integral algebraic expressions to page 71 in Went- 
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worth's “First Steps in Algebra," with review of the work of 
the first half. The time allowed for the mathematics, one hour 
per week through the year, is to be divided between arithmetic 
and algebra, giving to arithmetic the larger share, as is made 
necessary by the greater amount of work to be done. The 
relation of the two studies, whether they shall be taken together 
or alternated by days, weeks, or months, is left optional with 
the teacher. 

Language and Grammar. — First half, (a) Language . — Con- 
tinue every form of exercise hitherto suggested, with special 
attention to paragraphing and to discrimination in the choice 
of words, synonyms, variety of expression, etc. In letter writ- 
ing add to familiar and business letters, formal notes of in- 
vitation and answers to the same. 

(b) Grammar. — No division of work into first half and 
second half is attempted. In the whole year review and ex- 
tend the work of previous years. 

Geography. — Give special attention to local geography and 
that of the State, and review briefly the mathematical, physical 
and political geography of the earth as a whole, and of the 
United States and other political divisions of North America.. 
Omit geographical study in the last half of the year. 

History. — First half, complete the history of the United 
States to date. Second half, review the whole subject. 

Book-keeping. — One-half the time allotted to penmanship 
may be devoted to book-keeping. 

Nature Study. — Trees from observation. Pupils ought to- 
be able at the end of the year to locate and describe fifty 
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varieties which they have seen in the city. Collections of 
woods are recommended. 

Physics. — (Optional) As outlined in the authorized text book.

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NOTES. 

The school year is divided into two half-years. Pupils are required 
to take three studies each half-year unless excused on account of 
illness. In all courses pupils must take English, either as a full course 
or half-course, through the entire school attendance. In addition to 
this work pupils are required to take general exercises, as Elocu- 
tion, Calisthenics, Military Drill and Music. Each pupil must 
complete six first year, six second year and six third year studies, 
making a total of eighteen for a three years’ diploma. For a four 
years’ diploma, he must complete six fourth year studies additional, 
making a total of twenty-four. 

Pupils who have completed sixteen, ten or four studies will be 
classed respectively as fourth year, third year or second year students. 
Those who have completed a less number for each year will be 
classed respectively as third year, second year and first year students. 

The English Course covers a period of three years; a fourth 
year may be added. It is intended for those pupils who desire a 
special preparation for business. 

The Classical Course covers a period of four years, and in- 
cludes the general studies of a High School. It furnishes prepara- 
tion for admission to the Normal School ; and with the Mathematics 
of the College Course, furnishes preparation for the Institute of 
Technology, the Lawrence Scientific School, and other institutions 
of similar character. 

The College Course furnishes preparation for admission to 
any American College, and may be completed in four or five years, 
at the option of parents or guardians. 

Normal School Course. Mr. Coburn, Principal of the Lowell 
Normal School, is authority for the following selections, to be made 
from the Classical Course, as affording the best preparation for the 
Normal School. First year: Latin, Algebra, English Lessons I, 
Physical Geography, English Half-course I. Second year: Caesar, 
Geometry, Physics and English Half-course II. Third year: French 
.1, Chemistry, Arithmetic, Rhetoric, Physiology, Constitutional His- 
tory. Fourth year: French II, Literature, Astronomy, Geology and 
Botany.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


Office of the Water Board, 
City Hale, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. ist., 1900. 
To His Honor the Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Lowell: 

Complying with the requirements of the city 
ordinances, herewith is presented the twenty-seventh 
annual report of the Water Board for the year 
ending December 31st, 1899. There was but one 
change in the membership of the board, Mr. H. 
C. Taft succeeding Mr. S. H. Jones, whose term 
expired in March. 

It has been our endeavor to maintain the effi- 
ciency of the Water W orks at the high standard 
it has always attained, but being deprived of the 
income from pay for care of fire hydrants and 
street fountains, we have been unable to make any 
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extensive additions to tlie present system ; the 
amount of pipe laid is the smallest since the 
works started. The most important new work has 
been the construction of a shed at the yard for 
the storage and protection of the large amount of 
fittings it is necessary to always have on hand 
and available for use. 

In June a communication was received from 
the State Board of Health advising us that, “the 
State Board has recently made investigations in 
the City of Lowell with reference to the action of 
the public water supplies of the city upon the 
service pipes through which the water is supplied 
the consumers, a large portion of which it appears, 
is of lead.” The State Board further states that, 
“ the Cook and Hydraulic wells contain more car- 
bonic acid, and the Boulevard wells contain less, 
than other places in the State where lead poison 
prevails, and advises that two courses appear to 
be at hand ; one is to remove all lead service pipes 
through which water from the Cook and Hydraulic 
wells is drawn for cooking or drinking, and the 
other is to cease using the Cook and Hydraulic 
well water and extend the Boulevard well system 
to supply the whole city,” under these conditions 
this department will necessarily be put to unusual 
expense either in changing pipes or procuring 
additional water. 
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Upon receipt of this communication the Presi- 
dent and Superintendent were appointed a commitee 
to obtain information toward employing a chemist 
to make complete and exhaustive tests of the water, 
to obtain all the information possible as to the 
nature and conditions under which this action takes 
place, and Professor Charles Harrington of the Har- 
vard Medical School was employed, and over one 
hundred samples of water were sent him, but he 
has not yet rendered his report. 

November 24th, the Board made a request of 
the Massachusetts State Board of Health for their 
assistance in investigating certain sources of water 
supply, such as Beaver Brook above Collinsville, 
Forge Pond, and other places to determine the 
quality and quantity that could be obtained. It 
being apparent from their subsequent report that 
these sources were not available for water supply, 
the Superintendent was then instructed to drive a 
number of experimental wells on Beaver Brook, 
and to drive additional wells at the Boulevard, to 
obtain more water from that source. 

The decision of the court in the suit of K. 
S. Howe, et. ah, against the City, to reclaim land 
on the Boulevard for violation of the terms of 
agreement on account of establishing a pumping 
plant thereon, was adverse to the City; the judg- 
ment of the court being that the land on which 
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Pumping Station No. 4 is situated and all the 
improvements thereon reverts back to Mr. Howe. 
Through the efforts of the City Solicitor, Mr. Howe 
agreed to accept $2,250 for the 3 94-100 acres and 
release all claims, which amount has been paid by 
the Water Works Department. 

During the summer the three houses encroach- 
ing on the Conduit line, mentioned in the last 
report, have been removed, as has also the barn 
of E. T. Genest, so that now the whole line of 
Conduit and Tunnel is free from encumbrance of 
buildings of any kind. 

■ The finances of the department show a grati- 
fying balance, the charges for Avater show a net 
increase of $1,669.83, and while the charges by 
“ rates ” decreased $6,048.33, the charges for metered 
water increased $7,718.16 and the total charge for 
metered water is $48,115.82 in excess of rated 
property. The record shows that almost exactty 
one-lialf of the services in use are metered, and 
while 2,659,464,909 gallons of water were used, 
687,905,250 gallons were consumed through meters, 
that is, one-lialf of the services used one-quarter 
of the water and produced over 60 per cent, on the 


income.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell, Mass., Jan., ist, 1900. 
To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen, — Following is the Superinten- 
dent’s Annual Report of the general condition of 
the Water Works, together with other matters 
appertaining thereto, for the year 1S99, as com- 
manded by City Ordinances. 

The total net quantity of water pumped for 
the year was 2,659,052,210 gallons, an excess of 
206,212,843 gallons over the year 1898. This im- 
mense volume of water was taken exclusively from 
our system of wells ; no difficulty was experienced 
in obtaining a suffiient supply for all demands, 
excepting for about two weeks last January, when 
a long continuous spell of severe cold weather 
caused an unprecedented consumption. During those 
two weeks, however, the wells were tested to their 
utmost capacity and if the low temperature then 
existing prevailed another week, the filter gallery 
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would have to be called into requisition ; or if the 
season previous had been as dry as the last 
summer and fall, it would be extremely doubtful 
as to whether the Department would be able to 
meet the emergency without resorting to the use 
of river water to help out the supply. What the 
outcome will be this winter if a repetition of last 
year’s cold snap occurs is a matter of serious 

concern. One thing is obvious, that with the 
pumpage of water increasing annually, as shown 
in the foregoing figures, in periods of extraordi- 
nary consumption the present number of wells 
cannot be relied upon to supply the demand ; 

especially so, when the limited storage capacity of 
the reservoir is considered. 

Of the total quantity of water consumed dur- 
ing the year, viz. : 2,659,464,909 gallons, more 

than half or 1,596,948,580 gallons was drawn from 
the Boulevard wells. The reason for drawing so 
large a proportion of the supply from this source 
was owing to the report of the State Board of 
Health that the water from these wells acted less 

rapidly on lead pipe than the water from the 

Cook and Hydraulic wells. Otherwise this plant 
would not have been run so hard. 

QUALITY OF THE WATER. 

During the year there was the usual number 
of complaints about rusty and roily water, which 
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were due to a variety of causes, cliief of which, 
as yon are aware, is inherent in the sj^stem of 
direct pumping into the distributing mains. 

Every report of bad water is investigated and 
an effort made to renied}^ the trouble. Sometimes 
relief is given b}^ blowing out the hydrants in 
the street or locality' where the complaint comes 
from. Occasionally the fault is traced to an old 
iron service pipe which, when replaced by a new 
one delivers good water. A singular thing in 
connection with these complaints of bad and rusty 
water, is that it frequently happens that while 
the water is reall}" unfit to use in one house, all 
the other people in the neighborhood have first- 
rate water. In fact, it is very rarely found that 
the water is unsatisfactor} 7 through a whole street; 
the nearest approach to it being on upper Merri- 
mack Street between Cabot and Pawtucket Streets, 
-'here about all the residents suffer more or less 
from muddj r an( l rusty water, and repeated blow- 
ing out of the luMrants affords but slight relief. 
The trouble here is peculiar; the street main is 
a large one, 12 inches in diameter. There may 
be a depression or several of them in the line 
where sediment accumulates to be subsequent^ 
dislodged and forced into the service pipes. Then 
also, it is a long line of pipe without branching 
into side streets. Possibly, if connecting pipes 
were laid from it through Decatur Street to Salem 
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Street and through Spaulding to Moody Street, an 
improvement might result. 

During the past summer, owing to an acci- 
dent to the high service pump causing its stop- 
page, the people living on the heights of Belvidere 
and Centralville using city water were afflicted 
with a dose of Algea, which gave the water a very 
obnoxious odor and taste for a few days. Aside 
from this accident, by furnishing the water direct 
from the pumps all other trouble from Algea was 
avoided. 

Despite the complaints of the water men- 
tioned, which are due to the conditions attending 
its distribution, chemically and bacterially it is as 
good as the best spring water, and if it were not 
for its solvent action upon lead as developed by 
the investigations of the .State Board of Health, 
no better water could be desired. It is both palat- 
able and wholesome as it conies from the wells. ^ 

MAINTENANCE. 

In all corporations and large business con- 
cerns, the word “ maintenance ” covers a multitude 
of things ; so in the conduct of a water works 
plant it is also responsible for many expenditures, 
and one of the most important expenditures charged 
to maintenance being the cost of pumping, it fol- 
lows that whatever tends to reduce that cost, is a 
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move in the right direction. Accordingly, with that 
end in view, it was deemed advisable to again use 
the Morris engine at Pumping Station No. 1. So 
that in the event of the High Duty Worthington 
becoming disabled (which subsequently happened) 
it could be run instead of the Low Duty Worth- 
ington, thereby making a .material saving in coal. 
Thus, after being out of commission three years, 
it was started May 5th and run during the year 
no days, pumping 453,013,120 gallons. While in 
operation it proved economical in the use of steam 
but was not so efficient in other respects. Man 37 
repairs were found necessary in order to keep it 
available. First the packing on the flanged head 
of the receiver had to be renewed ; another time 
the key and gib connecting plunger and bucket 
on water end got loose ; again, the starting lever 
broke. At present it is stopped on account of 
the imperfect working of the high pressure steam 
valves. 

At this station the High Dut}^ Worthington, 
which has done almost all of the pumping since 
it was built in 1892, had to be shut down for 
several weeks owing to the compensating cjdinders 
on No. 1 side of the pump leaking. Both cylin- 
ders were found to be split and in a way that 
didn’t admit of repairing, so two new ones were 
ordered of Henry R. Worthington, the builder of 
the pump. 
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Considerable delay was made in filling the 
order, so while the pump was stopped, the heads 
on the low pressure cylinder were taken off and 
the cylinders examined. They appeared to be in 
good condition, but the ring packing on the 
pistons were stuck so solidly in the grooves that 
three of them were broken in removing. 

For many years the filling and varnishing 
which was put on the front wall of the engine 
room has been scaling and pealing off. The past 

year this was all scraped and re-done with the 

best stock and in a careful, painstaking manner. 
The rest of the walls, windows and floor were 
also touched up, making a great improvement in 
the looks of the room. 

At Pumping Station No. 2, a condensor and 
vacuum pump purchased of the Lowell & Suburban 
Street Railroad has been set up and piped and 
is now ready for use. 

Pumping Station No. 3 being closed most of 
the year, very little repairs were made. 

At the Boulevard Station, No. 4, very little 
was done, excepting the enlarging of the coal bin 

so as to hold nearly a year’s stock of coal. A 

platform scales should be set at this station 
similar to those at the other stations ; then all 
the coal could be weighed as received by the 
Department. 
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The wells at the three plants were cleaned 
last spring by pumping, tripping and flushing 
each individual well and much benefit was derived 
therefrom, particularly at the Boulevard plant, 
where it was again repeated in the fall, each time 
increasing the yield from the wells over a million 
gallons, also decreasing the lift on the pumps. 
Numerous other minor repairs and improvements 
were made in the pumping outfit, such as renew- 
ing valves and valve springs in the pumps, changes 
in piping, rebuilding fire boxes, etc. 

A11 inspection of the filter gallery and conduit 
was made November 12, when the following con- 
ditions were noted. Filter galley, every thing all 
right, bottom and sides clear and clean. Brick 
conduit between inlet chamber and White Street, 
brick work covered with a coating 1-4-inch thick. 

Main tunnel has large deposits of matter pre- 
cipitated from the water. Sand tunnel and 
terminal chamber in good condition. Beside the 
coating observed in the brick conduit, the follow- 
ing defects in the brick work were also noticed. 
Beginning at the centre of manhole on Third 

$ 

Avenue west of Mammoth Road, running toward 
White Street, from 200 to 300 feet depression on 
top, 390 feet large leak on east side, 420 feet, 
another leak on the same side, from 440 to 490 
feet, bad depression, circle flattened downward ; at 
587 feet accumulation of fine sand indicating a 
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leak from tlie bottom, about ioo feet further along 
a number of bricks on the side were found loose. 
At the time of this examination, a large amount 
of sediment was taken out of the inlet chamber, 
but the pumps at the Boulevard could not be 
kept stopped long enough to allow for cleaning 
the conduit. It was, however, flushed out some- 
what by the water from the gallery through the 
blow off at Beaver Brook. 

Some unauthorized person took the liberty 
during the last summer of removing the 3-inch 
plank covering from the two brick wells which 
surround the 30-inch gate and manhole on the 
conduit near Beaver Brook, thus putting the 
Department to the expense of replacing the same. 
The police were notified about tlie depredation and 
if the guilty party was discovered, they would be 
severely prosecuted. 

According to the instructions of Your Honor- 
able Body, more than the usual amount of work 
was done at the reservior the past year. The 
stable and hennery near the keeper’s house were 
removed and the land where they stood graded to 
conform with the rest of the grounds. An addi- 
tion was built to the keeper’s house for a dining 
room and the whole house was thoroughly reno- 
vated and painted inside and out. That part of 
the reservoir lot facing on Beacon Street was 
beautified by six large flower beds, placed at suit- 
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able intervals along the front between the bank 
and the street. The attention required b} T these 
plants and the necessity of keeping the grass 
mowed- along this front, together with the care of 
the several lots of land over the conduit in Paw- 
tncketville required the services of a man during 
the season. 

The general condition of the works and plant 
is good, but in order to so maintain it demands 
constant attention and expense. 

A large portion of the property and equipment 
of the Department is of such a character that if 
neglected, it deteriorates rapidly, and a greater 
outlay is required to restore the same, than if 
properly cared for in the beginning. 

Besides the painting heretofore mentioned, all 
of the buildings of the Department in Centralville, 
including the Pumping Station, coal shed, shop, 
stable, carriage shed and Superintendent’s house 
were painted ; also the exterior and interior of 
Pumping Statian No. 2. Two coats of black rub- 
ber paint were applied to all the hj^drants and 
fountains in the city. A new 5-foot picket fence 
was built along the front of the Department land 
on Plain Street and extending southerly between 
this same land and land of Ouinib}^ and Daniels ; 
this fence was also painted. 

In addition to the regular cleaning of the 
drinking fountains fifteen times during the year, 72 
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extra trips were made for changes and repairs. 
Other items of street work were done as follows : 
Sixty-three new iron gate boxes set, one wooden 
gate box and 70 wooden hydrant boxes set, 146 
iron service boxes set, 68 i-foot, 36 2-foot and 
3 3-foot extensions were made to service boxes, 3 
broken gate frames were replaced with new and 13 
leaks were dug up and repaired and 122 old ser- 
vices were relaid with new pipes. 

For the purpose of cleaning the mains of the 
city, they were given a thorough blowing off or 
flushing three times during' the year] for the same 
reason, also, 153 hydrants were blown off. 


EXTENSIONS. 

The extensions of street mains last year 
amounted to 7847 feet, making a total to date of 
126.41 miles of cast iron main pipe now in use. 

In connection with this work, the number of 
fire hydrants has been increased to 1155, of which 
67 are private and 11 Lowry Hydrants, 22 street 
stop gates were also set, making a total of 1166 
gates in service. 

Fire services were laid during the year as 
follows : — 

Wamesit Power Company, Lawrence Street, 
near Mattress Factory, 8-inch pipe. 
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Massachusetts Mohair Plush Company, West- 
ern Avenue, just west of Railroad Crossing, 6- 
inch pipe. 

Pead’s Linen Mill, West Adams Street, 4-inch 

pipe. 

Less than the usual amount of cast iron pipe 
was used during the year. The inventory accom- 
panying shows 575 tons more in stock than at 
the close of the year 1898. This is accounted for 
by the purchase of a larger amount than neces- 
sary in anticipation of an advance in the price ; 
but although bought and paid for in 1899, will 
not accrue to the credit of the Department until 
another year. 

SERVICES. 

The effect of the chy water on lead pipe as 
demonstrated b}^ the tests of the State Board of 
Health has made the matter of services one of 
great importance. Heretofore for the last 15 years 
lead pipe was used almost exclusively for house 
supply, and it was believed to be the best pipe 
for that purpose. Now, in the light of what the 
State Board has developed in their investigations, 
there seems to be serious doubt as to its further 
availability as a conductor of water from a sanitary 
point of view. Due to the agitation over this sub- 
ject, 15 new plain iron services and 20 tin-lined 
iron services were called for and laid. This tin- 
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lined pipe consists of a block tin pipe drawn 
through and secured to the inside of a wrought 
iron pipe. It has the approval of the State Board 
of Health and is undoubtedly a splendid pipe for 
service work. Frequently it happens that in lanes 
and short streets it becomes advisable to lay i 1-2- 
inch and 2-inch pipe. In such cases, and also 
where large services are called for, cement-lined iron 
pipe could be used to advantage. The number of 
new services laid last year was 167. Total now in 
use, 10,529. 

Number of new meters set last year 413, total 
now in use 5268. Further details regarding ser- 
vices and meters are furnished in the accompanying 
tables.

The storage shed built on Jewett Street, under 
authority of Your Honorable Board, and the con- 
creting of the yard in connection therewith is a 
very decided improvement; and affording as it does, 
an opportunity of housing and sorting the multi’ 
plicity of special castings used on the works, it 
cannot fail to be of inestimable convenience. 
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The recommendation of the State Board of 
Health that the valley of Beaver Brook near the 
New Hampshire state line be tested for ground 
water by means of driven wells, is by your instruc- 
tions now in progress. 

Probably many other matters pertaining to 
the conduct of the Works might be told or what 
has been mentioned could be more minutely 
described , yet I have endeavored, to the best of 
my ability, to set forth by tables and summary 
the affairs of the Department clearly and 
concisely. 

Last fall, several photographs were taken of 
the reservoir, lands, buildings, etc., of the Depart- 
ment, and I would like to see them printed in 
the Annual Report. It would tend to make it 
more complete, interesting and instructive. Many 
of our citizens have but a faint idea of the extent 
and value of the Water Works system. To such 
people, these views would be a revelation, and no 
doubt make a favorable impression. As a form 
of record, they cannot be surpassed, and for that 
reason it would be wise to preserve them and 
that can be most effectively done by having them 
made a part of the Report. 

Before concluding, I desire to testify to the 
ability and efficiency of the clerk, J. W. Craw- 
ford ; and also I beg leave to say that of the 
many Water Boards I have had the honor of acting 
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with in the past, none has given me more pleasure 
to serve individually and collectively, than the 
present Board.

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit the 
Twenty-seventh Annual Report for the year end- 
ing December 31st, 1899:

The greatest quantity pumped in one day 
in 1S99 was 10,569,436 gallons, on July 21st. 
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The greatest quantity pumped in one week 
was 62,509,372 gallons, which was pumped during 
the week of July 16th — July 22d. 

The pumpage for. high service during the 
year was 50,590,456 gallons, which is 10,505,950 
gallons more than was pumped in 1898. 

The cost of pumping into the high service 
reservoir was ten dollars and thirty-eight cents 
($10.38) per million gallons, which, added to the 
cost of low service pumpage, fourteen dollars and 
seventy-three cents ($14.73), makes the total cost 
of high service pumpage twenty-five dollars and 
eleven cents ($25.11) per million gallons. 

The discrepancy between the pumpage at 
Station No. 4 and the pumpage at Station No. 1 
may be accounted for by the large quantity of 
water used in the condensers at Station No. i r 
and, in addition by the occurrence of a leak 
which was discovered in the pump well at that 
station, caused by the breakage of the one and 
one-half inch drain pipe. 

In addition to the quantity of water pumped 
at Station No. 3, it is estimated that the wells 
at that station have furnished 270,988,000 gallons, 
which have been pumped by the engines at 
Station No. 2, through the suction main which 
was laid for that purpose. 
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The following tables showing the 'performance 
of the engines at Station No. i on West Sixth 
Street, depth and quantity of water in reservoir, 
average temperature of air and water, and the 
average monthly and daily consumption of water, 
have been calculated and compiled from the records 
of the engineer and gatekeeper.

To the City Council : 

Your Joint Standing Committee oil Appropriations 
having duly considered the estimates from the various 
departments for the current financial year, recently re- 
ferred to us ? now respectfully submit our Report, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the “Ordinance Providing 
for Estimates for Appropriations and other Purposes/' 
The committee has found its task exceedingly 
difficult, but has given careful attention to every possi- 
ble detail and we hope our Report will meet with your 
approval. We have held fourteen meetings, none of them 
of less than three hours duration, and have had a full 
attendance of the committee at nearly every meeting. 
Every head of department has been before us, some of 
them several times, and all the estimates and details 
thereof have been the subject of careful examination and 
inquiry. 
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The principal difficulties which presented themselves 
were two in number, namely : 

First, the fact that the total of the estimates sub- 
mitted by the heads of departments ($1,389,346.34) far 
exceeded the amount available by revenues and taxation. 
The State law limits the amount which can be raised for 
current expenses to $12 on $1000 of valuation, which 
would give us $851,991.92, to which we may add our 
revenues, estimated at $433,528.11, making a total of 
$1,285,520.03, or $103,826.31 less than the estimates. 

Second, the high tax rate. As the money for the ap- 
propriations which this committee recommends is to be 
raised mainly by direct taxation, it was considered perfect- 
ly proper for the committee to consider this subject very 
carefully. If it were possible for the City Council to 
grant all the moneys the departments requested, the tax 
rate would be higher by several dollars than in 1899. 
And even if we should appropriate the total allowed by 
law, the rate would still be far too high to be satisfactory 
lo the tax-payers. 

In meeting these two problems the committee de- 
cided to omit from our list of appropriations such matters 
as might legitimately be considered permanent improve- 
ments and for which it would be perfectly proper to 
negotiate a loan ; to reduce the amounts for the depart/- 
ments to the lowest possible figures on which they could 
be conducted through the year ; and to adopt the pay-as- 
you-go policy. 

The committee deliberated upon the subject of piece- 
in g out the appropriations by means of a loan, and unan- 
imously decided in the negative. While a loan would 
probably reduce the tax rate for this year, it would be 
adding to years in the future expense which legitimately 


belongs to the year 1900. That this course has been 
followed in years past does not make it any more legitimate. 
It is fallacious in theory, and wicked in practice. It 
deceives the tax-payers by giving them a fictitious tax 
rate. No business man or corporation adopts such a 
course. Every man of good judgment believes in meet- 
ing his ordinary expenses as fast as they become due. 
But the City of Lowell has in the past ten years bor- 
rowed nearly a million dollars for ordinary expenses. 
This is what has made the city’s debt burdensome, has 
increased our taxes and added to the difficulty of keeping 
our expenses within our receipts. The following list of 
loans negotiated by the city in the past ten years is 
worthy careful examination :

In 1896 the accumulations of ten years from the Corporation Tax Fund 
became available, and were used to pay oft* the city debt, so that no money 
was raised for that purpose in that year. 


As these loans are negotiated on the basis of pay- 
ment in ten equal annual installments, we are compelled 
in 1900 to pay $92,785 of money borrowed in the pre- 
vious ten years for current expenses alone. To raise this 
amount requires about $1.30 on our tax rate.

Another important reason why the City of Lowell 
should keep its expenses strictly within its income is that 
our city has not grown rapidly in population, and its val- 
uation has also increased but slowly for several years past. 

The total amount which the Committee recommend 
to be raised^ $1,230,439.89 is $52,929.07 less than in 
1899, which difference is due to our increased revenue 
through the net income from liquor licenses, and the tax 
rate should be reduced a corresponding amount, but 
exactly how much it is for the Assessors and not for this 
Committee to determine. It may be thought strange 
that the reduction in the amount to be raised by taxation 
is but $52,929.07 when the increase of receipts from 
Liquor Licenses is $153,000.00. The accompanying 
table will serve as an explanation :

The Committee wish it distinctly understood that the 
amounts we recommend we believe to be sufficient for 
the various departments for the whole year. In some 
previous years committees have given only partial amounts 
in the regular appropriation bill, intending to grant more 
moneys later on by means of loans or transfers, but this 
Committee is agreed that it will not recommend any addi- 
tional amounts. 

The City Auditor s statement of balances December 
31st, 1 899, shows that while twenty-four appropriations had 
balances to their credit for the year, twenty appropriations 
were overdrawn to the amount of $17,906.30. Since 
then additional bills have come in amounting to $2,586.68, 
making the total of overdrafts $20,492.98. Such a 
condition ought not to be, but how to absolutely control 
it under the present City Charter it is difficult to see. 
Previous appropriation committees have called the atten- 
tion of the people to the fact that after the annual appro- 
priations have been made the City Council has no control 
whatever over their expenditure ; and there does not 
seem to be any simple, effective way to prevent a depart- 
ment from exceeding its appropriation. The only penalty 
would be removal, and if one or two examples were 
made in this line it would doubtless have salutary effect. 


Your Committee have decided to adopt the plan 
which has been discussed for some years past, that of 
“ itemizing 5 ’ the appropriations. That is, we specify as 
far as feasible and practicable sub-divisions or allotments 
of sums for specific purposes. It is argued in favor of 
this experiment that it gives the City Council more con- 
trol over the expenditures, and that it will be likely to 
have the effect of preventing the departments from ex- 
ceeding their appropriations. It will also require the 
departments to use the moneys for the purposes designa- 
nated, and not for other purposes. It will tend to pre- 
vent increasing the number of employes or the raising of 
salaries without the consent of the City Council. To us 
is committed the duty and responsibility of apportioning 
the expenditure of city’s income. It is insufficient to 
meet all demands. It must not be exceeded. Therefore 
it is our duty to restrict and define as far as possible, how 
it is to be used. Such a plan the Departments should 
welcome, because it is certainly for the best interests of 
the city and it enables them to absol utely refuse or cut 
off expenses of doubtful necessity. It now remains for 
all branches and all departments of the city government 
to unite in economy of the city’s money, time, labor and 
material. 

A Few Recommendations* 

Very naturally, in looking over the city’s affairs and 
in coming so closely in touch with all the departments, 
the Committee have noticed several things to which we 
think attention should be given. 

The City Stables should certainly be looked after at 
once. The floor and supports of the main barn are in a 
very bad condition, and must be repaired, or some acci-

dent may happen at any time. The sum of $ 6000 has 
been asked for this purpose for two or three years. Your 
Committee recommend that not only this matter but the 
enlargement of the stables to accommodate all the city’s 
horses be taken up. The Board of Health stable is 
nothing but a mere shed, totally incapable of sheltering 
horses in winter and inadequate in summer. The stable 
of the Commons Department is but little better. Then 
we find, that, because of lack of accommodation in the 
City barns, seven horses are being boarded out at a cost 
of about $1700 per year. We think it would be a good 
plan to organize a stable department, to have charge of 
all the horses practicable to put in it, the expense of 
keeping the horses to be charged to the various depart- 
ments. The city now owns 201 horses, of which 9 belong 
to the Police Department, 46 to the Street Department, 
28 to Watering Streets and 51 to the Fire Department. 

In examining the detailed statements from the 
Departments, the Committee could not help noticing the 
large number of telephones at the most expensive rates. 
While believing every facility should be given for the 
prompt and efficient transaction of the city’s business, 
we believe some of the telephones should not be carried 
longer at the city’s expense, and that others should be so 
changed as to reduce the cost. The city is this year 
granted one-third reduction on its telephone bills against 
twentv-five per cent reduction last year. We introduce 
an Order with this Report which we believe will result 
in further economy in this line. 

The Committee also noticed considerable inequality 
in the pay of the women clerks in the City Hall. In 
some instances such clerks have been given $2 per day 
from the beginning, while in other offices clerks who 
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have been employed by the city for years do not receive 
so much pay. Therefore we think it a good plan to 
grade the scale of wages and introduce an Order to carry 
this idea into effect. 

Your Committee also believe it would be in the line 
of economy to put a lighting plant in the basement of the 
City Hall, for the purpose of lighting not only the City 
Hall and Memorial Building, but the Green School and 
High School as well. A dynamo should also be put in 
the engine room at the City Karim for the purpose of 
lighting the premises there. 


Notes on the V ariotis Appropriations. 

The Committee could not see its way clear to recom- 
mend the $3000 asked for to complete the Fort Hill 
Park extension. 

For completion of Huntington Hall, we do not recom- 
mend anything in our list, believing the money should he 
raised by loan after careful estimate of amount necessary 
has been made. And for the maintenance we do not 
think it wise to appropriate at present, as no one knows 
when the hall will be finished, and when it is completed, 
probably the receipts for rentals to the general treasury 
fund will be sufficient to warrant a special appropriation 
from that fund for maintenance. 

We recommend $10,000 for the expense of the Cor- 
poration tax cases, as that amount will cover immediate 
necessities, but more money may be required later. 

Although the new shed asked for at the City Farm 
seems quite desirable, we do not recommend any special 
amount for it, thinking possibly it may be constructed 
out of the appropriation recommended. We recommend, 
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as was done by the appropriation committee two years 
ago, the abolition of the wood yard at the City Farm, 
and the purchase of wood and coal through the supply 
department, sufficient for the purposes of out door relief, 
believing this method will be much more economical. 

The City Council, according to an opinion of the City 
Solicitor, has no absolute control over the School Depart- 
ment as to salaries, supplies or studies. Therefore we 
can only appropriate a lump sum, which, although less 
than requested, we hope will be sufficient. 

The Street appropriation has been divided into sev- 
eral different items, and the total we believe to be suffi- 
cient to run the department the whole year, without any 
additional sum by loan or otherwise. The present open 
winter should have kept the expense of the department 
down, and should leave a large sum for ordinary uses as 
well as improvements during the year. 

The request of the Water Works Department for 
$ 13,926 was what the Board claimed should be their al- 
lowance for cost of construction and maintenance of 
water mains necessary for tire protection, and for hy- 
drants. No appropriation has been made for this pur- 
pose for the past two yfears, and your Committee thought 
it best not to recommend the money for this year. 

The matters which are likely to come before the 
City Council within a short time, and for which a loan or 
loans will probably have to be made, are as follows : 

Completion of Huntington Hall. 

Repairs or enlargement of City Stables. 

Completion of High School Annex.

Lowell, Dec. 28, 1899. 

To the Members of the Overseers of the Poor: 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the provisions 
of your rules I herewith present my annual report 
as Superintendent of Out-Door Relief for the muni- 
cipal year of 1899. The time does not admit of 
a conclusive financial report as the figures will not 
be in until the first day of the next month, but 
such figures as are possible to compute are here- 
unto attached and the balance will be read at the 
next meeting of the Overseers in time to appear in 
your annual report to the Mayor and the Members 
of the City Council. 

The report for the present year differs but little

in the matter of the business of the department 
from that of its predecessors. We go on yearly 
in the same rut, complying with and refusing re- 
quests for assistance and acknowledging and deny- 
ing claims for settlement made by other cities and 
towns against us. Our people without money be- 
come sick and insane and we pay their bills while 
force of circumstances, resulting principally from 
sickness and death, place yearly in our hands a 
large number of children whose care and mainte- 
nance becomes our duty. The provisions of the 
pauper laws of the Commonwealth compel us to 
do all of these things as they have compelled pre- 
vious boards of overseers in the past. Successive 
boards of overseers of the poor have done from 
the first just as we are doing n*ow, and those who 
are to follow will go on, I presume, hand in hand 
with civilization and Christianity, until the end of 
time. 

While the current year undoubtedly shows marked 
improvements in the thoroughness of detail that 
marks the methods of caring for our dependents 
over those of 1839, still the actual business of the 
department is practically the same now as then. 
The intervening years have developed a system of 
caring for our unfortunates that is well nigh per- 
fect; still during all of those years very little, if 
anything at all, has been done towards the entire

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removal of pauperism by finding out its direct 
causes. In our efforts to remove the evil tree of 
pauperism we have confined our attacks to the 
ends of the topmost and overspreading branches, 
while the boughs and the trunk are allowed to 
gain strength and vigor from the unmolested roots 
which spread in all directions in a most fertile 

soil. 

The evil is not only ever present but is con- 
stantly growing. It is greater today than it was 

20 years ago, and at that time it was greater than 
20 years before. If it continues to increase with 
the incoming years with that proportion that has 
marked its progress in the past, it will soon be- 
come a menace to public progress. The passage of 
pauper laws does not decrease it any ; in fact, they 
seem to foster it. Prosperity in industrial channels 
puts a check on it but fails to remove it entirely. 
No measure passed heretofore seems to have any 
effect on its progress and it grows on apace. 
What is absolutely necessary is to combat the evil 
at its very roots. It is the^duty of the state legis- 
lature to appoint a board of competent citizens 

who will investigate into the real causes of pauper- 
ism and devise remedial measures for its removal. 
Of course it cannot be removed at once nor prob- 
ably entirely. Still, if judicious measures will be 
taken the benefits that will accrue to the entire 
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OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


public will be incalculable. If the efforts of the 
past century had been directed to the removal of 
pauperism instead of to the caring for its products 
there is no doubt in my mind that the number 
of public dependents would ever reach the high 
figure it has at present. 

What is radically wrong is the giving of aid, 
either on the outside or in the almshouse, to able- 
bodied, healthy men or women who are able to 
work. No person should be pauperized who is fit 
to work, and the supplying of that work is the 
coming duty of either the state, county or munici- 
pality. When a city can furnish a means of liveli- 
hood to those of its citizens who are unable to 
earn more, then will the business of the pauper 
department be at a standstill and the almshouse 
will be looking for inmates. But the total removal 
of pauperism is hardly for our time and we will 
have to content ourselves with restricting its progress 
as far as possible. 

The business of the past year in demands for 
out-door relief has not been as heavy as for some 
years. This may seem queer from the fact that 
the total amount expended will reach figures almost 
up to those of the last year or two. But this is 
due to the fact that more aid was given to many 
individual cases. Many people who were assisted 
but once a month heretofore have been helped 
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twice a month^this year. The demands have been 
less this year than for many years past. I am 
happy to be able to say that the present outlook 
gives every indication in a still further decrease in 
the out-door relief business. An idea in the fall- 
ing off of the business in the past few months 
can be formed by a comparison of the business 
now and one year ago. At the last regular meet- 
ing last year I notified the members of the board 
that there were then on the list, waiting for assist- 
ance, 84 applicants, after the regular orders for 
the day had been made out. We were unable to 
keep up with the demands. Today it is different. 
We are all caught up and have been so for the 
past three months. 

Whether this is caused by the seven months of 
no-license or by the improved condition of the labor 
market, or by both, is a question that will admit 
of much argument and I will leave it to you to 
draw your own conclusions. One thing is certain 
and that is that the applicants, as a rule, have 
been much more worthy people than heretofore, 
and their condition has not been attended with so 
much squalor and suffering. By this I do not 
mean to say that we have rid ourselves of all of 
the unworthy element this year. That would 
be impossible, as they are as much a part of the 
department as the Overseers themselves. They are

always in evidence and are the direct creators of 
all of the disgusting scenes that are incidental to 
life in the slums. To rid that class of pauperism 
is a task that borders on the impossible. In 90 
per cent, of such cases it is an heirloom that is 
bred in the bone and descends to successive sren- 

o 

erations with a certainty that is remarkable. Our 
books go back to 1833 and in them' can be traced 
the family history of the majority of the chronic 
cases of today. This only goes to show the futility 
of the laws in the decreasing of pauperism. It is 
an axiom among pauper officials the country over 
that once a family becomes a chronic pauper they 
seldom get away from it again and their progeny 
constantly appear for different kinds of help. 

The closeness of poverty to crime is the great 
blot on our social system. They are so allied as 
to be well nigh inseparable, and one is a great 
producer of the other. Poverty, apart from crime, 
brings to the department a class of worthy appli- 
cants, to help whom is a pleasure and Jirom whom 
there is never any trouble. Their poverty, the 
result of sickness or inability to get work, is gen- 
erally of short duration and is never an imposition 
on the public funds. Against this class no words 
of condemnation ever come from this office nor 
were any ever intended. I highly esteem and 
appreciate the privilege given me to be able to 
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lighten their load somewhat and to assist them 
over the troublesome places in their journey. In 
my dealings with this class I have always endeav- 
ored to show them that consideration which I 
feel that the members of this board, both collec- 
tively and individually, would have me show. They 
are the ones for whom out-door relief was origin- 
ally intended and, by good rights, should be the 
ones to receive it. 

It is from poverty connected with crime where 
our troubles originate. This kind of poverty breeds 
that large class of chronic paupers who are a dis- 
grace to civilization and an insult to Christianity. 
They are common to every pauper department 
throughout the state and are the decayed layer in 
life’s social strata. Huddled together in wretched 
hovels they go through life intent only on satisfy- 
ing the cravings of their appetites and beastly 
passions. They furnish populations for our crimi- 
nal, pauper and insane institutions. They are the 
wreckers of the prosperity of the future, as it is 
from their ranks that the paupers and criminals 
are to come. What chance has the children of 
such parents to become upright citizens? Accus- 
tomed to scenes of poverty, vice and wickedness 
from the time they first begin to notice anything 
until they reach the years of reason they learn 
nothing - ] else. Their inherent love for their parents 
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is stunted by the knowledge of the faults and 

crimes of those parents, and they grow from in- 
fancy to childhood and from childhood to boyhood 
or girlhood, with the influence of good example 
ever wanting. Their path from the cradle to the 
reformatory institutions and afterwards to the prison 
cells is as straight as one could make it. They 
can’t help it, as they can’t keep away from it. 

During my time in the pauper department I 

have seen so much of this sort of thing that my 

soul cries out for a change by the passing of 

remedial measures. I have watched the course of 
so many of them almost always with the same in- 
evitable result. I first form their acquaintance in the 
office, whither they come either with their parents or 
to make application for aid for the family. I after- 
wards get them when I have to take them to the 
farm when they have been deserted or while their 

parents are serving a sentence in some institution. 

After that they come under me frequently and I 
get to know them well. As time goes by I am 

sure to find them in the police court, booked 

either for truancy or petty larceny, and from that 
out their steps downward are rapid. 

I have found those children bright, lovable and 
affectionate. They are the innocent victims of the 
sins of their parents. There is much of latent good 
in them that only needs a wholesome, healthy 
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environment to bring it out. They are just as 
susceptible to the influences of good as to that of 
evil, but the latter is the rule, while the former is 
but the exception. See some of them after they 
have been in the truant school a while and you 
would not want to find better boys. The great 
trouble is that much of the good they receive 
while at that school is lost when they go out and 
return to the scenes and life from which they 
came. This is the class for whose salvation every 
effort possible should be made. To fight the evils 
of the future you have to improve the condition 
of the child of today. To allow them to follow 
in the footsteps of their parents is but encourag- 
ing the making of paupers and criminals. Radi- 
cal measures should be taken to reach those 
children even at the expense of long established 
social customs. No matter how we regret to do 
such things, the condition of society demands that 
it be done. Regardless of the character of the 
parents it is not a very pleasant duty to take 
their children from them, but in many cases it is 
better for both the child and the state. 

The imperative demands of today are the adop- 
tion of measures that will improve the condition 
of the so-called “children of the slums.” It can 
and should be done. It would be done if our 
people would stop for a moment and look info the 
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existing condition of things. If they would visit 
the tenements wherein those children pass their 
lives they would become convinced of the necessity 
for a change. If they would but study those chil- 
dren and learn their wants, the change would surely 
follow. The great trouble is that we live in too 
small a sphere and we remain unacquainted with 
the wants of those really near to us. 

The recommendation that comes from Boston 
against the commitment to jail for ordinary offences 
of drunkenness is a step in the right direction. 
Such commitments accomplish but little good and 
cause additional expense to this department. When 
the head of the family is sent away the small in- 
come that the family received is shut off entirely 
and they come to us for help. The mother and 
family of children are the real sufferers. Many of 
those sent away for illegally selling liquor this 
year left destitute families who had to be cared 
for by this department. In the majority of such 
cases it is wrong to assist them but very often 
the question of right is subservient to the ques- 
tion of expediency. You cannot allow them to 
suffer from hunger and cold and it is cheaper to 
assist them on the outside than to be burdened 
with their full support in the almshouse. In con- 
nection with the business sent us through the police 
station we have had this year 44 cases of delirium

tremens against 27 cases last year. We have had 
good luck in all such cases, every one having 
recovered. 

The present year has been the most expensive 
in the care of the insane, and the number we 
have at present in the different state hospitals was 
never so large. With the advent of good times 
we can expect to see a falling off in the number 
of new cases. 

In the cost of caring for our sick we are less ex- 
pensive at home than away. We have been unlucky 
in having several expensive cases out of town, each 
one of whom was too ill to be moved. According, 
to the opinion of the City Solicitor this branch of 
the department will have to pay the city of Chel- 
sea for the care of the small pox patient they 
had there who was settled in this city. 

The dispensary and the dispensary doctors have 
had a very successful year. Mr. Keith, the dis- 
pensary clerk, has kept his expenses down and has 
given intelligent attention to his duties. 

The ambulances have gone along without bother 
this year, no complaint having reached the office. 
The present staff of drivers are experienced men 
who have had service enough to enable them to 
be of great assistance to those who come under 
their care. The ambulance has responded to 903 
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calls during the year and has had 307 accident 
cases and 540 removal of sick cases. 

The detail work of the office has been done 
with a thoroughness that I can cheerfully recom- 
mend. The most important of all the office work 
is the determining of the question of settlements. 
A loose and slipshod handling of settlement claims 
would entail a very severe output on the city. 
The figures that will be presented at the next 
meeting will give you a better idea of the amount 
of work done in the office than any words of mine 
can convey. I am glad to state that the rela- 
tions between the members of the board and the 
office have been of a most cordial nature. There 
has never been the least friction and each has co- 
operated with the other in their efforts to be of 
use. 

In conclusion I have to thank the members of 
the board, Superintendent and Matron of the Farm 
and all the subordinate employees of the depart- 
ment for their universal kindness shown me. To 
each and every one I wish lives of continued use- 
fulness and many years of happiness and pros- 
perity.

Superintendent’s Report. 


City Farm, Lowell, December 31, 1899. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the usual cus- 
tom, I present my annual report as Superintendent 
of the City Farm for the year ending December 
3 r > i 8 99 - 

APPROPRIATION. 

At the meeting of the committee on appropria- 
tions held in January, it was decided that $42,000.00 
would be sufficient for the expenditures for the City 
Farm for the ensuing year. This was a decrease 
of $3,000.00 from the appropriation of preceding 
years. 

Owing to the increase in the price of provisions, 
the cost of maintenance per capita has somewhat 
increased ; such staple commodities as sugar, tea 
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and beans have nearly doubled in price, while the 
cost of cotton, woolen, leather goods and hardware 
has also been greatly enhanced. 

The provision orders furnished the Out-Door 
Relief have really cost more than the amount of 
transfers. 

3,855 provision orders, aggregating $8,814.00, have 
been delivered from the farm during the past yean 

REPAIRS. 

The buildings are out of repair, and there are a 
great many changes needed to bring the institu- 
tion up to the requirements. 

On entering my duties in January I found a 
great many of the farming implements not properly 
housed, wagons standing out exposed to the ele- 
ments, and broken down carts lying in the yard. 
These I have put in thorough repair and have 
housed all farm implements. 

The cellar windows of the Male Insane Depart- 
ment have been enlarged, fire escapes made acces- 
sible (as per order of the State Board of Lunacy 
and Charity), a new floor has been laid in the 
hallway adjoining the office, set tubs and a water 
closet in the basement (as recommended, by the 
State Board), and a new floor in Men’s Insane 
Department. 

The room adjoining the nursery dormitory, for* 
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merly used as a storeroom, has been fitted up and 
is now used as an isolated ward for children with 
infectious diseases. 

The Men’s Hospital has been reslated, new mat- 
tresses have been furnished, blankets have been 
provided for the entire institution, shower bath for 
the Women’s Insane, bath tub and water closet in 
the Female Pauper Department, thus saving old 
and decrepit women the travel of four flights of 
stairs ; and a new fence has been built to shelter 
the greenhouse. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

The institution is greatly in need of separate 
wards for consumptive, cancer and syphilitic patients, 
and the ventilation of the Women’s Hospital should 
be attended to at once. In fact, there should be 
a thorough inspection and needed repairs made 
immediately to place the buildings on a par with 
other institutions of its kind. 

STOCK. 

On the ist of January, 1899, I found, on taking 
possession of the Farm, that there were 18 cows. 
Of these, 10 were farrow, making the supply of 
milk very short. 

To make the supply equal to the demand, four 
cows were purchased and the supply has since been 
sufficient. 
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There were also 12 horses in the stable. Of 
these one was killed (as per vote of the Board), 
and a new one purchased, making the number the 
same. 

At the present time there are 42 shoats, 16 
breeding sows, 2 boars and 1 1 2 hens. 

WOOD YARD. 

This branch of the department has continued 
about the same as in recent years. Two drivers 
and four horses are employed in the work and 
are kept busy supplying the demands made upon 
them. From January 1, 1899, to December 31st of 
the same year, 4,002 orders of wood and coal have 
been delivered from this yard to the worthy poor 
of our city on orders from the Out-Door Relief. 
Besides this 156 cords of wood have been fur- 
nished the School Department, and no baskets of 
wood and coal have been furnished the Elections 
Department. 

The sawing, as heretofore, is done by tramps, who 
apply for lodgings and by men who apply for aid 
and are able to work for their provisions. 

$574.50 has been accredited the Out-Door Relief 
for this labor. 

FARM PRODUCE. 

The hay and apple crops have been small, as 
they were all over New England; but other prod- 
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ucts have fully equalled or exceeded the crops of 
former years. 

We have suffered greatly from the lack of male 
help, the supply from the police station for the 
months of June, July and August, being less than 
one-third of the number for the corresponding 
months of the previous years.

RULES 


OF THE 

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


LOWELL. MASS. 


ARTICLE I. 

The Board of Overseers of the Poor of the city 
of Lowell shall meet for organization on the first 
Monday in January each year at the Secretary’s 
office. The meeting shall be called to order by the 
Secretary, or in his absence, by the senior clerk in 
the Secretary’s office. Each member shall be qualified 
according to law, the oath of office to be admin- 
istered by a Justice of the Peace. The members 
shall be so qualified before any official business 
can be transacted. The election of a chairman is 
next in order ; a majority of the votes cast shall 
be sufficent to elect. In the absence of the regu- 
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lar Chairman a chairman pro tempore shall be 
chosen from and by the members present to pre- 
side at the meeting. 


ARTICLE II. 

At the first meeting in January the Board shall 
choose by ballot a Secretary. Said Secretary shall 
enter into the discharge of his duties immediately 
upon the notification of his election. His tenure 
of office shall be until his successor is chosen. 

ARTICLE III. 

At the first meeting in January the Board shall 
choose by ballot a Superintendent of the City 
Farm, who shall be the Master of the Workhouse. 
His term of office shall be until his successor is 
chosen. 

ARTICLE IV. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to make 

all such investigations as shall determine the rights 
of the city in the settlement of paupers; to attend 
to the removal to and from the city, or to 

the several city or state institutions provided for 
the same ; and in case of death to provide for the 
burial. He shall determine by investigation as to 
who shall and who shall not get aid. He shall 

visit all pauper children, and others, if such there 
are, placed out by the Board, either in private 
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families or in public institutions, at least as often 
as once in three months and report the condition 
of all such. He shall see to it that the regula- 
tions for the management of the pauper depart- 
ment, and the several branches thereof, except those 
hereinafter mentioned, are properl)' observed. He 
shall see to it that the records of the meetings 
of the Board and of the work of the department 
are neatly and correctly kept, which records shall 
be open for inspection at any time. He shall 
furnish to the board quarterly reports as to the 
condition of the different branches of the depart- 
ment under his supervision, and at the last regu- 
lar meeting in December each year shall submit a 
detailed report of the year’s business of the entire 
department. He shall make out bills of the 

amounts due the city and the department both 
from individuals, cities and towns and the Com- 
monwealth, but all such shall be payable to the 
City Treasurer. He shall exercise supervision over 
the detailed management of the affairs of the 

department, except the control and management of 
the City Institutions or the branches at the City 
Farm, and shall be known as the Superintendent 
of Out-Door Poor. The Secretary shall be fur- 
nished with the exclusive use of a horse and 

carriage and shall be reimbursed for moneys neces- 
sarily spent in the discharge of his duty. In the 
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commitment of insane cases he shall have the 
power to act as the Chairman of the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

There shall be appointed by the Chairman at 
the first regular monthly meeting in January each 
year, or as near thereto as is convenient, the fol- 
lowing standing committees of three members each : 
On Fuel and Out-Door Relief; on Agriculture 
Neat Cattle and Swine; on Care and Repair of 
Buildings; on Clothing, Bedding and Furniture; 
on Provisions and Supplies; on Accounts; on 
Dispensary; on Printing; on Wood Yard; on 
Insurance. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Superintendent of the City Farm shall also 
be Master of the Workhouse. He shall be known 
as the Superintendent of In-Door Poor and shall 
assume the duties of his office at his earliest con- 
venience after receiving notice of his election from 
the Secretary. It shall be his duty to govern the 
affairs of the City Institutions and all classes 
therein. He shall keep an accurate account of the 
number of admissions and dismissals together with 
the record of the number of births at the insti- 
tutions. He shall furnish a monthly account to the 
Board of the condition of all under his care as 
well as a yearly report of the business of his 
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department. He shall keep in a book provided 
for that purpose, an inventory of the appraisal of 
the property at the almshouse and workhouse and 
the Overseers of the Poor shall see to it that such 
an appraisal is made as often as is required. He 
shall pay monthly to the City Treasurer all moneys 
received by him. He shall keep an account of the 
receipts and expenditures of the almshouse and of 
the different branches under his care and these 
records shall be open for the Board, or of any 
individual member thereof, at any and all times. 
The Superintendent shall have the hiring of his 
own help, also the discharging of the same, but 
shall not employ any more persons than are deemed 
necessary by the Overseers of the Poor. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Admissions to the City Institutions must be 
through the Secretary. Admissions shall be betore 
4 p. m. on week days, excepting in accidents and 
emergency cases. 

Article viii. 

The City Physician shall attend all cases at the 
City Farm. The district physicians shall attend 
cases, each in his own district, upon an order from 
the Secretary, or on orders from members of the 
Board, or a policeman, in special emergency cases. 
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Each district physician shall be subject to the orders 
of the Secretary at all times. They shall be al- 
lowed extra compensation for treatment of patients 
who have settlements in other cities and towns. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The regular meetings of the Board shall be held 
at the City Farm on the last Thursday of each 
month. In the event of a national, state or legal 
holiday falling on that day the regular meeting 

will be held on the day previous. Special meetings 
shall be held upon a call from the chairman or 
at the request of a majority of the members of 

the Board addressed to the Secretary. 

ARTICLE X. 

The regular order of business shall be as fol- 

lows: Reading of the record; unfinished business; 
reports of committees ; reports of officers ; petitions 
for pardons ; new business. 

ARTICLE XI. 

These rules shall not be amended or suspended 
unless by a majority vote of the members of the 

Board* 
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RULES VOTED AMD ADOPTED BY VOTE OF THE OVERSEERS, 


March 31, 1898. Voted, that the Secretary issue 
an order for fuel and provisions to able bodied 

applicants, or to families of which an able bodied 

man is a member, to be delivered from the City 
Farm, when the amount of said order is worked 
out there, at the rate of $1.00 per day and dinner. 

March 25, 1897. Voted, that all pay rolls of the 

department must be signed by the Chairman of 
the Overseers, together with either the Superin- 
tendent of the City Farm or the Secretary. 

Aprill 28, 1898. Voted, that none but citizens 
of the city of Lowell be employed in either branch 
of the Pauper department. 

April 27, 1899. Voted, that no discharges be 
made from the almshouse during the month except 
on lines from the Secretary.

Lowell, Mass., January, 1900. 

To the Honorable Mayor atid City Council of the 

City of Lowell : 

The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-second annual report, covering the operations 
of the Health Department for the past year, to- 
gether with a statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the department from January 1, 
1899, to December 31, 1899. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Under an Act of the Legislature passed April 
30, 1895, entitled, “An Act Relative to Boards of 
Health in Cities ” , Mayor Crowley appointed and 
the Aldermen confirmed, George W. Fifield as a 
member of the Board of Health for three years 
from the first Monday in February next succeed-

ing such appointment, thus constituting the mem- 
bership of the Board for the year 1899 as follows : 

Thomas J. Mulligan, term expires February, 1900. 

Edmund H. Packer, M. D., “ “ 1901. 

George W. Fifield, “ “ “ 1902. 

All the members being present at a meeting 
held February 9th, Dr. Packer was chosen Chair- 
man, and T. J. Mulligan, Secretary. 

At a meeting held February 28th, Mr. Fifield 
offered the following motion: “ Voted, that the 

office of Superintendent of the Department Yard, 
created by a vote of this Board on the 9th day 
of April, A. D. 1897, on motion of Dr. Thomas 
F. Harrington, electing John F. Murphy to that 
position, be and the same is hereby abolished. ” 
The motion passed. 

At a meeting held April nth, on motion of 
Mr. Fifield, it was voted to advertise for bids for 
the collection and disposal of the garbage of the 
city. At a meeting held April 18th, in answer to 
the advertisements, the following bids were opened : 

Thomas F. Fay offered to dispose of the swill 
as the Health Department did in 1898, dispose of 
dead horses, dogs, etc., by cremation, and clean 
alley-ways, for one year, beginning the first day 
of May, 1899, for $18,000. 

Philip P. Connors offered to perform all the 
work required and mentioned in the call for bids, 
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for $25,000 a year, and ship the swill to a farm 
or some other place ten miles outside the city. 

If allowed to dispose of the swill at any place 
outside of the city limits, then he would do the 
work for $25,900 per annum. His third proposi- 
tion was to collect all the swill and garbage at 
the rate of fourteen cents for each and every person 
in the city, and to dispose of said swill at any 
place outside the city limits ; also, to collect all 
ashes and other refuse at the rate of fourteen 
cents for each and every person in the city. 

The Lowell Sanitary Product Company sub- 
mitted two propositions. 1st. To perform all the 
work mentioned in the call for bids, for $23,800, 
providing the swill could be fed to swine outside 
the city limits. 2nd. To feed one-half of the swill 
to swine outside the city limits, and render or 
reduce one-half in a manner satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. 

The Lowell Garbage Collection and Cremation 
Company proposed to perform the work and cre- 
mate all the swill and garbage on the payment 
by the city of Lowell, of $26,500 per annum. 
They promised to perform the work satisfactorily 
and destroy all swill and garbage for $27,000 a year, 
or for $25,000 a year, providing they could feed 
not more than twenty-five per cent, of the swill 


to swine. 
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After an examination and discussion of the 
various bids, a vote was taken on a motion to 
award the work by contract, and the motion pre- 
vailed. 

It was then voted unanimously that all the 
swill and garbage should be cremated. It was then 
voted to award the contract to J. R. Gilkyson, 
representing the Lowell Garbage Collection and 
Cremation Company, if everything proves satisfac- 
tory. 

At the request of the Board, City Solicitor Qua 
prepared the following contract for the collection 
and disposal of the swill and garbage of the city 
of Lowell for a term of five years : 

“This Agreement, entered into this ninth day 
of May, A. D. 1899, by and between the city of 
Lowell, a municipal corporation in the County of 
Middlesex and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
acting by and through its present Board of Health, 
and the Dixon Garbage Crematory Company, a body 
corporate duly established under the laws of the 
State of Ohio, and having its principal place of 
business in the City of Toledo, in the State of 
Ohio, WITNESSETH as follows : 

That the said Dixon Garbage Crematory Com- 
pany agrees to collect and cremate to odorless ashes, 
and in an entirely sanitary manner, all the gar- 
bage, house offal, swill, house waste, paper and 
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rubbish, infected wearing apparel, bedding and fur- 
niture, dead cats and dogs, and all other waste, 
refuse, articles and things which said city now 
collects and removes through the Board of Health, 
and to collect and dispose of ashes, except such 
as may be made from coal consumed for power 
used for manufacturing purposes, and to keep clean 
all alleys in the present corporate limits of the 
City of Lowell, Massachusetts, all to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board of Health, and in accordance 
with all reasonable rules and regulations of the 
Board of Health of said city which are now in 
force, or which may hereafter be adopted by said 
Board during the continuance of this contract, for 
a period of five years. It further agrees to com- 
mence the erection of its cremator}" within twenty 
days after the execution of this contract, and to 
have it completed, and its entire plant ready for 
operation within ninety days thereafter, and upon 
such completion, to immediately commence making 
the collections under this contract. 

It is agreed that the collection of garbage, 
swill, house offal, etc., is to be made separately 
from the ashes, the area of the present corporate 
limits of Lowell to be covered in the collection of 
ashes as often as once each week, and twice each 
week in the collection of all other things to be 
collected under this contract, excepting that said 
Company shall make collection of garbage, swill,

house offal, etc., fron hospitals or any public or 
private institutions, and from any house or place 
where contagious disease does or has recently ex- 
isted, whenever called upon to do so said Board 
of Health. 

Said Company agrees to divide the city into 
convenient districts for the purpose of making such 
collections, in such manner that one of said dis- 
tricts shall be covered on Monday and Thursday, 
one on Tuesday and Friday, and one on Wednesday 
and Saturday of each week, such division to be 
subject to the approval of said Board of Health. 

Said Company agrees to issue notices at. its 
expense, to all house-holders, and other interested 
persons of the days of collection in each localit}^ 
or district, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Health. 

Said Company agrees that the wagons or carts 
used in the collection of garbage, swill, house offal, 
etc., shall be of metal, water-tight, with metal covers, 
which shall be kept closed at all times, except 
when necessarily open for the reception of the col- 
lection. 

Said Company agrees that the wagons or carts 
for the collection of ashes shall be the best of 
their kind for the purpose, will have covers, etc., 
and that all vehicles used shall be plainly marked 
with the name of said Company, and numbered. 
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Said Company agrees, at its own expense, to 
keep ready for use at all times, under the direc- 
tion of said Board of Health, a tight metal-lined 
box wagon, for the collection and removal to the 
crematory of all articles of wearing apparel, bed- 
ding, furniture or other articles which are infected. 

Said Company agrees that its collectors shall 
wear a badge, shoAving the character of their em- 
ployment, to employ a superintendent, who shall 
have general charge of its business, who shall have 
an office conveniently located, with telephonic com- 
munication, and who shall be required to call at 
least once each day at the office of the Board of 
Health to hear any complaints of the service, and 
to take instructions from its representatives. 

Said Company agrees that at the termination 
of this contract, said City of Lowell shall have 
the option to purchase the entire plant of the Com- 
pany, at a price to be fixed by arbitration, said 
City to choose one arbitrator, said Company another, 
the two thus chosen to name the third. 

Said Company agrees at the option of said 
City to purchase for cash, or under whatever ar- 
rangement may be preferred, all the horses, wagons 
and harnesses now owned by the city and used 
strictly in the collection of garbage, ashes, etc., 
the price to be fixed by arbitration, said Board to 
appoint one arbitrator, said Company one, and the 
two thus selected to choose a third. 
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Said Company agrees to furnish a bond with 
the American Surety Company, of New York City, 
as surety, in the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000,) as surety for the faithful per 
formance of this contract. 

And in consideration of the foregoing cove- 
nants, promises and agreements of the said Com- 
pany the said City of Lowell, acting by and through 
its Board of Health, as aforesaid, hereby promises 

and agrees to pay to said Dixon Garbage Crem- 

/ 

atory Company, the sum of twenty-six thousand, 
five hundred dollars ($26,500) each year, in monthly 
payments of two thousand, two hundred and eight 
dollars and thirty-three cents ($2,208.33) each 
month. 

In WITNESS whereof, the said Dixon Garbage 
Crematory Company has caused its corporate seal 
to be hereto affixed, and these presents to be signed 
in its name and behalf, b}^ Daniel C. Shaw, its 
president, and Eugene J. Little, its treasurer, both 
thereto being duly authorized, and the said City 
of Lowell has caused its corporate seal to be hereto 
affixed and these presents to be signed by Edmund 
H. Packer, Chairman of its Board of Health, thereto 
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duly authorized by a vote of said Board, the day 
and year first written above. 

Signed and sealed City of Lowell 
in presence of by its Board of Health, 

M. M. Schneider, Edmund H. Packer, Chairman. 

The Dixon Garbage Crematory Co., 
Daniel C. Shaw, President, 

E. J. Little, Secretary. 

It was the opinion of the Board that the 
power and authority for making a contract rested 
with them, under the reasonable construction of 
Chapter 37 7 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1S99. 
“Any city or town may, by its Board of Aider- 
men, Selectmen, Board of Health or other officer 
or officers having in charge the disposition of the 
garbage, refuse and offal of such cit} r or town, 
contract for a term of years for the disposition of 
such garbage, refuse or offal by cremation or other- 
wise. ’’ 

The contract having been signed b}^ the con- 
tracting parties, it was at once sent to the Mayor 
under the provision of the City Charter, which 
requires the approval and signature of the Mayor 
to any contract entered into by the heads of de- 
partments, where the amount involved exceeds 
$ 300 . 

In July the contract was returned to the Board 
of Health by the Mayor without his signature, 
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and the reasons for his* conclusion were stated at 
length in a veto message returned with the con- 
tract. 

At a meeting of the Board, May 29th, it was 
voted to make a requisition on the Civil Service 
Commissioners for the names of persons competent 
to fill the office of the Agent of the Health De- 
partment. 

At a meeting of the Board June 3rd, a certificate 
was received from the Civil Service Commissioners 
as persons eligible to fill the position of Agent 
of the Health Department, the names of Horace 
H. Knapp and John F. Murphy, (both veterans.) 

On motion it was voted to transfer Frederick 
A. Bates from the position of Agent of the Board 
of Health to the position previously filled by said 
Bates prior to his election as Agent of the Board 
of Health, to wit: Inspector of Contagious Diseases. 
It was voted that Horace H. Knapp be chosen 
Agent of the Health Department. 
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PLUMBING INSPECTION. 

In 1899 there were applications made and per- 
mits granted for plumbing in 136 new buildings, 
and changes and additions in 239 old buildings. 

Under the provisions of the law, that instructs 
the Inspector of Plumbing to perform such other 
duties as may be required by the Board, he has 
inspected his proportion of general work in har- 
mony with the daily routine duties of our General 
Inspectors, W. H. Connors and F. J. O’Hare. 

He has, as the expert of the Plumbing Com- 
mission, performed satisfactorily the duties incum- 
bent upon such an official without extra compen- 
sation, and has examined eleven applicants for 
plumber’s licenses, six of whom passed a success- 
ful examination, and four failed to cover the 
requirements. 

The following table shows the combined work 
of our inspection force, and presents evidence of 
very active and successful performance of their 
duties. 

The time of the General Inspectors was used 
for one month in obtaining information as to the 
places and amounts of swill collected by the twenty- 
seven licensed swill collectors.

. It was found from our experience under the 
inspection and plumbing laws, that they provide 
needful safeguards against ignorance and fraud in 
the construction of house drainage. The essential 
feature is integrity and care on the parts of the 
inspectors, and this secured, there is no difficulty 
in obtaining excellent work from the plumbers. 
The plumbing inspector is, in fact, a detective, 
and the character of the work which it is his duty 
to perform can be readily comprehended by any 
intelligent man who will apply himself to learn 
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the principles upon which the art of drainage and 
plumbing is based, and who will inform himself 
concerning the tricks and devices which have been 
employed to cheapen a job, and which tricks have 
been resorted to so often by unprincipled and ir- 
responsible individuals, that the public has at last 
called upon the health authorities to furnish a 
defence against further imposition. 

There is no duty a Board of Health is oftener 
called upon to perform than that of abating nuis- 
ances, and the evidence upon which they rely is 
primarily the report of the inspector after personal 
examination, as it may depend on circumstances 

or locality, and not be a nuisance per se. The 

Board becomes at times a court, before which the 
one responsible for the nuisance must be cited to 
appear, and when possible, such action is taken 
before bringing an offender into court, to answer 

to a complaint for violation of the sanitary stat- 

ute, rule or regulation.

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ANIMAL AND PROVISION INSPECTOR. 

Lowell, Mass., January 3rd, 1900. 

To the Board of Health , LoivelL 

Gentlemen: Since the first day of January, 
1899, in my duties as Inspector of Animals and 
Provisions, I have had seven cases of glanders in 
horses reported to me. Three cases I have caused 
to be killed, and four have been released. I have 
inspected at slaughter houses four cows, four calves, 
three oxen and three pigs. I have inspected 364 
cows, 327 hogs, 13 „ calves, 5 bulls and two oxen. 
I have identified 27 cows and released the same. 
I have quarantined 10 cows for tuberculosis, and 
have caused five to be killed, the others being 
released. I have reported, on account of hog cholera, 
three sties containing 99 hogs, 40 of which were 
killed, 3 died and the balance were released. I 
have had one case of rabies (mad dog) which I 
caused to be killed.

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For many years this department has had tq 
struggle under constant care and anxiety with the 
cruel and deadly river that has brought to ; sp 
many families in Lowell deprivations, misery, sjc t fy 
ness and death. The sewage of Manchester has 
been distributed through our water mains in ify 
raw state, without the intervention . and protection 
of any filtering process, with the consequent resufy 
that Lowell has had some, years . in wjiich the inqr- 
tality from .typhoid fever has exceeded, the; record 
made in any American city. 

In order to escape from the constant embrace 
of death, five long years, and large expep^iturps 
of money have been made in experimenting with 
a driven well supply of water that would supplant 
the necessity of allowing the fatal poison contained 
in the Merrimack River from being distributed ’ in 
our mains as a drinking supply to our citizens, 
and we have looked forward < with the hope that 1 
the yearly visitations of suffering and disease might 
be prevented and controlled by the substitution of 
some other source of water suppfy. > . *t 

The exhibit in the above table for the' year, 
in relation to typhoid fever, is extremely gratify- 
ing to the department, as the mortality is * the 
smallest since 1865, 35 years. 

It is beyond question due to the introduction 
of driven well water, as the presence of typhoid 
fever in Manchester followed in Lowell by an in- 
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crease, was as certain in its relations to cause and 
effect as a mathematical demonstration. 

Now, our pleasure and satisfaction is chastened 
painfully by the official condemnation of our present 
water supply by the State Board of Health, through 
results obtained by its bacteriological analyses made 
through their corps of experts. 

Meetings of the Health and Water Boards were 
held to discuss plans of concerted action to im- 
prove the supply and lessen, if possible, the danger, 
July 25th, and October 3rd, when the following 
letter was read : 

Oefice of the State Board of Health, 

State House, Boston, 

Sept. 25th, 1S99. 

To the Board of Health of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen: “Since June, when the State 

Board of Health notified you of the danger to the 
citizens of Lowell from using the public water 
supply drawn through lead pipes, the Board has 
been informed by physicians in Lowell, of thirty- 
three new cases of lead poisoning; some of which 
are very serious. 

It now appears from the reports of these phy- 
sicians, who comprise but one-fourth of the whole 
number of physicians practicing in Lowell, that 
in their practice there have occurred since the first 
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of January, 1900, the following severe cases of lead 
poisoning: Namely, nine cases of partial paralysis of 
the legs ; ten cases of partial paralysis of the hands 
and wrists, and twenty-six cases of lead colic, be- 
sides many cases of the milder effects of lead 
poisoning, which were arrested by treatment and 
discontinuing the use of city water. 

Further examinations for lead in the water 
upon the south side of the river, show very dan- 
gerous quantities existing in the water running 
through the pipes when in ordinary daily use. 
These quantities of lead average much higher than 
those found last year, indicating an increased ac- 
tion of the water upon the pipes from year to 
3^ear. 

As before, the water of the Cook and Hydrau- 
lic wells has a more rapid action upon the lead 
than the water from the Boulevard wells. The 
amount of lead found in water from the Cook and 
Hydraulic well when drawn in houses supplied by 
lead pipe during the hours of ordinary daily use, 
during the past five months, has averaged 0.41 of 
an ounce of lead in 100,000 ounces of water, or 
one quarter of a grain per gallon, which is eight 
times as much as we regard a dangerous quantity; 
and in the opinion of the Board, the health of a 
large portion of the people of Lowell is serious!}" 
endangered by using, for drinking and cooking^ 
water from the Cook and Hydraulic wells drawn 
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through lead pipe. Nowhere else in the State do 
we find a public water supply acting so rapidly 
upon lead pipe and with such pernicious results ; 
and we advise that measures be taken without fur- 
ther delay to prevent the continued use for drink- 
ing and cooking, of this water drawn through lead 
pipe. 

Water from the Boulevard wells dissolves lead 
much less rapidly than water from the Cook and 
Hydraulic wells ; in fact, the examinations for lead 
in water in Centralville, where none but Boulevard 
well water enters the pipes, indicate an amount,, 
when running in ordinary daily use, so small that 
we should r not regard it as a menace to the public 
health, and we have learned of but one case of 
lead poisoning in Centralville. 

On the south side of the river, six cases of 
lead poisoning were found, where the water, at the 
time of examination, was Boulevard well water, and 
some of this water contained dangerous quantities 
of lead, but it is probable that at other hours of 
the day or night these pipes receive Cook well 
water, which may so affect the lead that the 
Boulevard well water, when it passes through, takes 
up more lead than it would if the pipes were ex- 
posed to its action alone. 

Water from the Boulevard Avell, after standing 
in lead pipes over night, contains dangerous quan- 
tities of lead, and all such water should be wasted 
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before drawing water for cooking, and water for 
cooking should not be drawn at any time from the 
lead hot-water pipe. With these precautions carried 
into practice, the Boulevard well water can at 
present be used without danger from lead poison- 
ing, with the ordinary length of service pipe; and 
this water is as good in other respects as that 
from the Cook and Hydraulic wells. 

To guard against lead poisoning to an appall- 
ing extent in the City of Lowell, two courses ap- 
pear to be at hand, one is to remove all lead service 
pipes through which water from the Cook and 
Hydraulic wells is drawn for drinking or cooking,, 
and the other is to cease using the Cook and Hy- 
draulic well water, and extend the Boulevard well 
system to supply the whole city. 

The public health requires that one or the 
other remedy be applied as soon as possible.”

While the Board has never questioned for a 
moment the accuracy of their conclusions, the Water 
Board thought it wise to supplement and reinforce 
them by the employment of the best talent they 
could procure, and the results found by the State 
Board have been repeated and emphasized by the 
investigations made under the direction of the Water 
Board. 
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At present the effort to improve the water 
supply of Lowell does not extend further than 
examinations as to the practibility of increasing 
the supply from the Boulevard plant, and driving 
experimental wells above Collinsville in the valley 
of Beaver Brook. 

SMALL-POX. 

Oct. 4th, notice was received from St. John’s 
Hospital that a patient there, John Earle, had a 
suspicious eruption. The Agent at once went to 
the hospital, and after seeing the eruption, had 
him removed that afternoon to the Small-Pox Hos- 
pital, by order of the Board. The next morning, 
Drs. H. J. Smith and J. B. Field were directed to 
visit him, and at noon they presented a signed 
report that in their opinion it was a case of vario- 
loid. 

All the furniture, bedding, carpet and clothes 
in the room at his boarding house were taken 
out and burned, and the room fumigated. A com- 
panion who had occupied the room with him was 
found, and taken to the hospital as a suspect. 
Two immune health employes were sent to take 
care of Earle during his sickness, and a physi- 
cian was employed with instructions to make at 
least one call daily until he was out of danger. 
All the inmates of the two boarding houses and 
employes of two rooms in the Hamilton Mfg. Co- 
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were vaccinated, and all the names and addresses 
of those with whom Earle had come in contact 
were procured. 

On the first visit of the physician his temper- 
ature was 99.7 deg., respiration 20, pulse full and 
strong, bowels inactive, slight pain in legs accom- 
panied by itching. There were no manifest signs 
of nervous disturbance, or other serious complica- 
tion. 

The eruption was in the pustular stage, many 
pock marks on forehead inclined to become confluent, 
while the extremities presented many pustular and 
unbilicated vesicles, with here and there a tendency 
to a semi-confluent condition. 

On Oct. 10th, during the early morning, he 
had a bad turn, but he responded to the applica- 
tion of warmth and stimulants, and on the following 
night there was a repetition of low temperature and 
apparent collapse; but the patient’s vitality soon 
mastered the serious symptoms of the disease. 
After this it was plain sailing towards recovery, 
and upon Oct. 27th, the entire body being quite 
smooth to the touch, and free from all and every 
form of contagion, he was pronounced fully re- 
covered, and discharged from the hospital. 

It having been discovered that John Fitzgerald 
was a roommate of Earle’s, sleeping with him 
after the eruption had made its appearance, he 
was hunted up, aud found working for the city 
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on one of its sewers. He was taken at once to 
the hospital, and kept there until all possibility 
of danger was over, and discharged with Earle. 
No symptom of contagion manifested itself during 
his detention.

Saturday, Dec. 16th, John F. Ryan, aged 32, 
paper hanger, boarding at 63 George Street, was 
removed from St. John’s Hospital, having been in 
the hospital two days as a private patient. The 
case was probably a result from the first case of 
Earle’s, and was treated through what was diag- 
nosed by a physician as one case of severe cold 
with suspicion of erysipelas, and one case of 
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measles. As the case of severe cold had been ex- 
posed through contact with Earle, it was probably 
a light case of varioloid, transmitted in its turn 
by personal contact to the patient reported to the 
Health Department as sick with measles. Measles 
was reported, and a card was put on the door 
Nov. ioth, remaining until Dec. 2nd, when it was 
removed, and at the request of the physician in 
charge, the bedding and carpet were taken by the 
health teams and burned at the Crematory. 

The paper was stripped from one room, and 
new paper was hung by Ryan in the room Dec. 
2nd. Thursday, Dec. 14th, Ryan sent for Dr. W. A. 
Johnson, and when the physician arrived at his 
boarding house he found him suffering from severe 
pains in the back and head, and took him in his 
carriage to St. John’s Hospital. He remained there 
the next day, and Saturday morning an eruption 
appeared ; then his history of exposure was learned, 
and he was taken that afternoon to the Small-Pox 
Hospital in the Health Department ambulance, 
where he remained under treatment until the morn- 
ing of his death, Tuesday, Dec. 26th. He had 
never been vaccinated, and the disease became badly 
confluent. 

While the patient was not strong when attacked, 
having passed through nine days with, the aid of 
stimulants, and retaining strength until the last hour, 
it was hoped and thought- possible that he might 
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pull through, but he finally began to sink rapidly 
and would . not respond to the efforts to revive 
and sustain.

The exotic cholera has been barred out. The 
native small-pox, typhoid and scarlet fevers can be 
suppressed, prevented or shorn of their old-time 
malignancy. By the discovery of Jenner, the horrid 
incubus of contagion has been lifted from humanity’s 
breast. Step by step methods for the prevention 
of and immunity from diphtheria are getting the 
sanction of experience in the saving of a rapidly 
increasing percentage of lives. 

But few people now living in Lowell have ever 
seen a' case of small-pox at any period, and fewer 
still when it is in its worst stage, and they have but 
little idea of its loathsomeness and danger. That 
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it is possible to become exposed in the most un- 
expected ways and places, and that the disease is 
thoroughly cosmopolitan, making no distinction as 
to age, sex or condition of life. 

A large part of the public are negligent of 
their own vaccination, and only submit to the 
vaccination of their children because the unpro- 
tected children are prohibited from attending school. 

We are probably as well prepared for the 
visits of this unwelcome disease as any city in 
Massachusetts, outside of Boston, as we have a 
Health Officer who has the experience of three 
s mall-pox epidemics to guide him in its control 
and direction, a trained and fearless sanitary force, 
and a fairly good hospital for treatment of cases 
that prove to be genuine. What is our greatest 
need is a detention hospital, where suspects should 
be detained &nd kept under close observance until 
the incubation period has passed. By a suspect, 
we mean a person who has been exposed to in- 
fection, and is liable to develop the disease. 

Among the most prolific sources of the spread 
of the small-pox are the persons who, having 
been in contact with the disease, scatter to their 
homes, and develop the disease, thus establishing 
new foci of infection. In order that this source 
of danger may be eliminated, it is necessary that 
all persons' who have been exposed to infection 
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shall be disinfected, vaccinated and isolated for a 
period covering the incubation of the disease. 

If the patient is taken to the hospital, dan- 
gerous clothing and bedding are taken to the 
Cremator and burned, and the rooms fumigated 
with formaldehyde gas and then washed with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500. 

The department men are protected by either 
having had the disease or a recent successful vac- 
cination, and when handling the patient rubber 
gloves are used. 

The same is demanded of the physician at 
the hospital. 

Humanity and duty unflinchingly demand that 
the patient be cared for and the public afforded 
the full measure of protection ; he may be found 
in a boarding house, saloon or prison, or any- 
where ; but wherever he may be, the health au- 
thorities are called upon to remove him at once. 
A medical man must be found, who will take 
charge of the case, and nurses and watchmen who 
enjoy protection and are willing to undertake the 
service. They must be faithful, fearless and will- 
ing men, of good judgment and steady nerve. 
Such men we have in our regular employ. 

The first embarrassment lies in determining 
positively that we are dealing with a case of 
small pox. The history may be obscure, the patient 
may have suffered from head and back ache with 
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more or less fever and high temperature ; then 
certain spots appear about the face, and in a short 
time small papules appear on the forehead. He 
may or may not have some soreness of the throat ; 
with the appearance of the papules he feels better. 
There is little in this and other symptoms to 
arouse the suspicions of an unsuspecting physician. 

The first patient is to be treated as a victim 
of small-pox, or he is not, and even an expert 
hesitates until the vesicles form and commence to 
pit. Capable men have made mistakes in both 
directions, and have had cause to bitterly re- 
gret them. Unfortunately, a large portion of medi- 
cal men have never seen a case of the disease, 
especially in its early stage, when accurate diag- 
nosis is the all important question. The protection 
of the community demands that as few persons 
as possible should be exposed to a suspicious case, 
thus depriving medical men of an opportunity to 
learn that which they afterwards may be blamed 
for not knowing. 

If a patient is found in a house after the 
vesicles have broken, and there is present the smell 
that usually is recognized by the physician or the 
health inspector, all living in the house that have 
been in contact with the case, should be removed 
for safety to a house similar to, but apart from 
the small-pox hospital, and such a building is 
absolutely necessary for the proper management of 
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suspects during a small-pox epidemic. After the 
outbreak in Lowell in 1894, such plans and spec- 
ifications as were desired were made, and are now 
in the custody of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings, and we earnestly ask of the City Coun- 
cil such an appropriation as will erect such a 
building near our small-pox hospital during the 
year 1900. 

This building could be built embracing all 
modern ideas learned from experience in dealing 
with the disease, and used for a hospital, giving 
the City of Lowell the use of our present build- 
ing for detention and observation purposes.- It would 
be more satisfactory and economical than home 
isolation and quarantine, and when the health offi- 
cer gets a patient from the boarding house into 
the hospital he feels a mighty burden lifted from 
him, for so long as the patient is at home one 
can never be certain that the disease will not spread 
in many different ways over which he has no 
control.

The city was called upon,- under the provisions 
of Chapter 80, Sect. 83 of the Public Statutes, to 
assume the expenses of a patient at the small- 
pox hospital in Chelsea, notice having been served 
on us by the following letters : 
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Lowell, Dec. 12, 1899. 
Health Department, Chelsea, Mass. 

Gentlemen : I have received a bill from you 
for $328.02 expenses incurred for Ida Quimby (who 
has a legal settlement in Lowell), during her sick- 
ness from small-pox, Oct. 27th to Nov. 10th. 

The Statute provides that reasonable expenses 
“ shall be paid by the person himself, his parents, 
or master if able ; otherwise by the town in which 
he has a legal settlement.” Oct. 27th to Nov. 
10th would be fourteen days, equal to $12.57 P er 
day to care for the patient in your small-pox 
hospital. That amount is certainly generous, if 
not reasonable, and having been through quite an 
experience with small-pox, we know that it is a 
very costly disease to any city, and therefore would 
be willing to approve such an amount. 

There follows an item of $152 charged to the 
city of Lowell for quarantine of house after re- 
moval to hospital. This does not seem a reason- 
able or just charge, as it would not have been 
rendered to “the person himself, or master, if able,” 
and therefore should not to the town in which he 
has a legal settlement. 

That amount was expended on the authority 
of the local Board of Health as a police precau- 
tion affecting the possible danger to others, and 
not of any use or assistance to the person afflicted 
with the disease. 
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I am instructed by tlie Board to say that if 
you will send a corrected bill for $176.02, it will 
be approved and paid by this department to you, 
but they object to and decline to pay the bill 
dated Dec. nth, 1899, for $328.02.

The swill from the hospitals (105 tons), the 
market refuse from meat and fish markets (435 
tons), with the miscellaneous articles enumerated 
in the above table, have been burned at the Cre- 
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mator, thereby preventing the foul odors that would 
surely have been a source of complaint and danger 
to those living near the various dumps used by 
the department for the waste material of the city, 
if the amount burned had been thrown on them 
during the year. 

If no other use is made of the Cremator than 
to take care of such refuse, it will more than 
compensate for the cost of disposal ($1,397.86). 
The Cremator has been in commission nine years, 
and with a small outlay for repairs, with the 
work it is now called upon to perform, it ought to 
last as many more years. 

The swill proper collected daily by our gar- 
bage teams has all been sold to farmers, and a 
comparative exhibit of such collection and sale in 
1898 and 1899 is appended.

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It has been the desire and effort to have our 
swill wagons call at the kitchens as often and 
regular as possible. If our appropriation would 
warrant the expenditure, we should discard the use 
of wooden swill wagons and substitute modern 
garbage steel water-tight carts, as the bodies are 
smaller, more quickly loaded and removed, thereby 
avoiding the objectionable feature of containing so 
large a bulk standing in the streets until the 
load is completed. 

It takes but a short time to so saturate the 
wooden sides with swill liquid that even frequent 
washings and disinfectants will not entirely remove 
the foul smell present during constant use. 

This is one of the most important problems 
with which we have to deal, both because of its 
sanitary relations to the health of the people, and 
its bulky volume and constant accumulation. Some 
householders have cultivated the habit of destroy- 
ing most of their garbage by burning it in the 
stove. In the winter months much more of this 
private disposition could be done, resulting in less 
expense to the city, and a decrease in the fre- 
quency of noisome smells and disagreeable sights. 
It is possible, by adopting a system of putting 
kitchen refuse into a draining pan, to reduce the 
bulk of the house garbage to a sufficiently dry 
state to permit of its cremation in the kitchen 
stove. 
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We have in our employ six single swill wagons, 
capable of holding say 2,400 pounds, and they col- 
lect two loads each day with an extra every other 
day, and with this force we have struggled hard 
to give every householder two services a week. 
Under the operation of the new eight hour law, 
we shall probably have to increase the number of 
teams and men. 

The main reason that induced the present 
Board to execute a contract with outside parties 
for the removal and disposition of the garbage of 
the city was, that owing to our decreased appro- 
priation it did not seem possible in any other way 
to provide for its total destruction, and they ac- 
cepted the reports of the Lowell Board of Health 
for the last ten years as representing the belief 
that the primary object of collecting garbage by 
the city is to prevent the accumulation of filth, 
and disease-breeding conditions, and that it cannot 
be done unless all matter found in the garbage 
receptacles can be totally burned and destroyed, 
and no system contemplating the disposal of gar-

bage is complete unless that end can be reached. 
The Board believes it is their duty to so manage 
the Department that the expenses incurred may be 
kept at the minimum, and the very best results 
obtained at the lowest possible cost, but they as 
firmly believe that the health and comfort of the 
citizens and the cleanliness of the city should be

the first question for them to solve, and then the 
problem of economics. 

This Department for the year 1899 has col- 
lected 369 more loads of swill than were returned 
as collected in 1898, at a labor cost of collection 
of $7,193.30, which is $464.90 less than it .cost in 
1898 to collect the 369 less loads. It has received 
and paid into the city treasury for swill collected 
and sold $3,547.00, which is $1,101.60 more than 
was turned into the city treasury in 1898. As 28 
licenses were granted to farmers to collect swill 
as against. 21 in 1898, it is probable that more 
swill was collected in 1898 than in 1899. The 
trouble was that it did not get into the yard of 
the Health Department, or its equivalent in cash 
into the city treasury.

For various reasons now clearly seen by the 
Board, this branch of our service was stripped to 
the bare poles in 1898, so that considerable outlay 
was unavoidable, in order to bring the horses and 
teams to a presentable shape while performing their 
daily duties. There has . been built this year a 
new shed for paper wagons on line with our am- 
bulance shed. The blacksmith shop and ell part 
of the small-pox hospital has been reshingled, one 
new double ash cart entire and two new bodies 
for swill carts have been built. Nine ash sleds 
and seven swill sleds have had new sideboards, 
new steel shoes and all repainted. The fourteen 
ash carts have been overhauled, repaired and most 
all repainted. Not a new horse or a new harness 
has been purchased for two years, and something 
must be done in this direction in 1900.

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In conclusion, the Board feels justified in call- 
ing attention to the essential features that demon- 
strate the successful administration of this Depart- 
ment, to wit : 

The reduction of expenses. 

The increase of income. 

The reduction of the annual death rate. 

All of which stands to the credit on the right 
side of the ledger for 1899. 

From another point of view the Board wishes 
to express its opinion of the present methods for 
the disposition of swill and garbage. From the 
narrow standpoint of departmental concern, there 
is no incentive for our care and labor in convert- 
ing the nasty stuff into money ($3,700) solely for 
the benefit of such departments as it may be given 
to by a vote of the City Council through the 
Charter Enactment regtilating the disposition of 
the general fund. 

A cremator large enough to dispose of the 
city’s swill and market refuse, say thirt}" tons 
daily, could be bought for $8,000. It would cost 
say $6,000 yearly (coal and labor) to burn it, 
and the loss of income from swill, say $3,500, 
would make a sum of $14,500 to be provided for 
from loan or appropriation by the City Council of 
1900. We feel that the larger amounts spent from 
1893 to 1896 were amply justified by the results 
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obtained, and tbat the decreased costs of the De- 
partment in 1898 and 1899 were in a great meas- 
ure due to the fact that steadily decreasing appro- 
priations made it impossible to perform the much 
more sanitary and satisfactory work accomplished 
during the former period. 

While we have no expectation of receiving the 
appropriation that would give to the Department 
a cremator, small-pox hospital and stable, they are 
all needed badly, and would be of great advantage 
to the city ; but we shall, as we have in 1899, try 
and not exceed the appropriation awarded us by 
the City Council, unless an exigency of small-pox 
confronts us during 1900. 

The Board of Health wishes to thank the em- 
ployees of the Department, one and all, for the 
faithful and conscientious work that has been done 
by them this year. Without such aid the results 
could not have been accomplished.

REPORT. 


To His Honor the Mayor, and the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit 
my ninth annual report as Inspector of Milk and 
Vinegar. 

The work of the department has been con- 
tinued on the same lines as last year, by the 
chemical analysis of all samples of milk, vinegar 
and butter taken, and many that have been brought 
in. There have also been many samples of water 
analyzed. 

The duties of the Inspector, as defined by 
statutes under which he acts, are the issuing of 
licenses, the registration of stores where milk or 
oleomargarine are sold, collection and inspection 
of samples, and the enforcement of the law in 
the courts. 
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The statistics of the office and the detail of 
the work performed will be found under the 
proper headings. 

LICENSES. 

The statutes require the Milk Inspector to 
license every person who conveys milk, in car- 
riages or otherwise, for the purpose of selling the 
same, annually, on the first day of May, or with- 
in thirty days thereafter, and that they shall pay 
fifty cents for the use of the City. The statutes 
also require all stores, booths, stands or market 
places, before selling milk, to register in the books 
of the Inspector and pay fifty cents, which fee is 
paid but once. Licenses are issued only in the 
name of owners, and may not be sold, assigned 
or transferred. Each license records the name, resi- 
dence, place of business, number of carriages or 
other vehicles used, the name and residence of 
every driver or other person engaged in the card- 
ing or selling and the number of the license. 

The licensee is required to cause his name, the 
number of his license, and his place of business 
to be legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages or vehicles used by him in the sale and 
conveyance of milk, and to report to the Inspector 
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any change of driver or other persons employed; 
for failure to comply with these requirements, or 
for selling or exposing for sale from carriages or 
other vehicles, without first being licensed, a fine 
of not less than thirty nor more than one hundred 
dollars my be imposed. Failure to register for 
the sale of milk from store, booth, stand, or market 


place, is punishable b}^ a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

INSPECTION. 


It is the duty of the Inspector or Collector to 
enter all places where milk is stored or kept for 
sale, and take samples for analysis. It is the 
custom of the Inspector to take samples from 
wagons and stores in about the same proportion. 
There are also many samples brought in by citi- 
zens which are analyzed free of charge. 

In most instances where milk taken from stores 
has not been up to the legal standard, warnings 
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have been issued, and in almost every case they 
have caused an improvement in the quality of milk 
sold. It is the custom to pay for milk taken 
from stores, but not for that taken from wagons.

The statutes provide penalties : — 

For neglecting or refusing to license or register 
for sale of milk. 

For selling or exposing for sale, adulterated 
milk, milk to which water or any foreign substance 
has been added, milk not of the standard quality, 
milk produced from sick or diseased cows, or milk 
produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

For selling, or offering for sale, as pure milk, 
milk from which the ’ whole or any part of the 
cream has been removed. 

For selling skimmed milk, unless from cans or 
other vessels- marked as required by statute. 

For selling, exposing for sale, or possessing 
with intent to sell, milk or skimmed milk which 
is not of standard quality, i. e ., containing less 
than thirteen per cent, of milk solids, in the case 
of whole milk; or less than nine and three-tentlis 
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per cent, of milk solids, exclusive of fat, in case 
of skimmed milk, except in the months of April, 
May, June, July and August, when whole milk 
shall contain not less than twelve per cent, of 
solids, nor less than nine per cent, of solids not 
fat, nor less than three per cent, of fat. 

For obstructing in any manner the Milk In- 
spector or his assistants, in the performance of 
their duties. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, as cider 
vinegar, vinegar which is not made exclusively of 
apple cider. 

For the sale, or exposure for sale, of vinegar 
containing any artificial coloring matter, or con- 
taining any preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric 
acid or any ingredient injurious to health. 

For the sale of any vinegar not of standard 
quality, i. e., containing less than four and one- 
half per cent, of absolute acetic acid, or, in the 
case of cider vinegar, 20 per cent, of cider vinegar 
solids. 

It is the duty of the Inspector to make com- 
plaint for any of the offences thus enumerated, 
which may be brought to his notice as a result 
of his analysis of samples, or on the information 
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of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence upon which to sustain such complaint.

From reports of milkmen taken at the time of their 
annual licenses in May, it is estimated that there 
are sold in Lowell at wholesale, 1026 cans, at 
retail 2485 cans daily. The cans hold 8 1-2 quarts. 
The amount for the year amounts to 10,892,695 
quarts, or about one-third of a quart to each in- 
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habitant daily, in money value reckoned at 5 1-2 
cents per quart, about $6.67 per inhabitant per 
year, with a volume of business for nearly six 
hundred thousand dollars, per year.

Report of the Inspector of Wires. 


Lowell, Mass., Feb. i, 1900. 

To His Honor the Mayor and Members of the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen, — In accordance with the Ordin- 
ance requirements herewith is presented the first 
annual report of the Inspector of Wires for the 
year ending January 31st, 1900. The work of the 
Department for the year may be summarized as 
follows : Three hundred and forty-one cases of inside 
wiring has been inspected of which 301 are com- 
pleted, approved and finished at this date and 40 
are unfinished. A small amount of dead wire has 
been removed by the Department; 3753 poles have 
been inspected and out of this number we have 
found 157 bad ones. Companies owning these poles 
have been instructed to replace the same with 
sound ones. We have taken a census of poles for 
the purpose of verifying poles now standing with 
locations granted by the Board of Aldermen, and 
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at the same time, have made a test of their sound- 
ness, showing the number of cross-arms and wires 
on each pole. It is our intention to arrange them 
so that we shall know the number of wires and 
voltage on each pole. 

The Inspector has notified 99 abuttors on 
streets where pole locations have been asked for. 
Public hearings in two instances have been given, 
remonstrating against the location of poles. The 
Committee on Electric wires, after hearing the 
remonstrants, gave the petitioners for pole locations 
leave to withdraw. 

"I would suggest that in the future the Com- 
mittee on Electric Wires and the Committee on 
Lighting be composed of the same members of 
the Board of Aldermen, as oftentimes I find where 
the Committee 011 Lighting have recommended 
lights to be placed on streets where there are no 
poles and the Companies doing such work assume 
the right to place poles without getting such loca- 
tions from the Board of Aldermen, which often- 
times proves confusing. 

I am of the opinion that this Department 
should keep all records of pole locations and that 
records, of copies of records, now in the posses- 
sion of other departments should be turned over to 
the Wire Department. Petitions for pole locations 
should be filed with the Inspector of Wires, and 
he should inspect the premises and see that they 
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are satisfactory. This would simplfy matters before 
the petitions reach the Board of Aldermen. 

I believe that the Committe oil Electric Wires 
or the Inspector of Wires should be empowered 
to grant re-locations in emergency cases. For 
instance, when Mammoth Road and Westford 
Street where being smooth paved, it was found 
that the poles interfered with the work. The 
Companies owning the poles did not want to 
remove them until new locations were assured. I 
think it would be for the interest of all concerned 
that the Inspector of Wires should have this power. 

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 

I am firmly convinced that the proper place 
for wires is underground and hope to see a begin- 
ning made to bury the wires this year. Under- 
ground wires can be highly insulated and kept in 
that condition for a number of years. Overhead 
wires are at all times a source of danger and 
should not be tolerated in the center of the city. 
It matters not how carefully they are strung or 
how well tliej T are insulated, it is but a question 
of a few months before they begin to sag and the 
insulation is practically destixwed. 

If a fire should break out in one of the large 
buildings in the center of the city, the net-work 
of wires strung along the streets and in close 
proximity to the buildings would prove a serious 
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handicap to the fire department, and the firemen 
would have the extra precaution to guard them- 
selves from death by a fall caused by a shock 
from the electric wires, and when you consider 
what an impediment this extra precaution would 
be to his efforts to fight the fire, I think you will 
agree with me that the wires should be placed 
under ground. 

It would require a special act of the legisla- 
ture to compel Companies to place their wires 
under ground, but I doubt if this would be neces- 
sary, as the Companies interviewed by me are 
willing to place their wires under ground, provid- 
ing all receive equal privileges. In view of the 
contemplated street improvements I think it would be 
well to pay special attention to underground wires. 

The work of the Department for the year has 
been very trying. The Department being in its 
infancy the results have not been as satisfactory 
as they will be the coming year. The contractors 
were accustomed to have their work inspected after 
it was finished, and did not take kindly as to 
being instructed as to how they should do the work. 

The Electric Light, Telephone and Railroad 
Companies have done everything in their power to 
assist the Department, making changes when 
requested and changing their lines as quickly as 
possible. The Lowell Electric Light Corporation 
has done remarkably well. When the new conn 
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pany took control their plant was in a very poor 
condition. It has been greatly improved and the 
new work the Company has done is- very satis- 
factory. 

I have established a system whereby contrac- 
tors desiring to do wiring shall notify this office 
before commencing work, thereby giving me an 
opportunity to inspect the premises (if in my 
judgment the location demands it) before work 
is commenced. The place is visited by me one 
or more times, the number of visits being gOA^erned 
by the size of the job. 

At first the system A\ T as not generally lived 
up to but at present we have no fault to find. I 
expect to establish a system this year whereby 
contractors will submit to this Department sam- 
ples of materials used in their business. By this 
means the Department will do aAvay Avitli a lot 
of inferior materials.

STREETS. 

There are now under the care of the Street Depart- 
ment, 122.76 miles of accepted streets. The past year several 
streets have been put in a condition of permanent repair. 

Upon recommendation of the Street Committee, consist- 
ing of Alderman Pierce, Chairman, Alderman Chapin, Council- 
men Hatch, Burns, Lyman and Barry, 84 streets have been 
macadamized a total of 5.37 miles ; 60 streets graded, a 

total of 9.48 miles; 12.6 miles of cinder sidewalks built; 
5.3 miles of cobblestones gutters laid ; and 2.38 miles of 
edgestones reset. There* have been 20,028.41 square yards of 
smooth paving laid the past year. 

BRIDGES. 

As recommended in last years report, the sum of $2,000 
has been appropriated for the painting of Aiken Street 
Bridge. Repairs have been made on the several Bridges in 
charge of this Department. Thorough repairs should be made 
on the Market Street Bridge also the bridge over the 
Northern Canal on Moody Street the coming season.

STREET SIGNS. 

During the past year, one hundred metallic and one 
hundred and ten wooden signs have been put up in various 
parts of the City. 

If the appropriation permits, I intend to increase this 
number the coming season, until all the streets are proper- 
ly designated with Street signs. 

SMOOTH PAVEMENT. 

The demand for smooth pavement in the residential 
portions of the City is increasing each year, which goes to 
show that this is the only up to date pavement. 

During the year 20,028.41 square yards of asphaltina 
pavement was laid on Mammoth Road, Suffolk street, and 
Westford street. 


STREET WATERING. 

This department is self sustaining, the total receipts 
were for the year 1899, $16,251.25 expenditures $10,620.53. 
Over 25 miles of streets were watered every fair day. 

I would recommend that the macadamized streets be 
placed upon the watering list as fast as completed, as the 
life of a macadamized street depends upon the water, the 
water causing the stone to pack more closely together, and 
mixing with the tine dust cements the stone. 

SEWERS. 

From April to the latter part of December this depart- 
ment was engaged in the construction of the various sewers 
petitioned for by the people and for which resolutions had 
passed the City Council, on the recommendation of the 
Sewer Committee, consisting of Alderman Dimon Chairman, 
Aldermen Wilder and McNulty. 
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Jan. 1, 1899 there were 79.25 miles of sewers, and 
during the year 3.22 miles were constructed making a total 
length of sewers Jan. 1, 1900, 82.47 miles. 

The Billings street and Aiken avenue sewer was con- 
structed at a greater cost owing to the nature of the ledge 
encountered, and the necessity of going to considerable depth 
through solid ledge to enable the abutters on the other 
slope of the hill on Aiken Avenue to get adequate drainage. 

The Tanner and Howard street sewer, not completed 
last season owing to high water in Hale’s brook, was com- 
pleted by laying 16" iron pipe a distance of 242 feet 
through and across Hale’s brook. 

Jenness Street sewer, made necessary by the fact that 
the country west of Stevens Street was without drainage. 
This sewer was constructed of 24" Akron pipe, laid at an 
average depth of 15 feet. By the construction of this sewer 
a large territory heretofore without drainage has been 
accommodated. 

The City Council voted to build the Lundberg Street 
bridge, thereby necessitating a change in grade of Meadow- 
croft Street, and it was deemed advisable in anticipation of 
the wants of this portion of the City to build a short 
section of the Meadowcroft street sewer, believing that it 
was of public benefit to leave the finished portion of the 
approach to the Bridge in a completed condition, and also 
to save the cost of excavating the approach to the Bridge 
as the grade of the street was raised eight or nine feet at 
that point. The sewer which is of brick 36" in diameter, 
200 feet in length. 

The Myrtle and Read street extension in Centralville, 
made necessary by the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals 
filling in the Merrimack river from First Street. These ex- 
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tensions were ordered by the Board of Health and were 
built into deep and swift running water. 

The Myrtle street extension was of iron pipe 30" in 
diameter 250 feet in length. Bead street of iron pipe 24" 
in diameter and 196 feet in length and 68 feet of 24" 
Akron pipe. These important extensions were completed 
July 28th, 1899. 

I would recommend that the West street and Bridge 
street sewers be extended into deep water of the River, and 
also the Rogers street sew T er across the Concord river the 
coming season as the present condition of these sewers is a 
menace to the public health. 

The residents of Willard and Humphrey and intersecting 
streets have petitioned former governments for several years, 
for a sewer in that section, but the difficulties and neces- 
sary expense of overcoming them have deterred former gov- 
ernments from granting their request. The Sewer Committee 
of 1899 believing it to be a necessary public improvement 
recommended its construction. Solid ledge was encountered 
in the deepest excavating over a depth of 20 feet for a 
distance of about 1100 feet. 

This sewer exceeds in length any sewer built the last 
few years. This sewer is 2532 feet in length, 1185 feet of 
brick 43" in diameter and the balance of 18" and 15" 
Akron pipe. 

A number of pipe sewers were constructed the past year. 
For length, size, depth and cost, see table. 

CATCH BASINS. 

Since the smooth paving agitation, the attention of the 
public has been attracted to the condition of our streets. 
There is a tendency on the part of some people to see only 
the bad and not the good. This can apply to our streets. 
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It has been my constant endeavor to remedy all defects in 
our streets and make such improvements as possible with 
the amount of money at my disposal. 

A* great factor in aid of keeping streets in a passable 
condition is an adequate number of catch basins and cess- 
pools in each street. Over 200 catch basins and cesspools 
were built last year, locations and grade given by the city 
engineer. 

Jan. 1, 1900, there were 2,774 catch basins and cess- 
pools to be maintained by the sewer department. A number 
of catch basins have been changed over and the Barbour- 
Stockwell grates j)ut in on Mammoth Hoad, Suffolk street 
and Westford street, as these grates are especially adapted 
to smooth paved streets. They are a square grate and are 
set level with the pavement, which is of great benefit 
especially to the wheelmen.

SEWER MAINTENANCE. 

At the beginning of the year 1899 the sum of $16,000 
was appropriated for the maintenance of sewers. 

In caring for the sewers and catch basins, . men are 
employed the entire year, as all the waste water and filth 
of nearly ninety thousand (90,000) people, also the water 
that falls upon over one hundred (100) miles of streets, 
flows through a sewer system of eighty-two (82) miles to 
remote and safe places, the latter through the medium of the 
catch basins. Gangs of men operate in the main sewers to 
remove whatever has become lodged, and hundreds of loads 
are thus removed from our large sewers. 
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The following table will explain itself : — 

Total number of basins 2,774 

Number of loads removed from basins 3,448 

Number of basin connections repaired 61 

Number of basins and manholes repaired 182 

Number of sewers flushed 49 

Number of culverts cleaned 77 


CONCLUSION. 

I take pleasure in expressing my gratitude to the City 
Engineer and his able assistants, for their valuable sugges- 
tions and assistance also to the Committee on Streets and 
Sewers for their valuable and hearty co-operation, and to 
the foremen in charge of construction, they have been faith- 
ful in the discharge of their duties as have the men under 
them.

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LINCOLN PARK.

This tract of land was taken possession of by the Common 
Department in May, 1899, when it was a dirty, unsightly tract of 
ground at the junction of Chelmsford and Hale Streets. There 
has been a neat curb-stone placed around it and it has been 
graded and grassed over so that it makes a very pretty and 
pleasant green spot and greatly enjoyed by the residents of that 
vicinity. 


VARNUM PARK. 

This is one of the smaller, if not the smallest park in the 
world, and it is also one of the prettiest situated at the junction 
of Bridge and First Streets. It was formerly a very dirty landing- 
place and an eyesore to the people of Centraville until some of 
the ladies banded together and worked among the members of the 
City Council to have it made into a Public Park, their efforts 
being crowned with success after considerable hard work. This 
park is always a cheerful spot, having two large flower beds, 
which are resplendent with tulips, in the early spring and later 
with foliage plants. 


PENNIMAN PARK. 

Is situated at the junction of Liberty and Pine Street. It 
is a triangular strip of ground, surrounded by a granite curb, 
which was given to the City by Ex- Alderman George F. Penni- 
man several years ago, whose name it still bears. This piece of 
ground was thoroughly overhauled this spring and well manured 
and turfed. It is surrounded by well shaped maple trees, 
making it a cool and pleasant spot to rest at in the summer.

THE FORT HILL ROGERS PARK. 

Oil September 22, 1886, the following communication was 
received at the meeting of the City Council and referred to a 
committee, to consist of the Mayor, two Aldermen, the President 
and two members of the Common Council. 


To the Honorable , the Mayor and the City Council of the City of 
Lowell. 

Gentlemen : — 

On August 30th, 1883, Miss Emily Rogers and Miss 
Elizabeth Rogers conveyed to us 30 acres of land, comprising 
what is historically known as “Fort Hill,” with certain provisions, 
that when it had been properly prepared as and for a Public 
Park, for the use and enjoyment of the people forever, subject to 
the following restrictions and provisions. 

First — That said park should forever be known and 
called “The Fort Hill Rogers Park.” 

Second — The hill constituting the principal portion of 
said premises shall forever remain and be preserved in its present 
general shape and outline, and shall not be cut into, dug down or 
graded, except so far as the same may be necessary in the con- 
struction of walks, drives and such other works and changes as 
may be suitable for Park purposes. 

Third — That the large rock or boulder on the summit of 
said hill shall never be broken up or removed from its present 
location, but shall remain where and in the same external form 
in which it now is. 
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Fourth — That no spirituous or intoxicating liquors shall 
ever be kept, sold used or admitted upon said premises nor shall 
gambling in any form or any games of chance be allowed thereon. 

Fifth — That no building or structure of any kind shall 
ever be erected or permitted to remain upon said premises except 
only such as may properly appertain to and be consistent and in 
harmony with the uses and purposes for which said Park is 
designed. 

The subscribers having at very considerable expenses, 
under the direction of Mr. Bowditch, the celebrated landscape 
gardener, prepared said property as and for a Park, are desirous, 
in compliance with the wishes of the generous donors, of convey- 
ing the same to the city, provided the city will accept the same, 
subject to the foregoing restrictions, and agree that it will comply 
therewith and forever keep, preserve and maintain the premises 
in all respects as usual for a Public Park. 

We respectfully await the action of your honorable bodies 
in respect to this communication.

Lowell, Sept. 21, 1886. 
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On October 8th, 1886, the committee, which had been 
appointed paid a visit to the park and after looking the ground 
over voted to recommend to the City Council that they accept the 
same, in the meantime the Trustees had spent the sum of $25,000 
on the laying out of walks and drives and grading the hill and 
putting it in shape, they also spent $5000 for shrubs and planting 
of same. 


The following communication was received at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen, on November 6, 1886. 


Lowell, Nov. 4th, 1886, 

To the Honorable, the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen and 
the Common Council of the City of Lowell. 

Messrs. Hoyt, Shedd, Smith and Garity, Trustees, having 
complied with their agreement made in reference to the preparing 
of Fort Hill for a Public Park, it is my wish that the city should 
accept the same in conformity with the terms of the trust.

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On November 9th, 1886, the following resolutions were 
passed by the City Council and approved on November 12th, 
1886. 

Resolved : That the City of Lowell hereby accepts the offer of 
Ethan A. Smith, Eli W. Hoyt, Freeman B. Shedd and Thomas 
Garity, Trustees, to convey to said City the premises described 
in a deed to them from Misses Emily and Elizabeth Rogers 
bearing date August 30th, 1883, and recorded in Middlesex 
North District Registry of Deeds, Book 161, Page 574, the same 
to be held, used and enjo} 7 ed as and for a Public Park subject 
to provisions, requirements and restrictions in said deed con- 
tained : and the city hereby agrees that it will comply here- 
with, 

Resolved : That said Trustees have suitably prepared said property 
as and for a Park, in accordance with their agreement referred 
to in said deed to said Trustees, and that the same is now in 
suitable condition to be conveyed to said City by said Trustees 
as and for a Public Park subject to the provisions, requirements 
and restrictions in said deed to said Trustees contained and 
according to the requirements therein. Be it further 

Resolved : First — That said Park shall forever hereafter be known 
and called ‘ The Rogers Fort Hill Park. * ’ 

Second — The hill constituting the -principal portion of said 
premises shall forever remain and be preserved in its present 
general shape and outline, and shall not be cut into, dug down 
or graded, except so far as the same ma} 7 be necessary in the 
construction of walks, drives and such other works and changes 
as ma} 7 be suitable for Park purposes. 

Third — That the large rock or boulder on the summit of 
said hill shall never be broken up or removed from its present 
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location, but shall remain where and in the same external form 
in which it now is. 

Fourth — That no spirituous or intoxicating liquors shall 
ever be kept, sold, used or admitted upon said premises nor 
shall gambling in any form or any games of chance be allowed 
thereon. 

Fifth — That no building or structure of any kind shall ever 
be erected or permitted to remain upon said premises except 
only such as may properly appertain to and be consistent and 
in harmony with the uses and purposes for which said Park 
is designed. 

Resolved : That the Mayor of the City be and is hereby authorized 
in behalf of said Trustees the conveyance of the premises offered 
to said City and cause the same to be duly recorded. 

Resolved: That the thanks of the City of Lowell are hereby 
tendered to Miss Elizabeth Rogers for the generous acts upon 
her part in making arrangements for this park and that the 
memory of her sister, who in her lifetime joined with her 
therein, will forever be recalled with the same gratitude which 
our citizens entertain for the sister now living. 

Resolved: That the name of Emily Rogers and Elizabeth Rogers 
will be forever preserved in connection with this Park as public 
benefactors, and their family name in which the title of the 
premises stood long before the corporate or municipal existence 
of Lowell was established, will be honored by the present and 
future inhabitants of this city and by all who will enjoy the 
benefits thereof. 

Resolved: That the thanks of the City of Lowell are hereby 
tendered to Messrs. Smith, Hoyt, Shedd and Garity, the 
Trustees, for the generous outlays, expenditures and improve- 
ments which they have made on the premises, and their liberal 
and tasteful preparation thereof for a Public Park. 
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Resolved: That we commend to the inhabitants of the City of 
Lowell, now and hereafter, this generous donation, the value of 
which will be more and more appreciated as they become 
familiar with and enjoy the benefits thereof, in the future. 

Resolved: That the conveyance of the premises to the city be 
made under the direction of the City Solicitor and the City 
Engineer, and subject to their approval. 


In the latter part of the year 1886, an attempt wasm ade to 
have the city make a loan of $200,000 for the purpose of buying 
108 acres of land which lay at the foot of the hill and which was 
owned by the Trustees, and which they desired to sell to the City 
for an addition to the Park, but the project was overwhelmingly 
defeated by the City Council. 

In 1894, the City purchased a strip of land containing 
about 4 acres and laying between High and Hanks as an addition 
to the Park, for the sum of $72,000. 

The Fort Hill Rogers Park is an eminence in Belvidere, a 
suburb or Lowell, commanding a comprehensive view of the city 
and country around and consists of 30 acres. It is the finest park 
in the city, from the top of the hill in looking to the East one can 
see the following places, Lawrence, North Tewksbury, Andover, 
Danvers Insane Asylum, State Almshouse, Tewksbury and the 
Water Tower at Stoneham, to the south, Boston, Billerica Center, 
Loring Hill, Lexington ; Concord River, Nobscot Hill, Framington ; 
Robbins Hill, Chelmsford ; to the west Mt. Wachusett, Princeton ; 
Mt. Hunger, Ashby, Mass; Mt. Watatic, Ashby; Barrett, New 
Ipswich , Kidder, New Ipswich ; Monadnock, Mt. Jaffrey, Peter- 
borough, Lyndeborough, Crotcher, Francestown ; New Boston, to 
the north Goffstown, High Service Reservoir and Uncawoonuch. 
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The approach to Fort Hill is through a broad avenue leading 
from Rogers Street to the top of the hill on either side of this 
Avenue, there is a grass plot about 10 feet wide and on either 
side of these is a foot-path eight feet wide, on each side of the 
driveway at the point where the park proper begins two massive 
granite columns 15 ft. high and 7 ft. square has been erected. 

Under one of the foundation stones is a copper box contain- 
ing a Bible of the year 1886, manuscript relative to the purchase 
of the Rogers Farm in 1806, and three half dollars of 1826, 1834 
and 1836, signifying the years of the incorporations of the Town 
and the City of Lowell and the annexation of Belvidere, presented 
by Miss Rogers, a large number of public documents and news- 
papers having reference to local events connected with the history 
of Lowell and the Rogers land are included in the deposits made 
in the box, on each of the massive granite posts at the entrance is a 
copper plate with the following inscription :

THE FORT HILL 
ROGERS PARK. 


A large amount of work has been done on this park during 
the past year. At the end nearest the Belvidere entrance to the 
Lowell Cemetery a large strip of ground has been filled up and 
graded and sown down making one of the prettiest strips of ground 
in the park at a cost of $1200, a new flight of chestnut steps has 
been put in to replace the old ones which had decayed. Another 
large strip of ground has been overhauled and regraded on the 
side of the hill and 100 load of stone taken out of it, also the 
strip of ground on the right of the driveway going up the hill 
has been all overhauled, the stones taken out and graded as it 
should be. Around the well-house there has been planted several 
Paniculata Clematis which greatly add to the beauty of the place. 
Here in the spring and summer one can see the handsomest 
flower beds to be seen in the city. The gutter of the back drive 
has been paved with cobble stones which keeps the sand from 
washing on the grass. Fort Hill proper contains about 29 acres.

FORT HILL PARK IMPROVEMENT. 

No money was appropriated for work on this part of the 
hill during the past year, but there was $768.93 of the regular 
appropriation paid out for labor and teaming for this work which 
consisted of cutting down of the bank in front of the hill and in 
filling up of the hollow directly back of the bank more than 1000 
loads of filling being used. 


BELVEDERE PARK. 

The so called Belvidere Park was at first much larger than 
it is now, but on the subsequent location of streets the area was 
circumscribed to its present limit, surrounded by a slab fence and 
occupied as a cow pasture. After a while it was leased to Mr. 
E. Shepard for a garden and thus acquired the name of 1 Tark 
Garden,” which still adheres to it to some extent. 

Mr. Shepard occupied it for ten years, for the cultivation 
of plants, fruits and vegetables. He built a saloon upon the 
premises, for his dwelling and the entertainment of his patrons. 
At the expiration of Mr. Shepard’s lease the spot was sold to the 
city for a Park. It has been improved from time to time until 
it has become one of the most beautiful spots in the city. It is 
now surrounded by a nice granite curbing. No new work has 
been done on it this year, except to keep it in good condition. A 
change of grade in the sidewalks by the City Engineers made it 
necessary to put in two new granite steps at the junction of 
Andover and Nesmith Streets, at the cost of $58.00. 

CENTRA VILLE PARK. 

This part of the city has a park of which it may well lie 
proud of, it is high and airy and is remote from all noise. It 
needs more shade trees, however, and then it will be the per- 
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fection of a resting place. It is so situated that it commands a 
comprehensive view of the city and of the country around it, X o 
new work has been done on this park during the past year, but 
it has been kept in good condition. 


TYLER PARK. 

Is situated in that part of the city which is known as the 
Highlands. It was given to the city by the Tyler heirs, being 
then in a wild and uncultivated state it has since been improved. 
It is as fine a breathing place as you could find in any city. It 
is beautifully shaded and the fountain with the new iron grill 
which has been placed there this year at a cost of $60.00 is a 
picturesque feature of the place, several stumps which had been 
left in from last year have been removed and two walks have been 
cut one on each side of the fountain, and around the stone walls 
and large stone which dot the landscape has been planted several 
Ampelopsis Veitchie which makes a very much needed im- 
provement.

The North Common is situated in that part of the city 
known as the “Acre” and contains 1 1.39 acres of ground, not much 
work has been done on this Common for several years aside from 
keeping the grass cut and the Common clean and in good shape. 
I would recommend that a ball ground be laid out on this 
Common and that the fountain, commonly known as “Garity’s 
Folly,” which is a menace to young and old, be filled up and 
graded and turfed. 
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SOUTH COMMON 

This Common is situated between Thorndike, South , 
Summer and Highland Streets and contains 22.48 acres of ground 
and it lays so that if the city would furnish the necessary money it 
might be made into a nice Public Garden, similar to the Boston 
Public Garden, however, for several years past no new work has 
been attempted. I would recommend that a base ball and cricket 
ground be laid out on this Common, for the benefit of those 
interested in the respective sports.

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RE-MARKS. 


One of the most serious and at the same time most annoy- 
ing difficulties, park superintendents have to contend with is the 
petty depredations of more or less frequent occurence carried on 
among the flowers and smaller plants by persons, who pay no 
attention to the rules governing such practices, it often extends 
to injury to the trees and larger shrubs. I think it should be 
presumed that much of this petty pilfering is done without due 
knowledge of the consequences attending detection, and that 
education is very necessary to explain to the public that to pre- 
serve even the wild beauty of the parks great care and expense are 
necessary. 

There are 84 cities and towns in New England which hava 
Park Commissioners, or are doing more or less of park work that 
have so far been learned of, and it is only 42 years ago that the 
first acre of ground was bought in the United States, for park 
purposes and that was for Central Park, in New York. Baltimore 
followed New York, in its Druid’s Park in 1859, Philadelphia, in 
Fairmount Park in 1867, but the magnificent Boston Park System 
did not begin until 1874 and the Metropolitan System was hardly 
commenced 5 years ago. 

New Haven with its 19 parks and pleasure grounds is 
fairly well supplied with places of rest and recreation. Its 
population is about 115,000 and the park acreage, not including 
the public resorts which are privately maintained is something 
over eleven hundred acres, or about one acre to every one hundred 
inhabitants. In Hartford, Conn. , during the year ending 
April 30, 1899, the Park Commissioners expended §103,282.09 
for park purposes, but it is only within the past 15 years, and 
more than half of it has been done in the last 5 years that park 
work and park influences have become general. We know very 
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well there is an ideal, beautiful, grand park possible, in every 
piece of ground, and about every city and town, yet we grope 
along in darkness trying to find it thankful for any help which 
may come to us, and thinking that the best is beyond our reach. 

It strikes me that a public park should be a collection of 
beautiful flowers, shrubs and trees, which the world affords, and 
these should have the most tasteful management and careful 
cultivation that art and skill can give. 

As it has been said, whatever influences a person receives 
while in a park, in the way a park ought to influence people, 
belongs to the park. A book is measured not by the number of 
its pages, but by the thought written thereon, so the measure of 
a park is the beauty expressed, and not its acres. The lines of a 
wall or fence are not its boundaries for it has belonging to it, that 
which money has never purchased and for which no appropria- 
tions are ever made, and over which man’s influence does not 
extend. It is just as important and expressive of the beautiful as 
the surface of the earth. It is the sky overhead, so beautiful in 
its changes, so gorgeous in its colorings. Even the visitors 
become an essential part of the park’s beauty while they remain 
on the grounds, going there to avoid and to enjoy crowds, some 
enjoy the quiet scenes, and being entirely alone with their life- 
giving beauty, while others seek the crowds, sitting by the drives 
and watching the streams of people in carriages pass before them. 
There is truly an influence in watching this stream of people in 
carriages as there is in watching a stream of water. 

There is also a spiritual influence, the greatest of all, 
spirit can only be attracted by spirit, mind by mind. If spirit 
or mind is influenced while in the park, it can only be because a 
spiritual or mental power is there with us. Beauty is not 
physical. It is no more an inherent part of the thing we call 
beautiful, than color is an inherent part of anything to which it

appears to be attached. Beauty is not dead, it is alive and ever 
changing and like all living things, must be spiritual in its nature. 

What are your parks for ? Our parks are for recreation, it 
is the chief end of parks and if in the incipiency of our park enter- 
prise, has it occurred to anyone to doubt the possible existing need 
of such recreative feature, that dubiousness has ere this given way 
to conviction that the steps thus far taken by our municipality 
have been wise and commendable. 

All cities have their toiling multitudes, who live in spaces 
necessarily hemmed in by streets and houses : mulitudes who long 
for open air spaces, for the companionship of trees, and grass, and 
running streams : multitudes too, whose necessary daily labors do 
not afford them the time or means to reach the more distant woods 
and pleasure grounds, which may be miles away. Parks are needed 
by the people, by women, children, the poor and infirm during 
the days, as recreation grounds for all in the summer evenings, and 
it is as much duty of the city to thus provide for the physical, 
moral and intellectual needs of the people as in any other sanitary 
and educational respect. 

It is probable that more people visited Rogers Fort Hill Park 
last summer than ever before, traversed that area. The parks are the 
people’s, in the best and broadest sense. This feeling of indepen- 
dence, of joint ownership, contributes to the pleasure and profit of 
the people, and to the popularity of the parks. With the further 
inprovements of the parks the forms of popular appreciation will 
probably undergo changes. Sufficient advancement, however, has 
been made to show that the parks are public blessings, and that a 
liberal treatment of them will command the support of all the 
people. In all my work I have endeavored, so far as consisted 
with proper park constructions, to put things in such condition 
that the city will in the future be called upon for the least annual 
expense for maintenance. 
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The crying need of the children in the densely populated 
parts of the city for something better than the streets to play in is 
manifest to all our citizens, and $12,000 annually seem all too 
small. I believe the city can wisely expend a much larger sum 
for this purpose. I would call attention to the fact that our 
benevolent citizens can in no other way confer greater benefit on 
the community, or erect more enduring monuments of their 
public spirit than by endowing the city with play grounds, to put 
what we do have in condition for further and better use, we need 
further appropriations from the city. 

Park lands are everywhere worth more than their cost : 
they are good investment for the taxpayers, the expenses of their 
improvement and maintenance will be returned to the City 
Treasury in many ways. Parks make the burden of city life 
easier and the people more contented. 

Now how should public parks be managed to minimize 
their cost, to increase their usefulness, to satisfy the taxpayers, 
and to impress upon the masses of the people that their common 
property is well managed. The management of public parks 
should be entrusted to educated, able and honest men, who are 
also public-spirited citizens. I think the parks of the city should 
be in charge of Park Commissioners, and the office of Park 
Commissioners should be honorary altogether, without salary. 
In this way the office of Commissioner would command the 
services of the best citizens, while it would probably be less sought 
for by the usual class of office-seekers. 

The park superintendent should be chosen by the Com- 
missioners after thorough investigation through independent 
sources, and once elected he should be as secure in his position, 
during good behavior, as an officer of the United States Corps of 
Engineers. The superintendent should be what we call a “level 
headed” man, possessed of good knowledge of agriculture when 
appointed. 
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Good men for Park Commissioners, strict accountability 
and rigid discipline throughout the department will result in well 
managed parks. I believe that twenty able interested, public- 
spirited citizens in this city, or any one of similar size in this 
country, if united and determined and persistent, could effect all 
and more than I have suggested as necessary to assure the honest, 
able and satisfactory management of its public parks. 

CONCLUSION. 

I desire to express my gratitude to his Honor, Jeremiah 
Crowley, Mayor, for his kind advice, counsel and interest in the 
work of the department, neither would I forget the workmen, for 
great credit is due them for the faithful performance of their 
duties.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible con- 
dition, and consists at present of six Engines, six 
one-horse and one two-horse Hose Wagons, four 
two-horse Reels, one Babcock Aerial Truck, and 
three Trucks of other patterns, two Chemical En- 
gines, one Hale Water Tower, one Patrol Wagon 
and Sleigh fully equipped, three Hose Pungs, eight 
Fuel Wagons, three Wagons and one Sleigh for 
use on fire alarm, one Wagon and Sleigh for 
Chiefs use, and sixteen Fire Extinguishers. In 
reserve there are one two-horse and one one-horse 
Hose Reels. 

The Water Tower purchasec 1 a number of years 
ago has at last secured a permanent home. The 
City Council of 1899 appropriated $14,000 to pur- 
chase and fit up the property next to the Engine 
House, on Middle Street, for that purpose. 

FIRE-ALARM. 

This branch of the service has been maintained 
in most excellent condition by the operator, Mr. 
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H. C. Fernald, and has given perfect alarms the 
past year. 

There have been one hundred and sixty-one 
alarms given from signal boxes ; and No School 
signal has been given sixteen times the past year. 
Two new boxes have been placed in circuit the 
past year, numbered and located as follows : 

285 Westford, corner Sayles Street. 

338 London, corner West Street. 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten 
circuit non-interfering repeater, one ten-circuit cut- 
out and testing switch-board, twelve galvonometers, 
ten bell-strikers, fifteen large gongs for engine 
houses, eight small gongs, seventeen indicators, six- 
teen elctro-magnets and connections for opening 
stall doors, twenty-three electric light current pro- 
tectors, one hundred and thirteen public and eight 
private signal boxes, one hundred miles of wire, 
the whole supplied with a storage battery of four 
hundred cups. 

There is also one large gong and indicator 
combined in the Police Station, one large gong at 
Pumping Station, Merrimack Square, Tower’s Cor- 
ner, and near the Northern Depot. 

telephone. 

There are connected with this system nineteen 
stations, consisting of transmitter, telephone bell, 
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and battery ; there are also twenty-two tap bells 
for the rooms of the Bngine Houses and about forty 
miles of wire owned by the city under the care 
of the Fire Alarm Operator, except the tele- 
phones and transmitters, which are leased from the 
Telephone Company. The ringing line is supplied 
by a storage battery of one hundred cups. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

There are sixty-four horses in the service of 
the department, thirteen of which belong to the 
Street Watering Department and are used by the 
department in bad weather for their keeping. 
Six new horses have been purchased the past 
year to take the place of one that died, and five 
that had passed their usefulness for this department. 
Most of the horses now are in good condition, but 
the service required of them by enforced idleness 
that they are compelled to endure, and when called 
upon to respond to alarms is calculated to soon break 
them down and render them unfit for use in this 
department. There are twelve sets of double har- 
nesses, ten sets of three-liorse hitch harnesses, and 
four single swinging harnesses of the Berry and 
Hale patents. ' 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This department is maintained by the city and 
consists of five permanent men. They have re- 
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sponded to one hundred and eighty-six alarms the 
past year, have spread three hundred and forty-eight 
covers, been in service one hundred and eighty-one 
hours, and have used seventy-one extinguishers* 
Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has 
used sixty-two tanks. Chemical Engine B, attached 
to Truck 3, has used thirty-seven tanks. 

HYDRANTS. 


During the year eight new post hydrants have 
been added, two of which are private, making a total 
of eleven hundred and thirty-eight. 

The hydrants added are located as follows : 
Easterty side of Cornell, corner Princeton, North 
side of McKinley, South side of Emery, West side 
of Saunders Avenue, South side of Inland, North 
side of Winthrop Avenue. Private hydrants, Wame- 
sit Power Co., near tank at Box Shop, Wamesit 
Power Co., opposite U. S. Cartridge Co.’s mill.

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FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of alarms of fire during the 
year ending December 31, 1899, was three hundred 
and sixty-six (366). One hundred and sixty-one 
were given from signal boxes, one hundred and 
forty-one still, forty-eight telephone, and sixteen 
automatic alarms, an increase of one hundred over 
last year. The no-school signal was given sixteen 
times. 

There were one hundred and eighty fires extin- 
guished by chemicals and one hundred and twenty- 
three where water was used ; the remaining number 
were extinguished by other means or had been put 
out before the arrival of the department. 

The whole amount of loss was $106,408.13 ; in- 
surance $2,056,882.79 ; loss above insurance $24,197.74. 

There has been seven alarms for fires out of the 
city, to which some part of the department has 
responded, the past year, for which no insurances 
are kept. Tewksbury 2, and Chelmsford 5. 

There were only thirteen fires where the loss was 
over $1,000.00. The Moxie building leads the list 
with a loss of $31,340.26, followed by the Tremont 
and Suffolk cotton fire, loss $16,083.47 ; Card Cloth- 
ing building, loss $12,416.97; P. Teague’s dwelling, 
loss $7,131,25; Smith Bros, foundry, $4,300.00; St. 
Patrick’s School, $3,954.00; Lowell Jail, $3,800.00; 
Pawtucket Church, $3,519.00; Shaw Stocking Co., 
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$3,195.58; Mrs. E. Ryan’s dwelling, $1,804.00; J. D. 
Whitney, $1,515.53; A. C. Russell, $1,480.00; and 
Dr. Bell’s stable, $1,000.00; this last fire was sup- 
posed to be caused by a broken lantern. John Kerr, 
a teamster in the employ of E. S. Sherman, a grain 
dealer, was delivering a bale of hay, and after the 
fire was out in searching for the cause of the fire 
a bale of hay was found on the stairs with Mr. 
Kerr’s body burnt to a crisp, lying on his back 
under it ; a broken lantern was found at the foot 
of the stairs. It was supposed he was trying to 
carry the hay up the stairs and lost his balance 
and fell part way down the stairs, breaking the 
lantern, setting fire to the stable, and before he 
could remove the hay which covered his body ex- 
cept his legs, which were burnt to a crisp, was 
rendered unconscious. 

The Moxie building was the most notable fire 
during the year it being the largest and most loss. 
It was built for a skating rink a number of years 
ago and was very inflammable. The department 
deserved and did receive great credit for confining 
the fire within the building where it started. It 
was 165 feet long and 69 feet wide, with a monitor 
roof of glass, surrounded by wooden buildings, a 
number of which were on fire when the alarm was 
given but received only a little scorching on the 
outside. The loss was large, without much insur- 
ance on the stock, on account of bottles, printing 
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matter, etc., being returned to be stored as the 
season was over for that business. 

For further particulars in regard to fires and 
losses I refer you to the table annexed to this 
report.

ANNUAL REPORT 


During the past }^ear five members of the de- 
partment have answered their last roll call. B. J. 
Brady, a permanent member of Engine i, joined 
the department Jan., 1893 ; died Jan. 6th. W. B. 
Ryan, permanent member of Truck 3, joined July, 
1892 ; died Jan. 14th. Terrence Tighe, call mem- 
ber of Engine 4, joined Dec., 1888 ; died March 
20th. Janies P. Smith, call member of Engine 4, 
joined Sept., 1886; died June 4th; and Capt. A. C. 
Stearns (permanent), of Engine 2, joined Nov., 
1862. Answering an alarm of fire from box 5, July 
15th, at 6.23 A. M., he was attaching his hose to a 
hj'drant when, without any warning, he fell back- 
wards dead. He was one of the oldest and most 
reliable men in the department. 

Eight men were injured, Capt, J. Jennings, and 
driver J. Bamford, Hose 11 ; E. Perham, and driver 
Sam Pendexter, Engine 6 ; P. Emerson and P. Mc- 
Laughlin, Hose 7 ; A. Jameson, Engine 2 ; and 
Capt. D. W. Hilliard, Truck 2. 

There were eight deaths by burning: Jan. 17, 
Willis Critchle}-, four years old, clothes catching 
fire from stove; Feb. 1, Joseph Wilson, two } T ears 
old, lamp upset, setting his clothes on fire ; Sept. 
16, Mrs. F. P. Haggett, supposed building fire with 
kerosene oil, found dead on floor b} T men of the 
department ; Sept. 24, Mrs. Bridget Gaffney ; her 
husband threw lamp at her, setting her clothes on 
fire ; died Oct. 5 ; Oct. 28, Mrs. J. Blanchette, build- 
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in g fire with kerosene oil ; died in a few hours ; 
Dec. 8, John Kerr, delivering hay, supposed upset 
lantern ; flesh mostly burned from his legs ; Dec. 
25, Mrs. H. Allsop, clothes caught from a lamp; 
Dec. 25, Mrs. A. Porter, lamp upset, setting clothes 
on fire. Fourteen horses have been burnt to death 
the past year.

Should a second or third alarm be not received within 
thirty minutes, the officer in command will have the roll 
called and dismiss his men. If the recall is sounded before 
the stipulated time, the officer will dismiss his men. After 
a second alarm has been given, the members of companies 
not responding to it will remain on duty at their respective 
houses until the recall is sounded. If there are no companies 
remaining in quarters that respond to alarms given from 
other boxes after the first alarm has been given and before 
the recall is struck, one engine, one truck, chemical, and 
two hose companies, remaining in quarters nearest to the 
box giving the alarm will respond immediatel}\ This 
article applies to all alarms of fire except in case of tele- 
phone or still alarms, the engine will not respond. After a 
second alarm is given, all companies remaining in quarters 
will respond immediately before the recall is sounded. 
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In cases where two alarms are given from the different boxes, 
the second having struck before the recall from the first 
box, the recall from the first box will be two blows, trom the 
second box one blow.

Second alarms will be given by striking two blows, followed 
by one round of the box. 

Third or general alarms will be given by striking three 
blows, followed immediately by one round of the box, when 
all the companies will respond. 

Second or third alarms will be given by special orders 
of the Chief or Acting Chief. 

Two strokes repeated at 1-4 before 8 A. m. and 1-4 past

REPORT. 


Lowell, January i, 1900. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen, — Herein is submitted the Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of Street Lights, 
for the year ending December 31, 1899. The 
working force of the department under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent (Chief of the Fire 
Department), consists of thirteen men, one of 

whom acts as foreman. They have, in addition 
to their regular duties of lighting and cleaning 

the gas lamps, set up and fitted 36 gas and 28 

gasoline posts, have removed 20 gas and 10 gas- 
oline posts on account of the electric lights. They 
have replaced 2 gas and 1 1 gasoline posts that 
have been broken, replaced two lantern frames, 
removed 8 gas posts and plugged the mains, set 

534 lights of glass and 29 globes. 

There are at present 898 gas lamps; in addition 
there are 35 lights owned by different corporations, 
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the city paying for the gas consumed. These 
lights are lighted and put out according to the 
time designated by a card issued by the Superin- 
tendent monthly. These lights average about seven 
hours per night, and burn 4, 6, 12, and 18 feet 
per hour, according to location. There have been 
38 new gas lights added and 20 discontinued dur- 
ing the past year. 

The locations of the gas lights added are as 
follows: State Street 3, St. James, Bourne, Tol- 
man Avenue, Saunders, Stevens 2 each ; Sidney, 
Robbins Court, Phebe, Ennell, Burgess, Suffolk, 
Mammoth Road, Gershom Avenue, Canton, Bum- 
side, A, Waterford, Corner Hank Street and Hoyt 
Avenue, Hank Street and Belrose Avenue, Hoyt 

Avenue and Waverly Avenue, Beverly, Whitney, 
June, Chapel, Barrington, Fourth Avenue, Fifth 
Avenue, Sixth Avenue 1 each. 18 of these lights 
were ordered by the Board of Aldermen of 1898, 

at their last meeting in December. 

A new contract was made with the Globe Gas 
Fight Co., of Boston, for three years from April 
1, 1898. They agree to furnish all the lanterns 
and glass and keep in good order with a light 
equal to a five foot burner, at five cents per light 

per night, to have no less than twenty-five nights 
per month and to burn until one o’clock. These 
lights as a rule are located on streets where there 

are no gas mains. 
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There are 573 gasoline lights at present, 28 new 
ones having been added and 10 replaced by gas 
and electric lights the past year. 

The locations of the gasoline lights added the 
past year are as follows: Varnum Avenue 13, 
Lexington Avenue, McKinley Avenue, Newell and 
Canada Streets 2 each, Princeton, Stevens, Wilson, 
Stanley, Nelson Avenue, Middlesex Park, Boulevard 
1 each. Nine of these were ordered by the 1898 
Board of Aldermen. 

A new contract was made with the Electric 
Light Co., August 1, 1898, for five years, for 33 
cents per light, every night in the year, to be 
started thirty minutes after sunset, and kept in 
operation until thirty minutes before sunrise. 

At present there are 483 lights; 19 new ones 
have been added the past year, 9 of which were 
ordered by the Board of Aldermen of 1898; in 
addition there are 8 lights on Fort Hill Park that 
burn between three and four months. The new 
lights ordered by the 1898 Board are located as 
follows: Andover, Merrimack opposite Austin, Mer- 
rimack opposite French School, John and French, 
West Six'h and Ennell Streets, Lilly Avenue and 
Cumberland Road, Griffin and Agawam, Meadow- 
croft near R. R. Crossing and Bellevue Streets. 

This year’s locations are: West Fifth, Varnum 
Avenue, Central and Ames, Second, Tanner and 
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Howard, Tanner and Plain, Moody and Race, 
Stevens and Parker, Meadowcroft and Mosher, 
West Lundberg Street (100 feet west of the bridge).

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Office of the Board of Police, 

Lowell, Mass., June 1, 1900. 

Hon. Jeremiah Crowley , Mayor of the City of Lowell. 

Dear Sir : 

The Board of Police has the honor to submit here- 
with the annual report of its administration for the year 
ending May 81, 1900. 

The year that ended April 30, 1900 closed the 
experiment of “ No-license” in Lowell. In spite of the 
most strenuous efforts on the part of the Board of Police 
and the organization of a special body of officers to deal 
solely wdth attempted violations of the liquor laws and to 
supplement the efforts of the regular patrolmen, illegal 
sales of liquor were numerous. The accompanying 
reports and statistics show that a number of arrests and 
seizures were made, indicating that a commendable 
activity was observed ; yet the number of arrests for 
drunkenness and kindred offences shows that liquor was 
obtained from sources, legal and otherwise. 

The average citizen is not specially familiar with 
the many and seemingly contradictory laws governing and 
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regulating the liquor traffic, or else he is indifferent about 
them ; yet his lack of knowledge seldom precludes him 
from a vigorous criticism of those who are endeavoring to 
enforce them. It is not generally understood that in its 
simplest and plainest terms, the effect of a no-license vote 
is merely to prevent the granting of licenses to sell 
intoxicating liquors. It does nothing more ; it can do 
no more ; it merely prohibits the sale of liquors 
in Lowell by Lowell people under licenses is- 
sued by the Lowell authorities, the revenue from 
which accrues to Lowell. It does not forbid the sale of 
liquors to citizens of Lowell by persons residing in other 
places and doing business under licenses issued by those 
places. Liquors can be brought freely and plenteously 
into this city without the let or hindrance of anybody, 
provided the goods are duly marked with the names and 
addresses of the sender and receiver, and with the charac- 
ter and number of the contents. Liquors so arranged 
were brought into the city, and into the homes of the city, 
and when drunk to excess the home and not the saloon 
became the local fountain head of drunkenness On the 
other hand, many people went to neighboring cities to 
indulge their tastes for liquor, and returning frequently 
brought parcels of intoxicants with them, and often the 
evidence of a too free use of them. None of these 
things can be prevented or remedied by any law that this 
Board has cognizance of ; yet, in too many instances, 
unthinking people insisted that, in some occult way, the 
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Board of Police was culpable for not invoking a law of 
their own making to stop this perfectly legal traffic. They 
never seemed to realize that “no-license” and “ no- 
drinking ” were not synonymous terms, or that intoxicat- 
ing liquors purchased in Boston or Lawrence did not 
cease to be intoxicating when transported to Lowell. The 
no-license law in practical operation illustrates in many of 
its phases the old proverb “You may lead a horse to the 
water but you can’t make him drink.*” Men and women 
are sometimes like horses — and mules. 

The Board believes that it has secured as much 
success in the enforcement of the law as was possible 
under the circumstances. While the records of the 
department show 2033 arrests for drunkenness from May 
1, 1899 to April 30, 1900, as against 2973 for the twelve 
months preceding, these statistics are not as illuminating 
and convincing as they might be in indicating the real 
gain for sobriety. The city of Lawrence complained 
bitterly of the increase of drunkenness caused by Lowell 
visitors ; and Nashua — in a prohibitory state — rather oddly, 
made a similar complaint. If. as is probable, these two 
cities absorbed the difference in the drunk statistics of the 
two years, the tale of two cities does not indicate a moral 
gain, that is quite apparent inasmuch as the change of 
locality in which a man gets drunk can hardly be 
accounted a change in his moral point of view. While 
it may be a subject for congratulation that Lowell had 
nearly a thousand drunkards less in her police court in 
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one year than in another, it is hardly a matter for rejoicing 
that a neighboring community has had that dubious sort 
of honor thrust upon it. The main difficulty in a no- 
license year does not lie in enforcing the laws made and 
provided, but in making the public understand that the 
Board of Police cannot enforce those other and intangible 
laws which exist only in the imagination, desires, hopes 
and prejudices of those who think that ethics is only a 
matter of law enforcement, and that the defects and 
deficiencies of law should be remedied by the fiat of some 
commission or authorative -body. Some there were who 
in all soberness wanted the express companies prohibited 
from bringing liquors into the city at all, and who believed 
that the Lowell expressmen should be refused licenses 
during the no-license year; that is to say, these good and 
well-meaning people wanted the Board to violate both the 
moral and statute law and debar a number of hard work- 
ing and law abiding citizens from earning bread and butter 
for themselves and their families. 

The Board of Police in its administrative capacity 
has to deal with conditions not theories, with statutes 
actual and vital, and not the whims and fancies of people 
who believe that their views should take precedence to the 
law as it exists. Until the people of Lowell familiarize 
themselves with the laws governing the conditions they 
may enter upon by their action at the polls, those having 
the administration of the law must expect to be subjected 
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to baseless, misleading and unwarranted criticism of their 
official acts and conduct. 

Many, complaints of the unseemly and disorderly 
conduct of bicycle riders on the boulevards have been 
received from time to time, and the Board in the past has 
made requests for an ordinance regulating this traffic, 
these requests being invariably ignored. The physical 
condition of the Pawtucket Boulevard has, in a great 
measure, -cured the evils complained of there, for that 
thoroughfare can no longer be termed a pleasure resort 
either for drivers or cyclists. The activities of the bicycle 
rider have been transferred to the Princeton Boulevard 
whence he has practically driven the driving public by 
reckless riding and rowdy conduct. When evening falls 
matters grow worse. The Board has detailed two officers 
for special duty there and a number of arrests have been 
made with excellent results. Nevertheless the work of 
handling a crowd of reckless men and women is difficult 
and temper-trying, for arrests can only be made practically 
for violation of the statutory speed limit. The Princeton 
Boulevard is still a perilous thoroughfare for pleasure 
driving and it is still hazardous for women and children 
to avail themselves of the advantages of a drive con- 
structed and maintained at much expense. The necessity 
for an ordinance limiting speed, excluding heavy traffic, 
and confining bicycle riding to certain paths from which 
drivers shall be excluded, is as urgent for the boulevards 
now as ever; and until such ordinance is adopted it is idle 
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to expect the police to secure a proper protection of life 
and property in those thoroughfares. The Board would 
respectfully suggest that the mayor bring this matter again 
to the attention of the city council for legislative action. 

The problem of keeping up the efficiency of the 
force without doing injustice to men who have grown 
gray in the police service of the city has been solved by 
the adoption by the City Council of the provisions of 
Chapter 378 of the Acts of 1892, whereby authority was 
given to pension officers under such conditions as would 
be deemed equitable and expedient. The Council took 
the statutory action last December and this Board placed 
Patrolmen Henry Farrington and Isaac L. Libby on the 
retired list, their action dating from January 1, 1900. 
These men had been faithful officers and had blameless 
records of long service, Patrolman Farrington having been 
a member of the force since July, 1871, and Patrolman 
Libby’s service dating from May, 1864. 

The discipline of the force during the past year has 
been excellent. During that period one officer was dis- 
missed from the service for gross neglect of duty and 
three were fined for breaches of the rules governing the 
department. Three other men were brought before the 
Board on minor charges ; two were reprimanded and the 
third case was dismissed the complaint being obviously 
unfounded. 

In what was deemed the best interests of the depart- 
ment several changes were made in the organization of 
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the force. Sergeant Hugh Downey was promoted to a 
lieutenancy to fill the vacancy made by the restoration of 
Lieut. George Palmer to the ranks ; and Patrolman John 
B. Crowley was advanced from the ranks to supply the 
vacancy made by Downey’s promotion. Eight (8) patrol- 
men were promoted from the Permanent Reserve to the 
Regular force ; two were advanced to the Permanent 
Reserve from the Probationary Reserve ; and nine (9) 
men were appointed on the Probationary Reserve from the 
Civil Sendee lists. These changes made a permanent 
addition to the force of seven (7) men, which the growth 
and necessities of the city made imperative and which 
were actually made in obedience to a request of the city 
government. The Board has always been conservative in 
the matter of increasing the numerical strength of the 
force, for such increase in number involves an increase in 
the expense of the department, every additional police 
officer meaning an expense of a thousand dollars per 
annum. The rapid growth of the outlying districts of 
the city is building up territory that must be policed and 
protected and this can only be done by adding new men 
to the force. New men mean new expenses ; and it is 
well that the taxpayer should understand that he can only 
be protected when he pays for it in the means and equip- 
ment of protection.

Gentlemen of the City Council : 

In compliance with the City Ordinance I sub- 
mit the following report of the business of the 
Law Department for the year beginning March 1, 
1899, and ending February 28th, 1900. 

LITIGATION. 

/ jii . Joseph B. Varnum vs. City of Lowell . 

This was an action of contract brought to re- 
cover the sum of $1,465.03, with interest thereon, 
from August 1, 1893. This sum was alleged to 
be due to the plaintiff for work done and mate- 
rials furnished under his contract made with the 
City through the City Hall Commission, dated 
June 20th, 1890, whereby the plaintiff agreed to

furnish material, labor, tools, etc., required for the 
carpenter work of the Memorial Building, in ac- 
cordance with the specifications and on the terms 
therein set forth, together with a certain sum 
alleged to be due for extra work performed by said 
Varnum, not included in said contract. The plans 
and specifications of said building prepared by the 
architect were to be considered as forming a part 
of the contract. The principle controversy in the 
case grew out of a misunderstanding of certain 
detailed drawings furnished by the architect, the 
plaintiff contending that said drawings indicated 
that a certain portion of the finish was to be plas- 
tered, which was afterwards required to be finished 
in wood by the contractor. The plaintiff contended 
that by the plans furnished he was misled, and 
that much more work was required in the finish 
than was called for by the plans and specifica- 
tions ; and the architect, on the other hand, con- 
tended that a careful examination of the drawings 
and specifications would have shown that the amount 
of wood work in the finish was called for by the 
contract. There was a provision in the contract 
for referring any dispute which might arise there- 
under to arbitrators, and before this suit was 
brought the question at issue was submitted to 
arbitrators chosen in the manner provided by the 
contract. After several hearings, a majority of the 
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arbitrators reported in favor of the plaintiff, though 
by reason of an informality in the report it was 
doubtful whether the decision would stand. In view 
of these facts, it seemed to me that the defense 
of the City in this case was somewhat technical, 
and, in the case of an individual, would hardly be 
deemed consistent with perfectly fair dealing. In 
a communication to His Honor, the Mayor, on 
September 5, 1899, I stated the facts with refer- 
ence to this case and suggested that the matter 
be considered by the City Council. My communi- 
cation was submitted by him to the City Council, 
who referred the matter to a committee, who gave 
a hearing and reported to the City Council, after 
which a resolution was adopted authorizing the 
City Solicitor to compromise said claim for the 
sum of $1,726.37, which was done. 


3653. Sarah Morris vs. Ciiy of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injur- 
ies alleged to have been received from a fall on 
the sidewalk on the northerly side of Andover 
Street, February 10, 1896. The injuries received 
by the plaintiff were very severe. She was unable 
to perform labor for upwards of a year after the 
accident. Dr. Jones, who attended her, said several 
ribs were broken, and that she sustained other

bodily injuries. The condition of the sidewalk at 
the time and place of the accident did not warrant 
my taking chances of a trial. This case was, there- 
fore, settled by the payment of $500. 


1214. George W. Mclntire vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition to the Superior Court for 
the assessment of damages alleged to have been 
sustained by the petitioner by the taking of land 
in the laying out by the County Commissioners 
of the highway known as Princeton Street in this 
City. Settled for $ 225 . 


1281 Daniel Gage vs. City of Lowell. 

1252. Daniel Gage vs. City of Lowell. 

1253. Artemus B. Woodworth vs. City of Lowell. 


These three cases are petitions to the Superior 
Court for juries to assess damages for land taken 
in altering the grade crossing at Pawtucket Street. 
Daniel Gage, having purchased the real estate al- 
leged to have been injured in the last named 
action, was the real party plaintiff in all three of 
these actions. Before the trial of these cases a 
strong effort was made to effect a compromise, and 
so avoid what promised to be a very expensive 
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trial, but, as the damages claimed were very far 
in excess of what seemed to be reasonable, we were 
unable to agree, and the first named case (1281) 
came on for trial at the September term of the 
Superior Court. At the trial the plaintiff placed 
his damages at $147,000. After the trial had 
progressed about two weeks, and a large number 
of witnesses had been examined, an agreement was 
reached between counsel by which all three cases 
were settled for the sum of $30,000, together with 
costs amounting to $477, in all $30,477. Of this 
sum the City of Lowell pays ultimately $3,047, 
the remainder being paid by the State and the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. 


4880. Lois R. Frothiiigliam vs. City of Lowell. 


This was a petition for a jury to assess the 
damages sustained by the petitioner by the exten- 
sion of Oliver and Claire streets, through a lot of 
land owned by her situated on Wannalancit street. 
The city awarded the petitioner, for her land 
taken and other damages, the sum of $995.40 
which the plaintiff claimed was insufficient. The 
case was tried before the jury at the March sitting 
of the Superior Court, who assessed the damages 
at $1,275.96.

1446. Edward S . Howe vs. City of Lowell 

This is one of six cases, known as the Boul- 
evard cases, that were brought against the City 
of Lowell to enforce a forfeiture of certain lands 
for breach of the condition contained in the deeds 
by which said lands were conveyed to the City 
of Lowell. The condition being in each case that 
the land should be improved, dedicated and forever 
used by the grantee as and for a common, park 
or boulevard and for no other purposes. It was 
contended that the establishment by the city of 
its driven well plant on the land, and the laying 
of pipes therein, constituted a breach of the con- 
dition in each of these deeds. It will be remem- 
bered that the decision of the Superior Court was 
adverse to the city in each of these cases, but the 
Supreme Judicial Court reversed this decision as 
to all of the cases, except that of Edward S. 
Howe, on the ground that there was no breach 
of the condition. In the Hove case the Engine 
House was built on the land in question and 
the Supreme Court held that this building and 
the use of the land for the pumping engines and 
station of the city was a breach of the condition. 
There were about four acres of land in the tract 
and by the decision of the court this land with 
the building thereon reverted to Mr. Howe, but 
the case was sent back to the Superior Court for 
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trial on the question of what, if any, allowance 
was to be made to the defendant for improve- 
ments placed upon the land and what sum, if 
any, should be paid by the city to the plaintiff 
for rents and profits. As the determination of 
these questions might involve a protracted and ex- 
pensive litigation, after consultation with the Water 
Board and City Engineer I made a proposition to 
settle the case by the payment of $2,250 which 
was accepted. 

1140. William E. Livingston vs. City of Lovoell. 

This was a petition for a jury to assess dam- 
ages for the taking of land by the County Com- 
missioners in the improvement of Princeton Street. 
The notice was dated February 14, 1896 and was 
returnable to the Superior Court on the first Mon- 
day of April, 1896. The County Commissioners 
awarded the petitioner $600 which sum he refused 
to accept, claiming that he was damaged to the 
extent of several thousand dollars. The case was 
tried before the jury at the September sitting of 
of the Superior Court and damages were assessed 

at $737-33- 

5392. Blanche Butler Ames, et al., vs. City of Lowell. 

This was a petition to the Superior Court for 
a jury to assess damages for land taken by decree

of the County Commissioners in widening and 
improving Andover Street. The petition was filed 
in Court May 2, 1899. After the case had been 
prepared for trial, the petitioners agreed to accept 
judgment for $8,000, the amount originally award- 
ed by decree of the County Commissioners, and 
the case was accordingly settled. 


5213. Margie Bent vs, City of Lowell, 

This is an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff 
December n, 1898 while driving on Middlesex 
Street. The cause of action is an alleged defect 
in Middlesex Street near to the dividing line 
between the town of Chelmsford and the City of 
Lowell. The writ was dated February 15, 1899 
and was entered in Court the first Monday of 
April 1899.

5214. Rdwin G. Butt erf eld vs. City of Lowell . 


This is an action of tort for personal injuries 
growing out of the same accident, and alleged 
defect, as the last preceding case. 

Pending. 
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5623. Thomas //. Muldoon vs. City of Lowell 

This is an action of contract brought by the 
plaintiff in the Police Court of Lowell to recover 
the sum of $223.11 alleged to be due him for 
services as an inspector in the Supply Depart- 
ment. Plaintiff was employed by Andrew E. 
Barrett, then Chief of the Supply Department, 
and his compensation fixed at $3.00 per day. 
The Mayor refused to approve the bill for such 
services or to sign a draft therefor, on the ground 
that said Barrett had no authority to make such 
contract in the absence of any action taken 
thereon by the City Council. At the trial in 
Police Court it was admitted that the service had 
been performed, but the City contended that the 
fixing of the number of employes in the Supply 
Department and their compensation belonged ex- 
clusively to the City Council, and that therefore 
the hiring was without authority. The plaintiff, 
however, obtained judgment in the Police Court 
on June 23, 1899 for $223.11, damages and costs 
taxed at $12.48, from which defendant appealed to 
the Superior Court. At the trial in the Superior 
Court before Judge Lilley the judgment of the 
Police Court was reversed and the Court found for 
defendant. The plaintiff alleged exceptions, which 
are now pending in the Supreme Judicial Court. 
While the amount involved in this case is small, 
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the decision will be of considerable importance as 
fixing the limitations of the authority of the 
several departments of the City Government with 
respect to the number of employes in the several 
departments and their compensation. 


5959 . George M . Kendall et al . vs. City of Lowell . 

This is a petition to the Superior Court for 
a jury to assess damages alleged to have been 
caused to the petitioner by reason of the taking 
of about 3425 square feet of laud for the pur- 
pose of widening and straightening and defining 
the lines of the street known as Old Meadow 
Road. The petition was filed in court October 30, 
1899, and order of notice issued theron, returnable 
the first Monday of December, 1899.

5411. 'Elizabeth O'Brien vs. City of Lowell.

These three cases are petitions to the Superior 
Court under Chapter 127 of the Acts of 1890 in 
the nature of appeals from decisions of the Board 
of Assessors of the City refusing to abate a por- 

tion of the tax assessed against the petition, for 
the years 1895, 1896 and 1897 respectively. Bach 
of these petitions constitutes a separate case, but 
as the same questions are to a large extent 
involved in each case, it is believed that a deter- 
mination of one case will obviate the necessity for 
a trial in the other cases. The trial of No. 4048 
which was commenced before Arthur Lord, a com- 
missioner appointed by the Superior Court January 
25, 1899, has been finished with the exception of 
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the argument, which will probably be made during 
the present month. The trial of this case has 
involved a vast amount of labor and large expense 
to the city, and the decision during the current 
year is looked forward to with much interest. In 
my last annual report I explained fully the claim 
made by the defendant corporation, and the nature 
of the issues involved in this controversy, and, 
as the public as well as the City Council has been 
kept pretty well informed in respect to the pro- 
gress of these cases through the comments of the 
public press and otherwise, they need not be 
further referred to at this time.

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LEGISLATION. 


If we except Chapter 55 of the Resolves of 
1899, which is a resolve in favor of the Lowell 
Textile School, and chapter 60 of the Resolves 
appropriating a sum to provide suitable apparatus 
for the State Normal School at Lowell, there was 
no legislation during the year 1899 of interest to 
the City of Lowell, and very few of the general 
laws, enacted during the year 1899, relating to 
cities and towns have any special interest to this 
City. Chapter 246 authorizes the school com- 
mittee of a city or town to establish and main- 
tain schools to be kept open during the whole or 
any part of the Summer vacation, and provides 
that attendance upon such schools shall not be 
compulsory or count as a part of the school attend- 
ance required by law. Chapter 256 provides for 
the establishment of seals in cities not already 
having a seal and in all towns in the Common- 
wealth. As the City of Lowell already has a seal 
provided by ordinance, this Act is not of special 
interest to this City. The first section of the Act 
provides that the City Government of every city, 
not already having a seal, shall by ordinance 
establish a seal of the city and designate the 
custodian thereof. While we have a seal estab- 
lished by ordinance, the ordinance does not desig" 
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nate who shall he the custodian. If the time 
ever comes when the City Council shall see the 
importance of a revision of our city ordinances, I 
would suggest that this defect be remedied. 

Chapter 318, entitled “An Act relative to 
making connections of Estates with Sewers ” is 
an Act which may perhaps be applied with advan- 
tage in the City of Lowell, and it provides, 
“ Section 1. Any city or town may make an ap- 
propriation for connecting estates, within its limits, 
with public sewers, and if such an appropriation 
is made in any year by a city or town, no estate 
therein shall in that year be connected with a 
public sewer except in the manner hereinafter 
provided. Such city or town may issue its bonds 
or notes for a term not exceeding three years, 
and use the proceeds thereof to pay the cost of 
making such connections, and if such bonds and 
votes are so issued it shall apply the assessment 
hereinafter provided for to the payment of such 
bonds or notes.” 

Section 2 provides that “ Whenever the Board 
of Health of a city or town making such appro- 
priation shall order any real estate therein abutt- 
ing upon a public way in which a public sewer 
has been laid to be connected with such sewer, 
or whenever the owner of any such real estate 
shall make to the board or officer authorized to 
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lay sewers application to connect his estate with 
a public sewer, such board or officer shall forthwith 
make such connections and shall assess the expense 
thereof upon such real estate.” 

Section 3 of the Act provides that assess- 
ments with the interest thereon, from the thirtieth 
day after the completion of such connection to 
the first day of November of the ensuing year, 
shall constitute a lien upon the real estate and 

shall be added to and collected as part of the 

general tax for an apportionment of the assess- 
ment over a period of not less than three nor 

more than five years. This Statute makes it easy 

for anyone owning land, on a street in which 
there is a sewer, to connect his premises with the 
sewer, and it provides for the connections being 
made by the city rather than by the individual, 
thus insuring the making of proper connections 
with proper regard for the condition of the street 
after the connection is made. As the whole of 
the expense of making such connection ultimately 
falls on the owner of the premises, the city could 
not lose anything by proceeding under the Statute. 
I recommend this matter to the consideration of 
the City Council* 

Chapter 354, entitled “ An Act Relative to 
Inks for Public Records and to Making Such 
Records by means of Type-writing Machines,” is 
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applicable to the departments of our city govern- 
ment, but its provisions need not be further stated 
here, as the statute itself will doubtless be con- 
sulted by any person having charge of public 
records in any of the departments. 

Chapter 372, entitled “ An Act Relative to 
Military Aid ” and Chapter 374, entitled “ An Act 
Relative to State Aid,” contain provisions of im- 
portance to the city government, but, as the Acts 
are long and would have to be referred to by any 
person interested, no good purpose would be served 
by including a synopsis of the Act in this re- 
port. 

Chapter 379, entitled “An Act Relative to the 
Taking of Land by Cities and Towns” extends 
the right of cities to take land for certain pur- 
poses by eminent domain. It authorizes the taking 
of such land, not exceeding in area one acre, for 
the purpose of erecting thereon any building to 
be used for a public school, library or engine 
house, or for the enlargement of any lot taken or 
used for such purposes. 

Chapter 394, entitled “ An Act to Provide for 
Part Payment of Taxes and of certain Claims 
against Cities and Towns ” authorizes any person 
indebted to a city or town for taxes other than 
poll tax, including assessment for betterments or 
other purposes after the tax has been delivered to 
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the collector for collection, to pay any part not 
less than 25 per cent, of the tax, thus saving the 
party indebted, who may be unable at the time 
to pay the whole of the tax, interest on the part 
thereof which he may so pay. It also provides 
for a similar part payment of a sum due from a 
city or town to an individual. 

There have been furnished to the various offi- 
cers and departments at their request during the 
year, an average of about two written opinions 
each month ; this together with the number of 
contracts, releases and other papers required, and 
tjie examination of titles, constitutes a very large 
part of the work of this office. A great many of 
these requests for opinions grow out of the chaotic 
condition of the Charter and Ordinances of the 
City, and the divergent constructions that may 
reasonably be placed on certain provisions of our 
amended charter. 

It seems to me that the time has come when 
an application should be made to the legislature 
for a revision of our City Charter amending such 
portions thereof as experience has shown require 
amendment, and for a complete revision of the 
Ordinances. This work should be done, not hastily 
nor by piecemeal, but by a competent commission,

with a view not to make radical changes in the 
theory of our City Government, but rather to the 
perfecting of our present system and the harmon- 
izing of its various parts.
